Air, and a warmer Sun in other Gounti-ics ; but he was not 
unjuft when he faid. That England was an Incloiurc of the 
beff People in die World, when they were ^dl-inform'd and 
inrtru^ted: A People in Sobriety of* (.ijnlcieiicc, the moft 
devoied to God Almighty ; In the Integrity of their Affedti- 
ons, the motl dnriful to the King ; in rheir ^ood Manners 
and Inclinations, mcft regardful to their Superiors !' ThcrC' 
fiire he deiired the Houlb of Commons in their Return 
home, to afllire them, * That hii Majeily thinks himfelf the 
liappieii and grcateft Prince in the V\ orld, not from the 
situation of his Dominions, and the Pown- of his ^reat 
Navy, with vrhidi he cati vific his Keighbours, and keep 
rlicm from vifirtng; him ; but from being poflcfsM of rlie Ar- 
fe£tions and Hearts of luch Subjedts; that he docs lb en- 
tirely Jr>ve thcmj and depend vipon them, Thar all his Aftr- 
onsj and all his Counfds ihall rend to Tin orhcr End, but to 
Jiiake thcji^ liappy and profpcrousi.' But notwithftaodingaH 
tifis Care and fendeniefs of his Majefty, there were jtill 
fprnc Men, who by their Writings and Preachings endca- 
voiii-'d to continue the former Breaches; and Ibmc others 
had been /6 dangerous to tlie public Peiice, that they had 
Jarely bo*;n iccurcd in Priloti. And then he pi'oceeded to 
give them a Narrative * how a Party of the lute disbanded 
tjffjcers and Soldiers, and, others full of Dilcontent and ie- 
dirintis Purpofes, Had rctolv'd to attempt the Change of die 
prefent Government, and to erett a Cnmmonwealth ; in 
which Ludlow, and other deJ|»er^te Ferlons, were con- 
cem'd.' Therefore, upon the account of thele uncjcpe<3;ed 
Plots and ConJpiracies, he wiih'd, * That theii^ orheJ 
weighty Affair,^ would have given them Time to have pub- 
liHi d their Upinion and Advice iti nhe Bulmcfs of the Mi- 
litia ; That the People, after fb many Dilputc.v upon tha 
Argumcnr, might have found, That the King and his twt

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Res ft often ifififtcd on by the Heads of tht ruin'd Partf, Anno i3C4rJI» 
le feforted their Arguments, in the wondcrfiil Prefcfva- '*^** 

Don of the Kinff's lacrcd Perfon, and alledc'd, * That God 
I Alm^hty would nyt have led him throu^ Jo many Wil- 
dcmcflcs oFARlift(cmofalI kinds, conduaing bim through 
fo many Perils by Land ; fnarchiiig him out of the midft of 
his Kingdom^ when ir was not worthy of him, and wh^n the 
Hands of his Enemii^s were upon him, when they thought 
themfeWes fofure of him, that they would bid fo chedp 
and vik a Price for him: He would nor then hare Ibcover'j 
him with a Cloud, thar he rravell'd with inme Hlea(iire, and 
great Obfervation through thcinidllof his Ent:mii:s: He 
V'ould not fo wondcrfLilly have modell'd that Army, fo in- 
spired their Hearts, anci the Hearts ot the whole Nation, 
■with an honeft and imjfatient loogiKg for the Return of 
their dread Sovereign ; aad in the mean time have lb ex- 
'crcis'd him with thole unnatural^ or at Icaft unufual Dif- 
irfpe^ and Reproaches abroad, that he might hare a 
harmlef* and innocent Appetite to his own Country, and 
rcrurn to his own People ftiU Value, and the whole un- 
wafted Bulk of his Affe£tious, without being cornipted ot 
bials'd by Eutraordinnry Foreign Obli^tions : God Al- 
mighty would noi have dotie alt this, but fr>r a Servant 
whom he v.-ill always pteftrve as the Apple of his own Eye, 
and always defend from the motl Iccrct Slachinatioiis of his 
Enemies.'

He refrr'd the reft cj the Lord-Chanccllor, who made 

sn elegant Speech, too long to be infcrtcd but by way of 
Abridgment. He told rhcm, ' That the King had c&U'd 
them hither by his Writ, which was the only good and 
I^wiiil Way to the meeting of a Parliamt:nt ; ana rhey ought 
EO thaiik God he h4d referv'd them to that Day^ a Daytnac 
many good Mc:ii had died praying for, rh^c after all the 
Frodigtc* in Church and State, they had liv'd to lee the 
King at ibc opening of the PdrliamenL That his Majcfty 
Kiut caulcd a Bill or two to be prepared for the Confirms* 
liaciof all that was enacted in the lall Parliament ; which, 
tho* not cali'd by the King's Writ, mieht be rcaibtiably 
lhou*[tt to have beencall'd by God himlcff, upon the Pray- 
er! of the whole Kingdom, as the only Means to rtftore 
the Nation to its Happinefs, to icfelJ'^ to its Honour, and 
rvcn to its Innocence. Tliat for the King» after Jo many 
Injuries and LoJcs, to have been not only willing to con- 
To u £ L £ firm 
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^no tsCsrJI. fifW and cnad: the Aft of Oblivion and Inderrlnity, Vui; 
i'66i. prepare fuch an A^ for diem^tw conjure them by allthatwix 
precious^ by their FiiendOiip ro hlm^ to dKpacch tbofc Ato 
with Kxpeairion, was flich a l^'athtHy Tenderaals and PietY> 
as Lould proL:ccd from no Heart, biiC fiich a one in which 
God had ti'eafur'd up a Sxdck of Mercy, and Juj^icc wd 
WifHom, to redeem a Kjnon. That the lift Parliamim^ 
vhidi haddoTJc ft)ch Wonders, had Hill letr great Thing* 

4 for them todoi Tliey ViuM find the Revenue the kft Par- 

liament intended to raife for the King, very much Ihortof 
ivhat they promi-^'d : They wfiuld find the public Debts fi^ 
the Difc-liai'gc of the Army and the Navy, wliich the laft 
Pai'lumcnt thought rufiicicntly provided for, to be ftill ia 
Arrcsr, and ^tipaid. That they were now the great Phy- 
ficians of the Kingdom : ;!nd, \jxjd knows, had many war* 
ward, froward aiid dil>cnipei-'d Patients; Ibme whb lo 
truth were very flcic, others who thought themfeives fickcr 
than they were,and fome who tlioiighr thcmfelves in Hcalrij, 
and wcj'c maft fick of all : Tiiey were therefore to uJe all 
the Diligence, Patience aad Compallion, which good Phy- 
ficians iVavc for tl^eir Patients ; a(l the Chearftihiels, Coin- 
f>laccnc]j- and Indulgence, rhcir leversl HabLtSj Conftitut^ 
ons snd Diftcmpcrs might reqnire. But there were a fan 
of Patients who dclerv'd none of their Lenity ; (uch wlt0 
were ft far from valuing theil- Prefci i|nionSt that they ac- 
counted them not as rheu" Phyficians, but as their Paricofs,: 
Thcfc were t!ic Seditious Preachers, who could not be cott 
tented to be difpens'd with for their flill Obedience to fbme 
Laws ellabliflid, without reproaching and iaveighinc 
againi^ thole Laws how eftabliOi'd fbever.' After fbmc 
iCYere Expreflrons againft thcfe Preachers^ he told them, 
that when the King f^^-oke bfl in thi,^ Place, he faid, * He 
fhould not more propofe lo himfelf any one Rule in his 
Aftions or Councils, than rhis ; What is a Parliament lilce 
to think of diis A£cian, or of that Counfel ? And that k 
fhould be want of Underhand mg in him, if it wouldnot bear 
thatTeft.' Thfit in a little time after the Diflblution of the 
laft Parliament, while bis ^lajetl^' actompanyM his Mother 
to the Sea fide, the moft derpci-^tc; and prodigicms Rcbellton 
broke out in this City, that had been heard of in any Age; 
and by the mulritud'e of intercepted Letters from and to 
alJ the Counties of Engla^^d, in which the Time was ftj 
doi^ii wherein the Work of the Lord was to be done^ by 
the delperatc Carriagje of the Trayiors themftlvcs, and the 
braggiiig of their Friends, it might be concluded thc.Com' 
bination reach'd very far; and» if the indefatigable Indnllry 
of the Lord Mayor had not prevented it, probably the Fary 
would not have be:;n cKtingiiiih*dj before this ^mousCicy 



or a 0r^r Tai-f oFtfjliad been burni: to Afb'es: And tliere^ 
fore It would bscome thdr VVirdoms to provide new Re- 
medies for new Diicafes, and to iccure the pi-cc-ious Pei-fen 
of their Sovereign from the firft Approaches of VBbny j, 
and the Peace of rhc Kingdom from the £rJJ Ovcrtus-es of 
ficdition.* Then W proceeded to fp^ak of the King's in- 
tended Marriage, which h?i (aid, * would be the moftgratc- 
ful News thiU the ivliole Kiiigiom.couid receive; Tnat it 
would bs iudg'd an iiTecovei-able Error in PoUcv* if Por- 
nig^l (hould be fuftfcr'd again to be fwallow'd up by Spititi ; 
'iTiat the Spanirti Amballador was IbUcirou'i ro obllrqct fhc 
Match; and I he King had nor conceal'd from his Council, 
v/hat that Ambatiador hjd oftcr'd againll this Marriage; 
whar ProiierB he had made of othersj what Threats nt 
War in one Cafe, what Advantage of Dowry in another; 
nay, that he had pretended to be lb folicirous for the Ad- 
vancement of the Prorcftant KcUgion» that he hadoffcr'd 
fcvcral Prorcrt^nt Prmccii'es^ to whom his Maftcr iliould 
giv? a Portion, as witii the IiiHmta of Spain: But he hud 
withal prefb'd very earnefiiy the delivermg up of Dunkirk 
and JajTiaica ; by rliat it was plain the Spanitli King would 
have that Rccompcnfe fbr the Portion he uould give 
That dicriJ being an unanimous Advice from his Coarxil 
to mikc thi'. Marriage, his Vliijefty hiid icrtt for the Portu- 
gal Ambaflador, had declared his Rcfbliirion to him, Jiad 
writ hJmletf to Portugal, and w;i3 preiJ.u-ing his Flct't to 
fiuch bomt their Quceu.

iKall be bJeffed to all Pollcrity. But, Sir^ we hope you 
Jiave a Bleffing left for us too: That wa^ your Parliament 
by Adoption, but this (s yours by Birth-Right : This Parlia- 
ment is Free-born ; I hope this Honour will h^et in us an 
Emulation to exceed the A6^ions of ourPrcdeceiTorSjand not 
only to meet your Majefty a*; our Sovereign, with the Duty 
of Subjedts, but with the Love of Sons to a moft indulgent 
Father.— If the Afteftions of all Englifhmen can make you 
happy ; if the Riches of this IMation can make you Great ;"

Give me leave to double my 
Word^ and Jay it agatin, I wifti my Voice could reach to 
Spain, and to the Indies too, You arc the greafeft Monarch 
In die World \ ' Then he concluded with tlic uJbal Rcqucft 
for the Commons wonted Privileges, Freedom of Speech, 
ProCcftion from Arrefls^ and Acccfs ;o his MajeJly upon

Upon the finlfliing of this, the Lord-Chancellor made 
fecond Speech by way of SupjJlement to his former ; in' 
Which he told the Speaker and the Commons, * That the 
King had done his Part, by publifhing the very Day he in- 
tended the Parliament fliould meet, a good Time before the 
Writs were Jcal'd, that the Country might not be furpri^M 
in their Elc£Hons j but that they might lend up fuch a Re- 
prefeniative to him as he might mSce a clear View and 
Frofpcft of the Affections and Dcfircs of his People : And 
he i.5 perftaded that the Commons of England were ncwi' 
more exactly reprefented than they were in the prefcnt 
Knights, Citizens and; Burgefles' After that he took no- 
tice ' of the great Privilege of the common People of Eng- 
land to be reprefented by the greareft, and leamedell, and 
wcalthieft and wifeft PerJbns that could be chofea out of 
the Nacion : But, added he, the compounding the Com- 
mons of England, that noble Representative, with the Co "" 
mon People of Fngland, was the firft Ingredient of cJ 
accurfed Doft which intont^tcd the Brains of Men w: 
that Imagination of a Commonwealth; a Government as 
poffiblc ior the Spirit and Genius of the Englifh Nation 
fubmir to, as it is to pcrfhade them to give tTieir Cattle a 
rheir Com to other Men, and to live thcmfelves upon Her 
And Roots/ He told them there was not a Commonweal 
in Europe, where every Man tluc was worth one thou:

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Ptsinds, did not p*y more to (he G&vcrtimenc, tlian a Man AjsisoijCif.lt 
of 3 thoqfantl Pounds a Year evct did to iKe Crown here "™'" 

before the late Troubles ; and he was pcrfiiadcd that that 
Monftct* Commonwealth coil this Nation tnore in the £>iw 
Years fhc was bcgoc, bom ana brought op, and in her 
Funeral, than tlic Monarchy ha.i'done thcie fiv hundred 
Years/ Then he pracceded to other Heads, and particu- 
larly arg'd them to provide ig-.iinft the exccflivc Drinking 
and Expcnces that provM inconvenietic \n Eietthns ; and 
rtcommcnded to tlicm the great JmprovemenK to he mad^ 
by draining of Fens, and the like, Lafl;ly» he dcfired 
them, * That tliey would ufe fucb ExpcdititJn tn their Coun- 
iels of mod: Jm^JOTtaiii-^c, that the reft may be lef: to a Rc- 
ccis in the \^'imcr, after an Adjournmcnti, that hU Majcfty 
mighr have YimC to bcdow himfcJf upon his Subje^fts in ^ 
Progrefs which he wnuld be plad to begin before the End 
of July. That his Majcily dcfired again to fee hii good 
Ciiy of Worccftex:, and tii thank God for his Deliverance 
there ; and to thank God even in rhofe GDcmgCi* and Barns, 
and Hay Lofts, wherein he wasffieitcr'd, and fcarted, and 
prefervcd: And in the Clofe of that Pro^rcfi he hopes he 
fliall find his Qqcen in Itis Arms; and lb return to meet: 
them there the Beginning of Winter. 

Thrfc Ceremonies being ovcr^ the Pa^j-JiamcTit pror 
Cecded to' the great Affjirs of the Kingdomi ajid within 
three Days both Houfc-s came to a Vote and Kelolution con- 
cerning the King*s intended Marriage, and actrordintly at* 
tended his Majcltj- ac Whitehall ^vith their humble Ac- The ThmlNtf" 
Vnotvledgmcnt and Thanks for the free and grjcbus Com- ^°^ Hootc* 
fnunication of his Refblurion to marry with the Infanta of '^''^^(^ * 
?ortDgal ; which they conceived to be of lb high a Concern- '^* ^' 
tocnt to this Nation, r hat they rcceiv'd it with great J07 
and Satisfjiitionj and did with all Earncfttiefs beg a filcUnng 
tipon, and a Ipeedy Accomplish nient of it; and they could 
rot but crprels their own unanimous Rcfolutiqns, which 
the)* were con^dent would have ^general Influence upon 
fhe Hearts of all his Subjefts : That they fh^otild upjii all 
Occafions be ixady to afhft his Majelt)- in the Purfuance of 
^e{c his Irjcntions againftsU Oppofltions whatfeever. To 
which the King rerurn'd his prmicular Thanks^ declaring, 

* That he did, tn the matter of tlic intended Marriage, as

ihic^ Ctii'd, The loicmti Lcagae Aud Corc^Mnt^ Hiould Imcou

rhc Palacc-Yarid at Wcftmitifter, in Chcapfide, and b&. 
foTc the OM-EjfdiangCj on the zid of Mtiy ; and be forth- 
with taken off the Record in tlic Houle fif Peers, and all 
odier Courts ind Places where the fume is recorded ; atid 
that all C&pies thereof be taken down out of all Churches, 
Chapels, atid all ojher publit; Places in EngUnd and Wales, 
A few days after, May iS, they likewile order'd, the Aft 
for ereiftiiig a High Court of Jufticc, forTrying and Judg- 
bg Qiai'les Stuart, the Act for Subfcribing the Engage- 
ment againfl a King and Houfe of Peers ; the Adt for de- 
claring the People oi England to be a Commonwealrb 
and tree-State i tlie AQl for Renouncing the Title of 
Charles Stuart, andalfb the A£t for the Securiry of the Lord 
Protector's PerfoPj to be burnt by the hands of the com- 
mon HangiTKtn, in the midlt of Wefimmfter-Hallj while 
the Courts were fitting. 

About this time^litr Prynne (a Member) nai'rowly 
cfcaped the Cenfure of the Houre, for piibUihing certain 
Keaions aj^ninft an intended Bill for regulating Corporations, 
as contrary to Mapna Cliarta: And, the Republican Party 
apprehtnding the Ctce Ad of Oblivion to be "mlufficient, iin-

Crime, the Houies reSim'd the Miirter, and on the 25th of 
November thofe Regicides that came in upon Prodama- 
tion were brought to the Bar of the Hnufc- of Lords, ro an- 
fwcr vfl-iAT they could fay ibr thcmfelves, vihj JudCTnenc 
Aould nwbc eKccnted affainft iHcm, They icvcrairy a!- 
Icdg'd, * Thar, upon his Majcfty's gracious Declaration from 
6r»da, and the Votes of Parliament, and his Majefty's Pro- 
cbmation, publifhcd by the Advice of the Lords arid Com- 
mons then allcmbled in Parliament, they did rendci- tbcm- 
fclvcs, being advis'd that they fhould thereby fecure their 
Lives; and hujrjbly crav'd the Benefit thcrcofj and the 
Mtfcy of The Houlcs, and their Mediation ro his Majcfty 
in ihcir Behalfs.'

Benefit and Fafe, whidi always atrendcd a diearful Ob* 
dience, and Submlflion to Laws aiid Government; &nd 
declared tliat a little Pains, Kmdiicis and Condclceafion 
m ihc Wife, towards the Weak, half the Diligence aad 
Dexterity in Convcr^tlon and Ejcamplc, which had been 
ufcd to cori'upc the People in their Loyalty and l/iiderrtand- 
ing» would quickly reduce them to their primitive Temper, 
namely^ en be the bcft Neighbours^ and the beft Friends, 
^nd the bdft £ubj^£ts in the World, Atid he doubted nol? 
bur the great Piety and Devotion, the Moderation, Ctafity 
and Holpitatiry of the Bifhops, in their fever^l Dioccles, 
TvouM in a rtiort time tecover the poor mined People; 
And (ho' the Krowardtiefs and Pride of ibmc of their 
TtHchei's wai not enough (ubdui'd ; tho' jlbmeof the Ciergy 
JlUI repeated their old Errors, and did ftilJ difcreditall their 
other Do£trinc, wh che Abfcnce of any vlfible Repentance; 
yet he hoped the Laity would icon reiurn into the Soibm of 
the Church, and eafily diJL'cfn the Fi-aud and Impodure oi 
their 4ieducers ; and that all Dilieence would be ulcd, heartily 
to rccondic both Clergy and Laity, by all Means whici* 
iTJay prove cft'j^^ual,' Then fpcaking of the Sharpncfs q£ 
the rfc-vf Law>, he intimated, That the E^eccution of thern 
(ill! dcptinded npon the Wifdam of the moft dtibcming, 
Eenci-ous, and merciful Prince, wlio havicig had n>or* 
Experience of the Kature and tluiT;mir of ^&akind, that* 
any fx-ince living, could beft diftinguifii between th* 
T^ndcrnefs of Conicicti^c, ami the Pndc oF Coiifcietice, 
bemecD the real Eflfcdts of Cooicicnce, and the wicked 
s to Confcicuce ; who knew how to guard 

Icif antJ rhe Kingdom from tlic Violence of a mali- 
corrupted Will and Uiidevftanding, and to (ecure 
fironi iJie feeble Nets of deluded Fancies and Imagi-* 

Hons: In A word, a Prince of io excellent a Namrcf 
»nd fb tender a Coiifcience himielf, chat he liad the 
hig^cft Compaflion for all Errors of t)iat Kind, anit 
would nn,'cr iiiff^r the Weak to undergo the Puniiimcnc 
orduin'd for the Wicked.' Then he intimated to them. 
That many honcft Perlbn.?, in the laic Times, were mificd 
by not difccrning Cqn^quenccs, who would as footx 
Itove renounced iheir Part in Heaven, as concurred in the 
iirft unu'arrintablc Adtioii, if they had fulpefted what 
follow 'd But the moft dangerous Enemies to the pub- 
lic Peacr, he laid, were the RepublicanSj the Common- 
wcatchs-Mcn, who were every Day calling in the Aid of 
the L«tt\ that they mi^fu overthrow the Law, which? 
ihev knew TO be their irrcconcil cable Enemy ; a People 
remcis in iheir Cmmlclsj and no left punctual and iti' 
duilrMM In then* Corref^ndcncies, abroad as well as ac 
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i(H5CiT.lL home; Thctcforc they could not be too vigilant and

After this the Commons being withdrawn^ appointed the 
a5tli for taking into con fide ration, both his Majefty's Speech 
and the Declaration menripned thei'ein : At which time 
they unaniraoully rclcjved. That the Thank* of the Hoiifc 
fiiould be retai-n'd to the King's Majedy for all that was 
contain 'd in ihc Declaimbn, except what related to the 
Indulgence ; with regard to which, they appointed a Com- 
iniftcc (who cliofc Sir ♦Hcncage Finch the King's Soli- 
citor, for their Cliairman) to draw up an Addreis, that, af- 
ter Jcvcral Amendments and Additions, was prciented to his 
Majcft)', by the Speaker on the i'tli ; and, after the particu- 
lar Thanki fcr ^he feveral Parts of the Declaration, pro- 
ceeded thus : ' It is with extreme Unwillingnefs and Re- fJie CoramoBi 
(uCtancy of HcaiT, that wc are brought to differ from any AddrcTs in fcJa^ 
thing which your Majefiy has thought fit to propofc : And t»i **> ^^^ ^^ 
riw' we do no way doubt, but that the unrealbnable Difl «J^1^'«*' 
tempers of Mens SpLrii.^, and the mftny Mutinies and Con-

Your two Houles of Parlia^ 
meni are therefore humble Suitors to your Majefty, to iflue 
out your Proclamation to command all JefliicSj and al! 
Etighfli, Irifh and Scottifli Popifli Priefls, and all fuch o~ 
ther Priefts as have taken Orders from the See of RomCj 
or by Authoriw thereof, (except fuch Foreign Jcfuics or 
Priefts, as by Contra^ of ^larriage arc to attend the Per- 
fons of either of the Queens, or by the Law of Nations to 
nttcnd Foreign Ambafladors) to dt^part this Kingdom by a 
Day, under patn of having the Penalties of the Law in- 
fiioed upon them.' 

This Reprefentation having been read to hLs Majcfty, 
he immediately made the following Speech to both Hoalc5 :

two Refolutions, 'viz..

Jetited to his MajelVy iov Wis moll: gracmus Speech and Nar- 
rative, to his two Houfci of" Parliament, and his gfcac Care 
of the Pt-efcrvEition of the Honour and Safety, and Trade 
of the Nation, by lits Pre^'aratlons tor the Defence thereof 
agatnft the Dutch ; and diat his Mnji.-fty would give Ica^/e 
tfiat his Speech may be printed.* The next was, ' Thit 
the Thanks of both Houics of Parliameni be given to the 
City of London for their Forw^rdncTs in affiltmg his Ma- 
Jcfty ; and in pai'cicular by furnishing him with fcvcral 
gjrear Suttjs of Money towards his Preparations for the Ho- 
nbur^ Safety, and Trade of ilils Nation,' 

At the fjmc time the H&ufe of Commons let the King 
fcnoift', * That they could not fufficiently tftprefs thcur 
Loyalty and A ffcition to his Majefty, nor the deep Senfc 
which they all had of the Injuries and Violarions com^ 
mitted by the Dutch : That they iiad confidcrcd the Bur- 
den of his Majefty's Expence^, a:\d the Keceffity of his 
Naval Preparations ; and begg'd leave to afTuire him of 
their Keadinels and Conftancy to yield him all the Dtltiei. 
of Afliftance and Obedience, with thtir Lives ar^d Fortunes.

Accordingly the Lord Clarendon, Tunning over the 
TbbSnbftADce whole Pi'ocefs of StatCr-AfFairs from the King's Reftoratioo 
of the Chan- to the pi-efcnc Junfbupe, observed, ^ That norwithf?anding 
"|te'"* Speech, ij^e Indignities his Majcfty hadrcccived from Holland, dur- 
ing rhe late Ufurpation, wTiere he had been liidc leli pro- 
feib'd thaa in England, he was ftill pieas'd to embark hira- 
ftlf from thence, when he was prefs'd by two ticij;hbonf 
Kings, from whom he had rccciv'd more Civilities, to have 
made ufc of their Ports. That, being rEiiirn'd, hefbund one 
thing that exceedingly fiirprls'd him, a thing incredible to 
Pofterity, that a triumphant Nation, which, by its nume- 
rous Sea-Fightshad reign'd over the Ocean, and made it(elf 
formidable to all Cbriffendom, flioulil at tliat time not have 
in all their Ma^tines, in all their Stores, Arms enough iO 
pur into the hands of five ihoufand Men, nor ProVifions 
enough to fet out ten new Ships to Sea: All which his Ma- 
jcfty, tho' he then liv'dupon credit, did not defire fhou'd 
be known to his heft Neighbours, howfocver aflinr'd ofiijeir 
Afletftions; therefore he did not fo much as make it known 
to his Parliament; But he made it his firl^ Care^ without 
the leali Noiie, and with all imaginable (h ifw, to provide 
for tlic fiill Supply of theft important Migiiiines and Storts\ 
which had been ever fmce repleniiTi'J as they ought.

Then fpeaking ot the Medi- 
ation of the French^ he iays, * The Dutch reproach them 
fcr intcrpofing for Peaccj inftcad of afiifting them in the 
War, boldly infifting; upon the advantage the Contagion 
gives therntj allcdging, that the King will be no. longer 
able to maintain a Klcct agjinft them; as if God Kad lent 
thb heavy Vifitation upon the KingJom on their behalf, 
and to cxpofc it to their Malice and Infhlency. They load 
13S with fuch Reproaches, as the ci vili^ of no other Language 
will admix the Relation. The truth is, they have a Dialeit 
of Rudencis ib peculiar to chcir Language, and thar People^ 
that it is high time ibr all Princes to oblige them to fbmc 
Reformation, if they inrend to hold Correlpondencc and 
Commerce with them.' 

Having roQs'd them with refpcft to foreign Enetrries, he 
proceeded to take notice of their domeftic Foes, * Thofb 
unt^uiet, reftleis Spirits in their own Bowels^ in whole Fi- 
delity their Enemies abi'oad had more Dependance than upon 
their own Flcer,i. I mvift appeal, added he, ro every one 
of your Oblervations^ whether rhc Countenances of thele 
Men have not appeared to vou more ercdted, and more in- 
fnJcnc in all places, fiuce tlie beginning ofthis War, than 
they were be^re.

IT, and dcL-hited themfeWes ready for the TrLU rhc new 
Morning. The Commons upon this were iHU rnore diC. 
Iftcisiy'd, and dcfir'd a frceCanfcrcncc ; in whioh matters 
were carry 'd In higli, that the Lords declared, 'Thatthey 
deliftid thisG^nfet-cnee to preftrve a right Underftanding 
between both Houles ; but infilled upon it, tliat they might 
deny a free Conference with the Commons, citing a P/e- 
oedcnt, r ith 7*ftfii\ where a free Conference was deny'd 
the Commons in pobt of one Impofition ; and that in 
poinr of Judicature (whkh the Lords inliftcd oa to be only 
in the Kinp and tlicmftJves) they might deny the CZoitimoiw 
a ftce Coiif^renc. 

But all rhele Difputcs were ended on the Eighth of Fe- 
bruary, by the Appearance of the King in the Houte of 
Pter^, who fcnt for the Commcms in order to a Proroga- 
tion.

Accordingly they refbtv'd rhat Impeach- 
ment of '^rrarfbn, and other Crimes and Miftlemeanors, 
fhotUd be carry'd up to the Lords againl^ him by Mr.Ed^ 
tnti Sejmour : whn, on 'November jhe i ith, wctic up to the 
Hoidc of Lords; and the Lord Keeper Bridj^eniia being

On the id of December the Lords coofirm'd their Pro- 
ceedings, and ictit down a MelTagc to the GMnmon« by 
tM'o Judges^ to this eifcdt ; * Tliat upon the Report made 
to them of tlie laft free Conference, they were not Iktisfy'd 
to commit or Icquefter from Parlbmcnc the Earl of Cla- 
rendoHj without the particular Trealbn were mention'd 
oj" ailign'd.' This threw the Honfe of Commons inro a 
^reat Ferment, and occafion'd feveral warm Speeches, par- 
Mr. Waller. tituiaHy from Mr. Waller and Sir John Vaughan. The 
former ftcwi up and faidj The Loriis are a noble Eftatc, 
but whatever the matter is, they have of late ibrae Ad^^ice 
given ihem, which makes rheni proceed as they never did 
yet i for icarcc any tiling happens, but they enCr#ach upon 
us. The Militia IS now as burdenlome to the tiliy Pound 
Mat! in the Country, almofl as all oilier Taxes, and the 
Lords have gotten this Advantage onUB, that rficy tou<ii 
not the Burden of it with their Finger : So in the Time of 
the Plague, the Commons muft be ihut \ip, but not They;

a Mittimus without fpcclal Caufe might be legal, and 
grounded upon the PetiEioTi of K-ighc ; thcRcafbn of which 
was to fecui'C ftf en agninft CommitmcnC by It ip'trClal Wa*"- 
rant, and a Judge ought not to dilcharze where Treaton 
wasallcdg'd: Bur in this Cafe it w.is dintrcni, the Judges 
could not difcharge a Man commiTced after EKamination^ 
but the Lords ought noc to commit a Man, except there 
were particular Treafoii. Tiiai: if he came before a Jufticc 
of Peace, and iaid I accufe this Man of Trealbn, would 
any wiJtr Man commit him 1 He made his Wai-rant in- 
deed, buc he that accused mufl j^o tlirther^ and make it 
more particular, and the fpcci^L Matter mufl appear before 
be cpraniits; and this was the prclentCalc. The common

mons ought to fend it up. Afrer all the Debate, the Honfe 
otmc to this pofltive Rcfoltitionj ' That the Lords, not

1667. ic ff^g Petition, delivcrM it lo the Commons, and widi his 
uiiial way of Infiilt and Ridicule laid^ ' The Lords haTC com- 
maiuled mc to driver to you this fcandalous and ft^iiukius 
Paper fetit fi'om tKc Eai-l of Clarendon : They bid me to 
preicnt it to you, and dcfiix you in crmvcnicat time to lead 
It to ihcm again ; for it has a Style which they are in love 
witii, and thtrcfore dertrc to keep it.' 

When the Earl's Addixis and Apolt^ was read by the 
Commons, it occafion'd a new Turn^ and a new Warmth 
in the Debaters oFthat Houfc. Sir John "^^aughan began with

The Commons deferred the Confideracion of this Speech 
till alter the Commtiiee, appointed to enquire ioro the 
Mifcarriagcs of the late War, had given in rhdr Reports, 
In order to which the Duke of Albemarle, Prince Rupert, 
aud CFcn the Duke himfdf, laid each hi.t own Account before 
. thero That of the Duke of Albemarle being a.< follows :

J found iin Ammunitinntht.TO|bm what wasintheMonmnurh; 
fo that I prell-ntly fent to Gravcfend tor the Traui ro be fi-nt 
tome, which goL ihivhcr about two of the dock next Day. 
After I had difp^itch^d tins OrdL-r, I went to vjfit the Chain, , 
which was ihe next thing to he ftirtify'd for [he Security of 
the River ; wliere I tbimd no V\''ork,s for the Dctetice of it. 
I then immediately fef Soldier; to work for tlie raifing of 
TWO BatteriiL-s, ^r there were ruj other Men to be got ; snd 
whcfi I employ 'd them in it, I found it very diffiotJlc to get

And upon further con fide ration, tho' J hdd Horie near tlie

let mc know wliat he wanted for tlie Security thereof 

* Having thus provided for Upnorc, J conliiler'd where 
to fink Ships without the Cliisin, nc>:t to the Enemy, 35 a 
further Security to it. I found five Ktrc-fhips^ and the U- 
luty upon ihc Place; and advifmg wi:h CommiSlioner Pt:tr. 
and the Ntaftcr of Attendance, a.*id the Pilot, how to do ir ; 
Pett told mc. It was their opinion^ that if three Ships were 
funk at the narrow Pillage by the Mufclc-B.mk, the Dutch 
Fleer could not b^ able to come r,p: And I, relying wpaT 
their Experience who beft knew the River, gave orders ac- 
cordinfjly for the doing of it.

iayingt he had no other ; which prov'd very prejudicial in

* About Noon, before tlie Batteries were quite raisM, t}^' '

*■ On ThuriHuy Morning betimes,Upnotc was ina pretty good 
Condition, and our Batteries ready: I got fbmc Captains of 
Ships and other Officers, Sea-VoluTiteei-Sj and others thac 
came to me, to ply tlicGuns; and other Land^V'olimccers did 
afllft tlicm to draw them on the Batteries. About Noon the 
Enemy came on again with two ^it:n of War, and two 
FircfliipSj and fame more Men of War following them; 
The firit two anchored before Upnore, and play'd upon it 
whilft the Firefliips pali'd by 10 the Gre^t James, the Royal 
Oak, and ihe Loyal London.

On the Tpth Day of Oi5tober the Parliament met, afcer a 
IcMig Intermiflion and ^ecefi of one ycarj five Months, and 
ten Days. 

His Majeflj.% having amended the Throne with the ufual 
Solemnity and Order in the Hoafe of Lords, and being at- 
tended by the Houfe of Commons and cheir Speaker, delivcr'd 
himfclf in this fliori Speech :

The fecurine of that Peace (whei-cin our own Peace is ooo- 
ccra'd, and Ris Majcfty's Reputation abroad) will alio much 
depend upon ybUr iCmdneis to him; And therefore he hopes 
you will con/ider of how great an importance it is ac thU 
iijne_, that his Majefty be enabled to hear fuch a Part in the 
Afii^irs of Europe, ai may contiibutc mo(l to his own Ho- 
liourj and the Satrty, Benefit and Glory of this Natioa, 

* My Lords and Gentlemen, ymi may remember that, Up- 
on his Majefty's Recommendation, an Ai^ was lately made 
for lenling Freedom and Intercourfe of Trade between Eng- 
land and Scotland, which wais occaCoii'd upon Complamts 
of new Duties impos'd in each Kingdom upon divers Com- 
modities of the Growth. Produftion, or Manuladture of the 
other. According to this Aft, Commidroncrs were appoint- 
ed by his Majefty ^br both Kingdoms ro treat upon that Af- 
fiiir] and they had feveral Meetings^ which ^rodqc'd no E^ 
fe£fcj unlefs it were a Cotiviftion of the Difficultv, if not Im- 
poffibility of ftftling it in any other way than by a nearef 
and more compleat Union of the two Kingdoms. His Ma- • 
jcfty is fully perfiiaded that nothing can tend more to the 
Good and Scairity of both Narioiis, than iuch an Union; 
and finds that his Royal Grandfather Kin|^ James "f" blel^ 
ied Memory, went Jo tar on towards this good Work^ thatj 
by an A6t of Farliamenl in the firft Year of his Reifjn, 
Corami{fioner5 were authorized to treat and confiilt With 
Commiffionets from Scotland concemitig tt- And in piir- 
luancc of their treating, in the fourth Year of his RcjgUj 
an A^ -was made for the Repeal of hoftile Laws, and the A- 
bolition of the Memory of Hoftillty between the two Na- 
tions : And after the End of that Scflion, about the fcvcnth 
Year of his Reicn, it was by the Judges of all the Courts 
at Wcllminfter-Hall folemnly adjndg'cf in the Cafe of the 
Pff/?-N#f;, That thofe who, after (he Defceni of thel Crown 
to King James, were bom m Scotland, were no Aliens in 
England j and confequcmly were capable not only of Lands, 
but all other Immunities, as if they had been born here. By 
thefe Steps fo great an Advance hath been made towards this 
Union, that his Ma'|eiiy well hopes that what is yet wanting 
to the per-fefting of it, may be now accompHfli'd ; the Con- 
tinuance under the fame Obedience and Suhjt^ftion for near 
Thrcelcore and favcn Years, having begotten the fame 
common Friends, and common Enemies to both Kations^ 
and taken off a great Part of thole Difficulties, which, at the 
firft, flood in tiic way. And ihercfbre his Majcrty doth mnft 
heartily recommend ii unto you, ThatCommiflioner!; may be 
Qonabued co treat and confiit wkhCommiliioacrs from Scot- 
land,

Inftcid of talcing ihelq Speeches into Confideraiiorij the 
CotTimons cmjuii'cd into the Points of Privileges, with rela- 
tion to tltii two Houlcrs, and were ftrict in the EsaminatioH 
of the, Accounts _of the Monies expended b y the Public ; 
in the paThngor wtiich, iHey iound air *= Ucorg?'T!!5"rteret, Sir Ceftrgc dt* 
who had rhc keeping of fame of the Bonks, ib blameable, ^="t cipell'd, _ 
that they expcll'd him the Houfe. But being much oblig'd 
with the King*s lart l^roclaniation, they (oon rcfolv'd, * That 
tlic liumbic and hearty Thanks of this Honie be rerurn'd

Shorrly aitei*, Information 'uas j^ivcn Co the Hoidc from Ge- 
neral Monk, * Uf tlni grtftii: Kclbi-t of dani^croas and difa& 
fcdcd Perfons to rhisTown, and of their ^fcctingsand En- 
deavoui'ij to dilhirb uhe public Peace ; and that he had, and 
would take Cdre what he cnnid xn prevent their AttempCi ' 
Upon whkh the Comnx>ns immediately refblv'd, * That the 
Thanks of the Houlc be rcturn'd to tlic Lord -Genera], for 
his care in prefervine the Peace of tlie Kingdom/ So that 
the fuppreffing or rejfraining of Conventicles was iiow look'ci 
upon not fo/Hinjh a matcer of Religiotij as of NeceJrity and 
Safety TO the Uo'/ernmem, 

As to point of Privilege, the ComrrKjns, not having iatiil 
faft'on in the Ijrt Scflioii, reviv'd the Debate of tlic'^Diife'. 
rencc between the tivo Houfcs, as ir ftood upon thL' Cafe of 
the £afVIndid Company, and Skinner the Merchant; and, 
underdanding tliat Sir Samuel Bernardillon was a particular 
Suftcrer by rhe Lords in tins cjifc, they examin'd him in 
rhe mdiier, who, at the Bar of the Houfe, gave cJicm this 
fliort Account : * Mr Sjieaker, us fbou a>. tlie Commons, ac- 
cording to hiii Majerty's Coium^nd, had adjouni'd (hemfclves 
on the ytli cf May, ]i^6S, I Has prcfontiy cjiU'd as a Delin- 
quent apon roy Knees to the iiarof the Lords Hci\T!tf, and 
deniandedj W liat 1 had to fiiy for my lelf why t!je |udg- 
ment of chat Louie fiiould not pals upon me, for ha\'tng a 
hSnd iti, and bciii]» one of the Contrivers of a fcandaluus 
Libel e^ga^^fl: that Honfe : To whith my Reply uas, TIku I 
"knew not my lelf to be cnncern'd in any fcanLlalous Libd ; 
but tiue it Tfta,*., \ did deliver a Petition to tiic Houle of Com- 
mons, in behalf of the Eali-lndii Company by rhcir Order, be- 
ing Dcputy-Liovcrnour ; and 1 did it out of no other de- 
sign, than to preici-ve the Company's Inic-i-cft and Elbte, ac- 
cording to my Oath and Duty ot my PUce. Then 1 was 
commatidcd to withdraw, and others were c^ill'd in : Soon 
after fome oC the Lords came to me in their Lobby, and 
told me, the Houfe was highly incens'd aFaioft nie; that I 
Ihould prefcntly be eall'd in again, and if 1 did not then 
fubmic my ii:U\ and own my baulc, ] mufl etcpctt the In- 
dignation of the Houjt" of Peers to fell upon me And be- 
ing caU'd in again the (econd time, i: wlis demanded. What 
further I had to Jay for my lelf, before Judgmeni Should 
pais againrt me. When repeating tmy former Dilcourfe^ 
adding, That I had no dcfign Tocre:ite any Difference be- 
tween the two Houfes, but to prclervc die G>mpany'.i Eftate : 
yer if I had offended tiieir LordHiips, I humbly begg'd 
their pardon. Being then commanded to withdraw again» 
I was afterwards cali'd in:- And, being upon my Knees,

L/poii hciiiiiig of this, the Houlc fell into a warm Debate 
about ^ome Espcdientii for JctiM ig rljc Did:t.'rtnL.tr in poinr of 
Privilege and Juriidi^tion of tlie two Houfts, ftliichcou'd 
nor be ended that Night; and afttr thut rlicy rdolved to 
bring in a Hill for diat pui'fofe. Tiii^ appcar'd to be a Mat- 
tcr*^"too jjriiat Nicety and Uidii-uky to be clJectcd m :i fhori 
lime. However, after Conferences wirh tlic Houle of Lords, 
they came tu Elicfe hve giaud Rcluluiions. ' J rnat it (s

or Libel: The iuid Ccnfiire, and Proceeding of rhe Lflrds 
agjinft the faid Sir Samuel Siirnardiliuti, 5ire contrary m, and 
a Subverfion of die K.ighrs and Pri'/ilcges of t!ic Houfc of 
Commons, and Liberties of the Cammoni of Engl.ind ; and 
further, no Petirion, cir any Matter depending in the Houfe 
of Commons, an be taken notice of by the Lord^, wirhomt 
Breach of Privilege, unlefs permitted by the HoiifeofC^om- 
mons. V Tliat the Continuance upon Record of the Judg- 
mcni given by iJic Lurd.^, and complaiti'dof by chcCommtmSi 
in thelaft Seflion of this Parliament, in the Ca(c ofThomis 
Skintter and the Eaft-Indij Com^Jany, is prejudicial to the 
Rights of the Commons of England.' In conclufion the/

like Grievances foe the Time to come; the Confequcncc 
thereof wouM plably be. That their Lordfhips Judicature is 
boundleis and above Law, and thar the Party grieved Aall- 
be without Kemedy.* Therefore, as a preietit Remedy', 
they refblved upon rhefe two following Proportions to be 
prefttitedto thctrLordfhips: * Pdrft, That thtf Lords be de- 
fired to vacate thcjudgmcntagainft SirSannlcl i^ernardifton, 
eiven the laflt Seflion of this prcltnt Parliament. Secondly, 
That the Lords be al^ dcitred to vacate the Judgment s^inft 
the Eaft-India Company, given by thcfn the Ta(t Sellion of 
this Parliament. 

Oti the I ith Day of December, the King, by CommUHon 
fuddenly put a fltop to all Proceedings, by proroguing both 
Houfcs to the 14th Day of February next. Thus ended the 
ninth Seffion, or rather tctith, without palling one Ad: \ tho* a 
Supply of &nir hundred thouCiiid Pounds, nad beeti V<ited 
lor hi* Majcfty's Special Occailons. 



On the 14th Day of February, the Parliament met agi 

after a fliort Recefs of not above two Months, and tfii 
Days ; when his Majelly, having been attended to the Houfti 
with the addicionsl Pomp of his new Goard^j made ihc ibl- 
lowing Speech from the Throne.

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AiinoaiCaf.Tr.be taken to be for tlie U(e of the War, as th^y miirt be; a 
16^9 70. great Pai'C of his own Revenue^ to many hu.idrcd rliQufidd^ 
of Pounds, hath been cmploj*'d alJb, and fwallow'd up in 
the Charge of the War, and what did neccllarily rcht^ to it. 
To which may be added the great Debts contfuited by his 
Majcftj' in the Wst, and the great Charge.s in the Repairs 
of tnc Hulls of his Ships, and purring Jiis Kavy into iadi a 
Condition as it was Lc'fore. BcfidfS, his Mdjelly thinks it 
ought to he confidcr'd, that when the Charges of the War 
were at the htghcft, the inevirable ESL-fb of ir» and thole 
other Calamities^ which itpleas'd God at tliat time ro bring 
upon Its, did make fo great a Diminurion of his Revenues, 
that, befides all other Accidents Jiid Difadvanr^it^'es, theLofs 
that he fuiliin'd in Three Branches of his Revenue, ia his 
Cuftom?, Excife^ and Heanh-Money, by rcaftin of the 
"War, the Plapjc, and the Fire, did amount jo Httlc Ids 
than to fix hundred ihoi.irand Founds. Thi^s vou iee, rhac 
tho* your Supplies have been grfar, yet the Cliarges occa- 
fion'd by the War, and the GiUmitics which accnmpany'd 
it, have been greater: And that die Di^bt which is Itft upon 
his Majcrty^ and which he complain.'; nf, Kith been comradcd 
by the War, and not by the Diverfion ofthe Monies dclign'd 
for it.'

"TTie firfl: ftcp he made towards it, did arif\: from your Ad- 
vice, and the Promifesofyour Afljftance: Sutif the Charges 
atid Accidents of the War have outgone all your Supplies, 
and left him under the Burdtn of this Debt, he thinks that 
as welt the Juftice to your Promiie, as the Duty and Loyalty 
you haveal'wfiys fhew'd him, will oblige you to relieve him 
from it; and the rather, when you {hall Jerioully cnnfidcr^ 
bow unealy this Burien muft be to him, and what ill Con- 
lequenccs the Continuance wnder it iriuft draw upon all his 
Affiiirs; in which Parficular, you, and every Pfrfon you re- 
prefent in this Nationj will be concern'd, as well as himfclf 
His Majefty'doth therefore command me in his Name, to 
cicfire you once more, and to conjure you, by that conftant 
Duty and Loyalty which you have always expreis'd to him, 
and by all the Concenmnn^nt you have for the Support of the 
Honour and Safety of his Government, to provide fiich a 
Supply for him ar this Time, as may bear Proport'on to the 
prerting Occafions that he hath, and to the State of his Af.

firft by an Article clear, and not elufory of the Flag; the 
othcr^ by an Article that prcfcrv'd the Right of the Filhtne, 
but gave the Durth PcrmiiTion^ as Tenants, under a Imall 
Rent, to enjoy, and continue that Gainflil Trade upon the 
Coafts. The King was ohlig'd, for the Security of a lafting 
Peace, as aifo by the Laws of Gratitude and Relation, to 
fee the Houfe of Orange iettled, and the Lovefteinj thaf 
Carihaginian Party^ brought down. Neither in this did 
the King infiii beyond what was moderate^ and agreeable 
to their Govemmenr, and what the Prince's Anceftors en- 
joy 'd smongft them. Befides thelt?, it was ncceflary ro 
the Trade of England, that there fliou*d be a hit Adjufl- 
menr of Commerce in the Eaft-Indies; where the Kings's 
DcmaTids were reafonablcj and according to the Law of Na- 
tions ; and rheir Practice of late Years hath been Exorbitant 
and Oppreffive, fiiitable only to their Power and Xntereft^ 
and dertruitive, if continu'd, to our Eaft-India Company, 
Thefe were all, of any Rloment, the King infilled on ;

Accordingly the new Lord-Keeper, Str Hcneige Findi» The Lord- 
late Attorney-General, made along and eloquenr Speech, 
bcginnii^j; thits : ' My Lords, and yon the Knights, Citi- 
icn5, anJ BurgtiTcs of the Houit" of Commons, the King 
Jiaih already m part told you, what he hath done for you 
/tncc the laft Recefs^ what he is flitl ready to do, and what 
it i5 he doth now eirpeiSt from yoij : And rhis in Terms lb 
flill and "tiliging, To gcnerou'; and f<} fatisftctoiy, that he 
whole AffL-itHo.is are not rjis'd by that Dilcouiie, he who 
csnnoT aco^uief'L-e in die Fulnefs of this Allurance, \m whole 
Heart is not cft-iblifli'd by it in fiidi a Belief a.*; may enrii'cly 
ditpafe hiin id the Sei'vlce of the Crown, will hardly be re- 
cover'd ro a berrerDii't^ofition by aiiy other Espedietit. For 
itidecd what better \^'ay can be found to undeceive rhofe 
who liave been abusM : The K!ing reflTs you to the Time 
part ; not to hl-i PromiJes, but to his Performances; gi/cs 
Men leave to jnHge by what rhcy ^e, nf what they hear; by 
what h^uh been done hnce the laft Scflion, of what is offered 
you now, and a hat is likely to be done for the Time to 
come And doth not every Man fee that the King hath

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Can (ispprcfs Popery : If, without ftaying for Formi of Law 
in Points otConviction^ the prdcnt forbiddinfjof Papifts, or 
reputed Papifts to come to Coui-t, and the cKteiiding this 
Prohibition to Jiis royal Palace al St. James*.'!, be enough to 
diltountt'nance them; if the notc?;tcndinff his Prerogative 
beyond ir.s due Liniitjfj can lecure your Libertie.'; ; if his 
Ici^eninf; afld rcdticiiii; :iU hh L.ind Foices, and inaintaimtig 
ib few cKtrsofdinai'v, 'is wilHcarce be enough to man his 
Fleet ihisf'ummcr, can cvtinguifh tJic Fears of a landing 
Afmy; if a rigofous and icvcrc Proletrarion of all theOfii- 
«rs and Soldiers in his Miijefty's Guard's, when they miC- 
behave tlierrift^Wes towards the meiincfi' Subje^, can fecure I 
yo'ir IVopertics; if the Abrogation of all the Privileges I 
from Arrcfts, cldtm'd by his Wajefty's Ser v';ints ejctraorditiary, 
vho arc very numerous, can prevent the Delays and Ob- 
ftiiidtions cf Juftice; Then lui'dy Im Majefty hath Reafbu 
to bclit've» that nothing; is wanting which can lawfiilly be 
done, or morleflly be wllli'd, einhcr for your Safisfddtion, ov 
your Security- Theicareiiot fingleand ti-anficnt A£ts,but fiich 
HS flow from Habitv \ thclc arc not Ijcawcs and Blolllbm.s, but 
true^ lb!id and lading Fi'uits-. Long, long! may that Royal 
Tree live and HfmriTli, npon which thcle Fruirs do gruw. 
And yet his MajeUy's Indulgence to you rcfis not here; he 
gives you leave to fhidy and contrive your own Afluraixe ;

ibnt; ar.d had rather make fome great Efl:ort, or fry fome 
boldEypcrinienr u^'on tiiemrelveSjtLan obfervc the Methods, ^ 
or attend thole gradual Progreflions which are necelTary lo 
perfect that Health, and compleat that Rccover^F'

Care for you, and that is the treat Induftry and Application 
of Mind which his Majcfly hath ulcd all along, in hopes 
to have obtain'd by this Time, if it had beett pnlfible^ an 
honoiu'able and juft Peace." Then he made ii large De- 
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duftion of tlie Dutch Avctrfeiiels to Peace, their uncivil AnooifiCHJI- 
Demeanour to the King's Plcm[x}tciitiai-ks at ColognCj and i^TS^" 
how indirc£tly they dealt with his Majelly in ali the Ovtif- 
tures of Peace, by appealmg to his own People, ^'c. Aficr 
which he proceeded m tiiele Words r * I have done wich 
thcfcfew Inftances of his Majiffty's Care, thole of his Kind* 
neS are infinite; Tlut which you heard this Morning is of 
a ti-aniccndcnt, and indeed a veiy lurprifiug Nature j 'tis 
an Aft of lb entire a Confidence oti his Mijcfty's part, that 
it can never be repaid by any other Tribute on your pare, 
but that of a true and humble Affiance in him. I muft now 
procet--d ro put you in mind, that there are fome other things 
which his ]Stajefty, with great Juftice, and great Aiturancc, 
doth eifpeft trcim you again. TJie firft is a fpecdy and 
proporrionablc Supply; and this is of abfolute Neceflity both 
hit War and Peace.

He dotli expe-Jt that 
you fhould do youf Endeavours to rcfinre and improve the 
mutual Confidence betivecn him and iiis People, and that 
you fliou'd do it in fucb a degree clwt it may recover its 
hjII Strength, and quite extinguifli all their Fears and 
Jcaloufies, For the King takes notice, that the Malice of 
his Enemies liath been very active to lowing fb many Tarcs^ 
as are almoft enough to fpoil that Harvcft of Love and Duty 
which his Majeily may pftly cxpcd to reap fi'om the good 
Seed which he himfelf has fown.

Vruib-llaat RcHgioii, thcLr Liberties and P.o ^rrtici effectual- vJ^;cc^ 
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\j fccnrcd, anfl to iTipprd's Popery, and rcmoTC all PcH&rt* 
and Counfellors popiOily affcdtcd^ or othcrways obnnxious 
or dangerous to the Govtmmetit,' Which being being doncj 
ro fhew their fufcher De[dUtion of Poptry, they immcdiarc- 
ly ordcr'd an Addreft Co his Majcfty, * That the MUltia of 
tile City of London, and County or" Middlere>f, may be in , 
readinefs ar an Hour's Warning, and the Militia of allothcc 
Counries of England, at 3 Day's Warning, for ftpprcfTing . 
of 3.[\ tumultuous Infiir regions, which may be occaJIon'd by 
Papifts, or any other nnaleconcenredPtirJbns.' To which Ad- 
drefs hh Majcfty made this gracious Anfwer ; * That he 
' wou'd rake a fpecial Care, as wdl foi* the PfeJcrvaCion ' 
' of their PerJbns, as of theii* Liberties and Properties/ 

The Houfc, in the next place, proceeded to tlnke at three 1 
Members of the famous Cabal, which were Buckingliam, 
Arlingron and L^Aiderdalc: They began at the laft, and 
rcfolved, nemine cvnimdiceme^ * That an Address be pft- 
fented to his Maicfly to remove the Duke of Lauderdale 
from all his Empfoyments, and from his Prefencc and Conn- 
fcls for ever, being a Perlbn obnoMious and dangierous to the ; 
Government." Soon after they debated upon fbme Heads of 1 
Acculiidon againlt the Duke of Buckingham ; but, while the 
Ucbate continued, a Letter was icut h-oin the Duke to the 
Speaker, requcfling to be heard before tlut honourable 
Houle, which was gr.mted, and he was admiftod with great 
Ceremony on the i^di Day of January, When Ms Dif- 
cotirfe fecm'd lo loole and uncertain, that they__r£iaL^ al th e 
ticxt day [o rye him down to fbme ccrt:iin &icd£s, drawn 
up in Writing, to which he w.is to give diltlu^ An(w3rs, 
Accordingly tlie nexc X^a.y he appeac'd in great Splendor, 
and made this following Speech : 

* Mr Speaker, I give the Haufe my humble Thanks fov 
the Honour you have twice done me^ elpccially exprefling 
my felf fo ill Yefterday. I hope you will confidcr the Con- 
dition I am ini in danger of palling in the Ccnfure of the 
World for a vicious Perfbn, and a Betrayer of my Coumry : 
I have ever had the miifortune ro. beat* the Blame 0^ other 
Men's Faults, I know the revealing the King's Coun- 
ciJSj and corrcfpanding with the King's Enemies, are laid 
againfi: mc ; but 1 hope for your Pardon if I Jpeak Truth foj- 
my felf I told you Yeficrday, if the Triple League had 
any Advantage in it ( I fpeafc it wiiijout Vanity)! had as 
great a hand in it as any Man. Then, upon the In^ance of 
the French AmbalTador, I was fenr into France ui^on the 
lad Subjed: of condoling the DeaiJi of Madam, wliere 1 urg'J 
tor the Service of the King, that the French ought not to 
endeavour to make themfeWcs confiderable at Sca^ of whom 
we h.id rcalon to be more jealous than of the Duichj becaiifc , 
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the French chcn wou'd have Power to conquer u?. When T A(i(»i6Cir.l 
rcnim'd, I found all Demonftrarions rhat the French had ^^73"4- 
no Jucrh Thoughts, but that the King oi England fhou'd be 
^laftcr at Sci. I do not pretend to pdge whetiicr I or other 
Men were in the right ; I leave the "judgment of chat to this 
honourable Houle. Ac this dme my Lord Shaftesbury and my 
fclfadvifcd not to b^in a War wLchout the Advice of che Par- 
liament, and the Affections of the People ; this was my Lord 
iihafcesbury's Opinion and mine, butnotmyL-ordArlington's. 
My next Advice yr^ no: to make uft of French Ships, half

Calumnies and 
Alariflcrs will find no place amongft wife arid good Men. 
Tney that ufe theie Arts abroad^ will quickly be dilcreditcd, 
when tiic World fhall ice the generous Effe^fis of jt'otir Con- 
fidence.

ing Mm Priioneri beyond Sea ; another againft railing Mo- 
ney without Conlcnt of Parliament; a fourth againft Papifts 
fining in either Hou^e; another for (pecdier ConvifHnffof 
Papifii; arothcr for recalling the King's SubicAs out of the 
Krencli Service, Cs'c But a private tjiurrcl happenirig be- 
tween the Lord Cavendilh, Sir Thomas Meers, and Colonel 
Thomas Hoivard in St Jame^'j Park, in which rhey rhought 
the Honour of the Houur concern'd, they firft lent ilie Lord 
CavcnJirti^ one of d\c\\: Members, and iiftevwards Colonel 
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brought in, to prevent Chatlenges^ DueL and QuarrelSj and 
[he Mifchiefs mat may ihcreby cufue. 

After a Week's Sicting, the Commons began to thinfc of 
a Supply, and took into Confideration all the Charges and 
Expcnccs of the latt War. The Account of which flands 
thusinthc Toumalsof the Houfcof CommoiM. The Charges 
of the two V cHrs W^r amounted to two Millions and forty 
thousand Pounds; and what was given by the Pari lament, 
what afoic from the Cuftoms that ought to have been appro- 
pnatcd» and what was gain'd by the Pri7,cs^ and the Dutch 
Contribuiions at laft, dS all together amount to three Mil- 
lions and Ibrty thousand Pounds; fo (here ren^iii'd a lull 
Million mifapply'd or wafted W ilf Manageaieni. In con- 
fequcDcc of which they add, ' That, at the iScginning of this. 
War, by the illegal (topping of the Exchequer, the reft of 
the Kevenue, as well as tlie Cuftoirts before mentiotiM^ 
were dilcharg'd of all Inaimbrances. and became a clear Re- 
venue to the Crown, and was more than enongh to fatisfy aj] 
other reafon-iblc Expences of the Crown and GovcmtncoC 
ever fince, and fo there is no Reafon to sive a Tax whilft we 
continue in a Peace. But if it be objed:ed, That fince the 
&id Million of Money is gone, iind this overgrown Reve- 
nue is all fpent^ and even now goes on to be further charg'd 
in thefc two Years of Peace, than it was left charged after 
the faid two Years of War; and tho* it is own'd Thmgs arc 
much amtis, and the management very ill, wifliing it might 
be amended, yet the Parliament muft look forwards, the Go- 
vernment miift be fupported, the Councils muft not be made 
dclperatc, and therefore the King muft be flipfly'd; The 
Answer is, That this Kind of Realbning and Timoroufiicls 
hath brought on us all the Taxes and Mirdiiefs we have 
fufler'd thefe Nine Years pad, and yet nothing is amended; 
and they ftill go on, till they are made dcfoeratc, which 
the Parliament ought to prevent. There is no Fear of Break- 
ing the Bankers the Second Time, and paying Debts by that 
diihonourablc Way; it is eafy to dcmonftrste how the lafl 
contracted Debt may be in a few Years dilcharg'd by the 
Revenue, and his Miijefty's necelTary ExpenijeS' fuiEcicQily 
iupply*d by honeft and careful Management. Ko Parliament 
is oblig'd to pay tlic King's Debts by a Tax : By the like 
Rcafonmg we ought to pay luch anorher about i ^ car and a 
half hence, and io encourage the Courf toexaifttwo MiUioni 
and a half yearly, as hitherto tliey have done, to the great 
Diiquict and Impovevifhmcnt of the Nation ; and if (unlook'd 
fcr) they ftvou'd prove good Husbands or frugal, then to the 
imminent Haxard and Lois of Parliaments, and the anricnt 
Liberties of the Subje;^, as now in France. Since the Yv'sir 
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is endedj the wliole Charge of the Government both by Sea Aiuioi7Cb 

and Land amounts not to above fcv^n hutidred Ehoufand ■ti7S' 
Pounds pery^tmjfi ; and the clear Income of the Revenue at 
prcfent comes at Icafl to fifteen hundred thonfand Pounds 
/CT- AnnnTa] .^-rrf, What is bea>me of neat' ii Miltian fer 
Anrnm ? Aad yet the King Iwih chefc two Years lalt, fvah 
Dtiwl anticipated his Revenue near a MiHion more, as his 
Creatui'cs ^n^d wotthy TmUccs for tfreir Country^ have 
oaufe(>i'd in Parliamcnr, as a powerfiil Argument tt> enforce 
the Commons to pay fucli Debts, and ty a ferther Law en- 
tail perpctuaE Anticipjtiona upon the Kingdonij to its utter 
Ruin and Defecation.' 

Upon CanJideraiionofall this, they finally Rcfblv'd, * That

nagc and Poundage to the Uic of the Navj- ; whii^h pi'ov'd 
very unacceptable tn tht Court Anofther Thing under Con- 
fideration was thcTrade with Ft^nce ; concerning which* Sir An AfltoDntrf 
George DowningdelivcrMin the following Papcr,entitled,'A ^^^ Trade with 
Schedule of the Trade, as it is at prefcnrcarry'don bcrween jj^-j'^bisir 
Ktigland and France, in Commodities of the Kative Produili (^^oyge 
atia Manufacture of each Country, calculared as exactly as DowniDi. 
poffiblc, in Obedience ro the Comraatid of the right iionour- 
able the J-ords Commilfioncrs fcr the Treacy or Commerce 
*ith England, humbly tendered to your Lordfiiips." The 
Particulars of the Commodities exported from Eiigland to 
France* and the Commodities impotttd from France into

' The Peace of 'the State requires as much of your Care 
and Vigilance ton ; Our Peace ar Home, and our Peace 
Abroaa As for that A broad ^ we are at this time, bleiTed 
be God for his Mercy to us, and the King for his Care of 
us, in perfect Peace with all the Nations upon E^rth ; Such 
a Peace a5 nvjkes us the Ertvy of tlic Chriltian World, and 
bath enabled us to doourfclvc.'i Right againft the InJidek; 
Such a Peace as brings with it all the Fruiis of Peace, and 
deilrvcs not only our Prayers for the coniifiuancc of it, but 
eiu- bed and mqrf watchful Care thiit nothing may be done otj 
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our Part to gwc ir an Interiniptioit But tKdi Wt muH con- 
fider again, that our Peace abroad will not lubfiJl any longer 
than while wc mainrain our Peace at home : For without thhy 
no Kingdom cm be able to a£t in its fiill Strcngtli ; and 
mthout that^ the Fricndfhip and Enmity of anj Nation 
cealcs to bt confidcrable to i^ Neighbours. Now 'tis a great 
and dangerous Miftakc in titofe, who think the Peace ac 
Home is well enough prcferv'd, ib long as the Sword is 
not drawn ; whereas in truth nothing delervcs the Name of 
Peace, but Unirj- : Such an Unity as flows from an unihaltcn 
Trufl: and Conhdence between the King and his People, 
from a due Reverence and Obedience to the Laws, and to 
his Govctnmcnc, from a religious and awful Carc» not to rc- 
movetheancient Land^marks^ twttodifturb thofc Conftimtions 
which Time and the public Convenience have fettled, from 
a Zeal to preferve the whole Fra^ and Order of the Go- 
vernment upon the old Foundations, and From a pcrfci^ Dc^ 
tcjftati<)n and Abhorrency of all fach as arc given to chang* ;

to you. It wou'd be Ibmewhat ftrangc, and without all Ex- 
ample in Story, that a Nation fliouM be twice ruin 'd, twice 
andone, by the fclf-fame Ways and Means, the feme Fears 
and Jfealoulies, Will any Man that but gives himlelf leave 
to think, rcfuie to enjoy and fake comfort in the Bleflinga 
dnt arc prcfenti only for fear of fliture Changes and Altera- 
tians? Surely it is enough for any Kingdom, and more than 
mod Kingdoms of the World canboafTvf, to tiave their Af^ 

fair* 
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£dr&>hroxTght into fuch Condtcion, rhat they may, in all 
rrsn Probalbiliry, anj unlcJs by their own Dcfiulr, concmue 
a loDg time fafc aiid happy. Future Cbaringencjc^ are not 
capable of any certain Proipeft: A Security onyond ihac of 
human Probability^ no Nation ever did or e\fer fKall attain"

Subjedls, Sec. do with unfpeakable Joy, and Com&irt, pre- 
fenr our humble Thanks to vouf Majefty, for your Majefty's 
gracious Acceptance of our late Addrcfs, and that your Ma- 
jefty wasplcas'd in your Princely Wildom to eupreft your 
Concurrence and Opinionwith your two Houfcs in reference 
to the Prefcrvation of the Spanim Netherlands, And we da 
ivith mofl earneft and repeated Deiires implore your Majefty^ 
that you would be pleased to take timely Care to prevent 
thole Danger^ ^at may arife to thcle Kingdoms by the great 
Power of the French King, and the Progreft he daily makes 
in thofc Netherlands and other Places. And therefore that 
your Majefty wou'd not defer the entering into fucli Alliandc* 
as may obtain thoie Ends ; and in Cafe it fliall happen thji, 
in purfuance of iiich Alliances, your Majcfty fliouM be en- 
gag'd in a War with the French King, we do hold our 
Jelves oblig'd^ and do with all Humility and Chearfulne^ a(^ 
liire your Majefty, that we your moft loyal Subjects (hall al- 
ways be ready, upon Signification thereof iri Parliament, fiJ- 
ly, and from Time to Time, to affift your Majefty with 
iuch Aids and Supplies, as» by tlie divine Affiftanccj mav 
enable your Majefty to pcofeaite the lame with fiiccefs. All 
Vhich we do mod humbly offer to your Majcfty as the ui^ 
nimows Senic and Defirc of the whole Kingdorn/

U|JOTia Solemn Debate in the Houfe, thofe againft the Ad- Anm i^C^T.TTi 
drcfs argu'd and Lillf dg'd *, ' That to preli riie King ro make 1^77- 
h^nhcv Allbnces with the Confederates Hgainft the French '— — *v^"— y 
King, was in eftcct to prd's him to a War, that being the ^^''^^^ upanit, 
<lircS and unavoidable LonJcquence thereof: That the Con- ^nft?hc*Ad- 
fidemcion of War" was moft proper for the iCing-j who had dre^. 
full ImcUigcnce of P'oreign Alfairs, and knew the ^(,ma 
Jmper/i. That it was a danKcrous thing, haftilj^, to incire the 
King to a War ; iince our MerchaTit-isliips and £fte6i"s wou!d 
ini mediately be ieii'd by the French King, who would 
thcrcbj probably acquire th^; Value of near a Million to en- 
abk Uun to maititain the War againlt us: Thai he would 
^Uitpon our PlantatronSjand tuke, plunder, and annoy them j 
That he would fend om abund-^nce of Privateers, and tafce^ 
and difturb our Trading Ships in thcfe Seas, and in the Me- 
diterraniean/It was funher alkdg'dj * That, at prelent, wc 
had not fo mauyShips of War as he, and iha(k Thlny which 
were to be buiif with the fix hundred thouland Pounds now 
given, could not be Jinifh'd in two Years: That we had not 
Naval Stores and Ammunirion, ^V, (Iiiricicnt' for liich a pur- 
pofe ; and if we had, yet the Seaibn ot the Year was too JaF 
advinc'd to ftt out a coiifideruble I'^lcet, and we could not 
nowr lay in Beef, Pork, (^c Thaf when we were engaged 
in a War^ the Dutch wouid probably leave us in it, and fo 
gain to ihemlelvcs the lingular Advantage of folo Trading 
in Peace, a Privilege wc now enjoy, and mould not be weary 
of That it war: ncKt to impomWCf to m:ilce AlUinccs wich. 
tlie fevcral Parties as might be e^ptil^tedi luch and lb various

rarion for War : That admitting a War fhould enfue there- 
upon, as was nor unlikely, yet ii^ conchifion thdl would tend 
to our Peace and Saiety i for it could i^oc be deuy'd, Thar, if 
the Power of France were ntJt rcdnc'd, and brought ro a 
more equal Balance,, wc mufl, firft or laft, fight or (iibmit.

The Arguments on this fide prevail'd ; and the Iccoqi 
Addrtifs wa> pre fell ted to his Majefty on the ^oih of M^rch, 
but ihey I'eceiv'd no Anfwer till 1 1 Days afirr. In the mean 
time Uicy vignroully proixeded iti the hnifliiiip of ievcj^ 
good Bills, as one tor taking away the Writ H^ H^t't-rico 
bxcmh^ a Law that made niimy People vcrvuneafy^ ci 
civilly notv wh::n the Fejr$ of Popery were increafing- Atio- 
ihcr agdinfV the Profiination of the Lord's-Day ; A third fbi" 
the Au^^'mcnratioii of rmall Vicarages. Another remarkable 
ATie agJinf^ Fraud and Terjuries, with fome other*. While 
flicy were thus bufily cmploy'd, ou the 1 ith of Ajprll, they 
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lis Mcffagc from the King : * His Majefty, having 

conlJdcr'd yo'.ir laft Addrds^ and nnding lome uce AJrc- 
rations m Affaifs abroad, ihinJcs it neceffary to put you in

Upon this Mefla^c !t was movM, that the Hoiile flir/jU 
adjourn rili after Eafer, with al^cfolutioi to enable flic 
King to make fiich Preparations as fhonld be thouglit tieccp 
firy^ and aJfo pais fojtic neccflary Bills for the K^ingdom; 

* Which if they did not, the blame of the Neglect muli reft Deliaii3tipoai( 
iipoti themlclvcs, and it would be obferv'd, fhcy hid uot fite 
10 any Ertict this four Years ; and thut new they had a Sefji- 
on, and given a. Million^ they took little c^re to redreis 
Grievances, or pais gwd Laws for tlie People; and that 
they iTiould not be able to givic any Account of themrelvc>i 
TO their Neighbours in the Coifntry, unlcfs they iTiouId face 
tbem down,' that there was no Grievance or Milchief iii 
the Nation to !>e rcdrels'd, and that the Kmg had ftopp'd 
their Mouths by offering them to fit longer.' Others faid> 
' They fliould pei-fctt two J^foney-Bill.^ and give flie Ktiig 
Eafc, and take another Time' to coniider fttrcher of Reli- 
gion, Liberty and Proptrry, elpccially feeing all Bills tiotv 
depending would hi kept on foot; themtendtd Reccft being 
dcngn'd only for a;i Adjournment : Thjr they had very gooil 
Laws already, and would give thtir Shares in any new 
ones they were making, to be in tlie Country at the prcfcnt 
Time; that it was neeeflkry for them to be tliere the lot^ 
of M;ty, to execuic tlie Money Bil'^ and fomc time was to 
be allow "d for their Journeys, and Reft after it; that the

So the Senfe and Incli- 
notion of the Houle was co rife bcFore Eafter, as had beeti 
before intimared and expected. Then thty fell upon the 
main Confiderauon of the McflUge, and lo make a prcfcnt 
Anfwcr. 

The Secretary, and other Miniftcrs of State iald. That TlitS*nf«&'' 

ibc Altcfdtiofi of Alijirs whi^i his Majcfty took notUeo^* lUc MUiift«rt* 
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in the late Battle, and their Froceediags to takeCambray^ and 
St- Omers. Tims,, by Inches, or rathe? great Meafures^ they 
were taking in Flanders, which was rcckon'd the Out-work 
of England as well as Holland. And ihcy (aid plainly, that 
nothing could put his Majclly in a Conditioti to make fitting 
Preparations to pfeferve the Kingdom, but ready Money. 

To this it was anlwer'd,That ir was not proptir nor uliial to 
ask Money at the End of a Seflimi, and it was fie that Allian- 
ces ihould firft be made, and that they Oiould adjourn raihcr 
till that were done: For rhey ought not to give Money t:** 
they Icncw for what ; and, it was clearly fpoken and made o 
by ihcm, that, if there was no Sunimer's Wsr, there w 
A^oncy enough given already. 

It wa.s rcply'd, Th^t they had not Direction from 
Majefly, as to what he had refolvcd; and it might be ino 
venicnt to difcover and publifli iiich Things : Bui they woul 
offer iheir Guefs and Aim at Jluch Things. If there were 
any Approaches towards a War, tho' they ought to cotidder 
lifcehim in the GofpeljWhethcr with luch s Force they could 
encounter fV King chat came againft them with fiich a For 
they fhould think of providing a Guard for the Ifle of Wig 
Jerfey, Guemiey, and Ireland, and feau-e ourCoafts, a: 
lie in a defcnfivc Poftarc. Wc might be attackM in c 
JJight Alio, there would be a Necdiity of an cxtraordina 
ry Summer-Guard at Sea: His Majefty did tilc to apply 
4oo,ocol yearly oiic of the Cuftoms, upon his Fleets. C'^'he 
very Harbour-txpencc in Anchorage, Mooring, Docks 
Repairs, amounting to tto,oool. per j^Twn.) And he 
now icrtlng forth forty Ships for the Summer-Guard : B' 
if there was a Dirpofition towards War, there muft be more 
Ships, or ar leaft, thoft' muft be more folly mann'd, and more 
ftrotjgly appointed, and flirnifh'd the moi'e: especially if the 
fircach "was Iiidden ; for, otherwile, our trading Ships at 
£ea» as well as chofe Ships Goods in the Fi'cnch Ports would 
be expos*d Now it is realoniible that the Remainderj which 
wasabove and beyond the JCing's ordinary Allowance, fhould 
be fiipply'd by the Parliament^ and the extraordinary Pre- 
parations of tfiis kind for tire prclcnt, could not amount to 
Tels than 2go,ccoI. 

It was anfwer'df That it was a melancholy thing to think, 
that Jerfey, is'c were not well enough lecur'd ; at leaft a» 
well as iri the Year 166 y ; whet\ we alone had War with 
the French and Dutch too ; and yet the King's Revenue wa:4 
lels than now, Tliat the Revenue of Ireland was | ^00,000 i 
^£r jSnmm beyond the El^«ibliflimenti, (thativ, the Civil, Mi- 
mcnis of the Governmenll Which, if 
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not ftnt over hirhcr, but difpos'd there, ilrould iervc to de- 
fend thai Kingdom. And they remember th:it, abom a Month 
ago, thcv were told by fbme of thefe Gentlemen, that the 
Frtocb fong would not take more Towns in Fianders, if 
he could have chem, but was drawing off to meer the Ger- 
mans; Mvho would be in the Field in May; atid^ therefore, 
it was ftrange he ihould be reprcrcntcd now, as ready to in- 
vade us, and that we mufl have an Army i;^is*d and kept 
on our lUitnds and Land. But a Fleet would protc^ all. 
Ships are the Defence of an iiland, and thereby we may 
hope to keep him at 3 Diftance^ and not apprehend, or pre- 
par-e to meet him at our Doors. He learns by Sicily, what 
It is to invade an Ifland. He is not like to arcempr m In- 
vafton of us J till he hath fome Maftcry at Sea, which is im- 
poflible for him ro have, fo long as he is diverted and em- 
ployed at Land, in the Meditcrrancaa, and in die Weft- 
Indies, as he is. And as to our Merchant-Ships and Goods, 
they are in no more E^auger now, than they were in any 
War whatever. Nay, ihere was more EKpccWion of this, 
than there was of the lad War ; for the firrt Notice we, or 
the DuKh had of that Breach, was thcif Attempt on their 
Smyrna Fleet. Alfb it is ohfcrvM, that what was ^d a 
Fortnight ago (tho* the Seaibn was too fkr advanced tn lay 
in Beef, and it would ftink) was admitted to be a Miftake, 
for that now ir was urg'd, that a greater and better appointed 
Fleet muft be furnifli'd out. It was ftil! infifted on> lilcewife, 
that we were in the Dark; hii Majcfty did not {peak out, 
that he would make the defir'd Alliances againil the Growth 
of France ; and reJblvc with his Parliament to maintain them. 
That, lb long as chcre was any Coldnefs or Refirrvednels of 
this kind, they had no clear Grounds to grant Money tor 
Preparations. His Majefty was a Prince of that Goodnefs 
and Love towards hii People, that none did diftruA him, 
but there was a Diflruft of fome of his Minifters, and a 
Jealou^ that they were under French Influences ; and Com- 
plaints and Addrcfles had been made agaitift them. And, 
upon the Difcourie of providing for the Safe^ of the Nation, 
it bciriF laid, we might be fecur'd by the Guaranty of the 
gpicral Peace, icwas refle^ed on as a thing moft perni- 
cious to us : and that our Money and Endeavours could noB 
be worfc apply'd than to procure that Peace. All that ihey 
defir*d was, that his Majefty, and his People otunlmoufly, 
tmly, finccrcly and thoroughly declare and engage in this 
Buhnefs, with a mutual Oinhdence, Ipeakbg as on both 
fides ; and this, and nothing but ihU, would difcharge and 
exringuilh all Tealoufies. 

But it was oDjeiScd, That it was not convenient to dif- 
cov^r his Majcfty 's fecrct Purpofes in a public Affcmbly; It

JEmbaflador in Spain, in the laft part of King Jamts'sUiiign, 
procured Copies and often the Siglir of the original 
Dilpatches, and Cabiner-PHperi. of the King of Sjiain. But, 
acki)owlcdging thar luy Ma^i-'fty's Councils mc impenetrable, 
yet the Things would in a mort time difi_over tliemlclves. 
Befide, they iaid, they did not much dcfire Secrecj*. Fur 
Jet the King take a great Refblurioti and put himfelt at the 
-Head of hii Pariiiim-*nT and People in this weighty and wor- 
thy Caufc of EngUnci, and let a. Hying Poil carry the News 
to Paris, and let the Ffencli King do his worft. 

His Miqefly never liad, nor will have caute to diflnjfi; his 
People, Jo i6(t-f in Confidence of our Aid, he made a 
Leagut: without Advice of Pai']i3m::nt (commonly call'd the 
Triple League) which was for the Intereft of England, and 
whereby his Majcfty became rhc Arbiter of Chrift^ndom ; 
and in the Name, ^nd upon the Account ofthat, the Parliament 
gave hira Jcvcral Supplies, in 1672, he made VVa* without 
Advice of ParlLiment, whicli VVjr the P&trliament thought 
net for the Intercrt ot England 10 continue j yet therein they 
would not leave hinv but gave him 1,100,000^. tocarry himfelf 
in and out of it How much more then are they concem'd and 
oblig'd to fupply and alfili him in thcfe Alliances and War# 
(if it cnfue) which arc lo much fur the Intereft of England, 
and cnter'd into by the prefllng Advice of Pailiamenc? Wc 
iiope his Mjjclly will declare himfelf in Earaelt, and we arc 
in Earncft, having his Ma'|cfty's Heart with us. Let hi& 
Hand rot oft, that i.s not iftpetched out for thi.l Aftair I Wc 
will noi ftick at this or that i»am, or l^hing, but wc, will go 
with his Majefty K> all Exrremicii;s. "VVe are not afraid of 
the French King becaufc he has great Force, and cxtri^ior- 
dinary thinking Men about him, who manage his Affairs to a 
wonder: But, we cruft his Majcfty will have his Bufmefs 
inanag'd by thinkiitg Men, than will be piovident and caTe- 
fvil ot his Intereft, and not iuftcr him to pay Cent, per Cent, 
mole than Things arc worth, thai are taken up and tiled; 
And, if ihe Work be entci-M ujHjn in thi* Maimeir, we 
hope England will liave EngliHi Succcfs with France: As ic 
i^ in bowling, if your Bowl be well Itt out (or directed) 
you miy wink and it will go to the Mark. Were the Things 
dear and thoroughly unde^ftaltcn, there would be leCs rca- 
fbn to difpute of Time; there never was a Council but 
would fit on Sunday, or any Day for fiich a Work, In fine, 
they faid, the Bu[inefsmuft licuc one Door, atid ihey woutd 
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Tiot, Tor anj thing, it ^ould flat in theif Hands. And al- Aniui agCxr.IT. 
eho' they fhould hope liis Majcfly, iti an Exigence, would t^77' 
lend ro liis People, who had given fn much to him; yet 
rhey (aid^ they could not leave him witliout providing him 
a Sum of Money^ ^s much as he could ufc between this 
and fome convenit^ut Time after Eaftcr, when he might, if 
he pleas'd, command iheii? fiUl Acicndance by Jbmc public 
Notvficatbn.

SomeDiii!oui'fe enlu'd of lening loole parrof the 603,000 1. 
juft mentioned; but then it was reflected tha: this Sum was 
appropi'iated for the building: of Snips, and mat they would 
not ha.'c tlii^ Appropriation unhing'd by any Means, and 
rhereK.re reJtd/d ro ajinex the borrowing Cbufe to [lie liill

To wfiich was rcply'd, 'l^hat it was bur an Eameft of 
what they intended, and tha: they were v.ulling to mccc 
again, and give farther Supplies.

The Debate conduded in vorin;^ the following Anfwcr,

obferve the Regard your ftlajefty is plcas*d to csprels to our 
former Addrclks, by intimating to us the late Alteration of 
Albtrs abroad, and do tcturn our moft humble Thanks for 
ycrit Mijefiy's moft gracious Otfer made to us thereupon in 
Vjourlate Meflage: And, having taken a ferious Deliberation 
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of the fame, and of (he Prcpararions your MajciTy hath' 
therein intimated to us were fitiing to be made, in order ro 
thore public Ends, \ve have at prefent provided a Security 
in a Bill for the addidonal Dury of Excife, upon which jxiur 
Majefly may raife the Sum ot two hundred thoiilatid 
Pounds. And if your Majefty Jhall think fie to call us to- 

f ether again for this Purpofe in ibme fiiort rime after Ealier, 
y any public Signification of ynijr Plealure, commanding 
our Attendance ; wc fliall, at our next meeting, not only be 
ready to reimburfc your Majefty what Sums ot Money uiall 
be expended on luch extraordinary Preparations as ihall 
be inpurfuance of our former Addreffes; burihall lifcewife 
with thankful Hearts proceed then, and at ail other times^

to, againfl all Oppofition whatibever.' Hereupon his Ma* 
jcfly, within two Days, Tent this fecond Meflage to the 
Houfe : * His Majefty, having conrider''d the Aniwcr of this 
' Houfe to the laft Mcffage about enabling him to make fit- 

* ting Preparations for the Security of thcfe Kingdoms, finds, 

* by u, th^t they have only enabled him to borrow two hun- 

* dreJ thouland Pounds,upon a Fund given him for other Ufes; 

* his Majefty defires thcrefoi'e this Houfe (hou'd know, and he 
' hopes they will always believe of him, that not only that 

* Fmidt but any other within his Power fliall be engaged to 

* the urmoft for the Prefervation of his Kingdom : But as hi* 

* Majefty "s Condition is, (which he doubts not but is as well 
' known to this Houfe as himfdf) he mull tel! ihem plainly^ 
' That without the Sum of fix hundred thoufand Ponnds, or 

* Credit for fuch a S^m^ upon new Funds, it will nor be 

* pollible for him tofpenk or act thofe Thing's which fhou'd 

* gnlWcr the Ends of their fevei-jl Addreflcs, wiihout cx:pof- 

* ing the Kingdom to much greater Danger. Hi^ Mujeffy 

* doth fiiPtticr acquaint you, that having done his Part^ and 

* laid the true State of Things bifove you, he will not

* which at prefcnt he is capable of 
The Houfe fill into an immediate G7nfideracion of an An- 

fwer, and, after a ihor: Debate^ they drew up the following 
Addrefs t * Wc your Majefty's moft loyal Subjcfts^ Sac. ha- 
ving confidcr'd your Majefiy's laft Mcflage, and the gra- 
cious Expreilions therein contain'd, for employing your Ma- 
jefty 's whole Revenue at anytime, to ralTc Money for the 
Freiervation of your Majefly 's Kingdoms, do fiod ffreat 



le CO return our mofl humble T/ianlts to yflm'Majcfty 
the famcj and to d?fire your Majefty to irft aniu**d, rhar j'^^u 
fhiill fiiid as intich Duty and Aflettfoti in us, as can lie 
cxpc&ed fi'om a moi} loyyJ People,, ro rlieir moft gfacious 
Sovereign: And whereas jour Majdly is pleas'd to fig n if y 
tons, that the Sum of two hundred thouftind i^oufidiv is nor fut- 
ficient withour a further Supply^ to eiuble yo\iir Majefly to 
Ipcak or ;i^ tliofe Things dclir'd by yocir People, wc hum- 
oly rake leave to acquaint your M'ujcfty, thm many of" our

' ApfiL, rS.dircded their Adjournment to this Time; becauJe 
' they did alledpe it to be unparJkmctitaty to grant Sup^ 
' plies when the Houfe was fo thin, in expectation of a fpeedy 

* Adjournmem ; and having alfb i!Tu*d out his Pfoclamatimi of 

* Summons, to the end there might be a full Houie, Ire 

* did now eifpeiS they would fonliwith enter upon the Cwi- 

* /^deration of ]ii.s laft Mellige, and the rather, becaulc he 

* intended there iKould be a Kecels vety quickly.' Upon this 
it was niov'd, that the King's hft Meffege of April 16, and 
the Anfft-er to it Ih 011 Id be read: Which being done, af> 
tci- a long Silence, a Del>ate began about their Ex- 
pefbitlon, and the Necefltty of Alliances ; and particular- 
ly it was incimared, * That an Alliance with Holland was 
mofl expedient, for that we fiiou'd deceive our felves if we 
thought we cou'd be defended otherwife; we alone cou'd 
not wtthftand the French, his Purfc and Power was too 
great ; nor could the Dutch wtthftand himj but both cii^- 
3idr might.' The general Argument was, * That ihcy 
came with an Es:pe£tation to have Alliances declared, ana^ 
if they were not made fb as to be imparted, they were not 
cali'd or come to that Pijrpoie they defired, and hoped to * 
meet upon; and if (omekvv Days might ripen them, they 
wou'd be content Co adjourn for the mean time.* The Se- 
cretary and others laid, ' Thefe Alliances were Things of 
great Weight and Difficnlry, and the Time had been mort ; 
but if they were finifh'd, yet it was not convenient to pub- 
Hfli them, 'rill the Kmg was in a Readinels atid Pofture to 
prolecute and maintain them ; 'till when his Majefly cou'd 
not fb mncli as (peak out, i. e. without firfl: receiving lis hun- 
dred thouland Pound-s according to the Woi'ds of his Mefl. 
iage.* By others it was oblervcd and (aid, * That they 
met now upon a public Notice by Proclamation, which Procla- 
fnafion was in purfiiance of their laft Addrefs, in \vhich Addfds 
tlicy defire the King , they may adjourn for luch Time, as 
within which, they hoped, Alliances might be fix'd, lo a^ 
to be imparted. They njcntioned not any pamcuUr 3 
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if his Majcfty had noc choughr this time long enough fijr Anno igCir, 
the PurpoICj he might Iiave appointed the Adjoumnictit J*77- 
for a longer Time ; or he might have given Koticc by Pro- 
clamation^ chat, upon this Account, they Should w-adjoum 
to 3 yet longci' Time/ In this State of Uncertainty, the Th« 
Houfe adjoui'n'd for two Days, having firll ordered the p'STm for two 
Committee tof the Bill for recalling Ms Majcfty's SubjciUs ^^y*- 
oat of the Service of the French King, to iir in the 
AfiernooHj when they went through the Dill, 

The Commons being met at the Time appointed, hts 
^lajefty feiit a MclTage for tlic Houfe to attend him imme- 
dbtety at the BaDqueting-Houfi; in White-hail^ where he 
made ihc following Speech to them : 

' Gentlemen: 

' T Have fcnt for you hither, ihat I might prevent thofe Th* King*! 
' 1 Miliakes and Diftrufts which I find fome are ready SpwchtQticm, 

* to make, as if I had called you together only to get Mmicy 

* from ynu, for other Ufes than you would have it empioya. 

* I do aifure you^ on the Word of a Kin£, that you mall 

* not repent any Truft yoii repofe in Me, ^o^ the Safety of

* and offend my Enemies. I do further afTure yoti, I have 

* no: loft one Day, finoe ydur laft Meeting, in doing alt £ 

* could tor your Defence; and I tell you plainly, it fiall be 
' your Fault and not mine, if your Security be not fiifiicL-

Mr. SecfctaryJ 
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The Commons returning to their Houle, refolv'd to con^ Dcbtei n] 
fldcr of ihc Speech in a full and regular Debate t In which 
the Secreury and others pi-opounded ths ftx hundred ihovi 
land Pounds Supply, but faid, * They did not prcfs the 
Houle, but they might do as they pleas'd; But if they ex- 
pected Alliances to be m:ide, and made known, that Sum 
moil be iirft granted: The King had the lame Power of 
making War and Leasfucs, as this Houfe had in giving 
Afoncy ; He could not "have Money without them, nor they 
Alliances without Kin, He had confider'd the Matter, and 
found (hat he ought by fucli a Sum to b; enabled to m:iintain 
and profixote his Alliances, before they could or fliouM be 
dcd^Af'd ; and truly uthcrwile our Nakednefl and Wcaknel^ 
K k £ woalil 
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^Hfto s^Cdir.n. would be evpos'd, 'Tts true, as has been obje ^ed, The as! 
'^77' inc; and giving of Money for cTiis Furpofe, would alarm, a$ 
declaring the Alliance^ but then k would d<:feiid too. A 
Whip will alarm a wild Beaft, but .will not defend the 
Man; a Sword will alarm rfie Brafti but will alfb defend 
the M:iu. We know thi; King would fti-ip Iiimfelf to hb 
Shirr, rather than hazard the Nation. He has done much 
ah'ctdy i he has (ct our^ and made ready to fee out 44 Ships: 
But th(:y mud be tljrtributcd to fcvcral Places for ConvoySi 
tsV. There would need, it may be, 40 tnotc in a Body, 
And it h difficuli to get Seamen ; many are ^onc into the 
Service of the French, Durch, Cs'f. The King is fain " 
pveS now. 

Tile King has not had any Fruit of the 200,000 1. Cre 
provided him upon the three Year's Lcafc; he has try'd the 
City to borrow Money of them thereupon, and my Lord- 
Mayor feturn'd Anfwer, Thut ki bud ntdeavour^d, hf Cisttd 
vsf eniium^s hli Mnyfiy ts ds^tnd tt^cn the City for it.' 

Several others fpokcr to diii Eiictt: ' We fhould confidct 
in this Cafe, as in the C:ife tjf the KitJg's Letters -Pittenr, 
Proclamations, &c. If any Tiling in them be againfi Law 
and R'j.i'bn, Lawyers and Courticr.s judge it void, and reckon 
it nut CO be done, or (jid by the K^ng. For the King cai 
do no W^fopg, tha* his Council may. So we mnft !ook upon 
the King's Si-t-.'^hes, and MelTaees, as the Produdt of Coun- 
cil; and, therefnie, if any Mitme be thcrdn,it mnft be im- 
pmed ro the Error of hia Council, flul it mull be taken that 
the Kif\^ ncrerlai'i it. Now toapply^ certainly the treating 
and conduding of Alliances, requires not a previous Sum of 
Alor.t'y, however the Kitig's Council may mifinfbrm. They 
msy he propounded and accepted by the means of the fo- 
reign Minilters, even without an Embany to he Tent from 
hence: And yet, if that were necelTary, it were Ho extraor-: 
riinary Cliargc- Alliances may be msde forthwith, and then. 
Money would be granted f(>rrhwith. Jf they were declar'd 
to-diiy, llie 600,000 1. fliculd be granted to-morrow, and as 
Occi*llim Ihould rctjuire ; And there 1^ no fear, btjt Money 
-would be found for rhis purpofc. Our own Extravagancies 
would maintain a V\'^ar. The Money whiL:h has beej-j pro- 
vided the Kbg alrt-ady thi& Sc-fTion, is lufticicnr for alt the 
Ptcparauons that can be ^jollibly m;tdc, before thcfc Alliances 
can be made. Forty Ships or ours, with the Help of the 
Dutch, are a good Defence againJl the Fj-cncli at Sea, now 
he !■: ftj enrangled with Sicily, the Weft-lndics, ^e. la tbc 
Triple League it was flipiilar:rd that 40 of our Ships, and 4.^ 
of the Dli cell iltotild be provided, and they were tlioughc 
Jiiffi'-i^-nt for the Purpofe. If it were required that 40 more 
ihpuid be lent out, 6oo,oqo 1, is enough to xnaintaia and pay 
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andastowhat ihould be prefently r&iuirM for the Rning them 
logo out, a Utile Money would Icrve. And fiircly, tbU is 
tlie only Prei^ararion tliat can be meant: For if it fhould be 
meant, that we fliould fortify the Land with Foils, Garrifons^ 
Walled-Towns, is^f. iris not fix Millions will doit; But 
our Snengtb, Force, and Defence is ot\r Ships, For the De- 
bate of this Day, it is as great, and weighty as ever was any 
in England ; it concerns our very Bciiig, and includes our 
Religion, Libertv^ and Property ; The Door towards France 
rouft De (hut and guarded ; ib long as it is opcn^ our Tr^- 
fiirc and omr Trade will creep out, and their Religion will 
creep in. And this Time is our Seafon. Some Mifchief will 
be done us ; and ib there will at any time when the War is 
begun; but now the lea ft: The French are not very dan- 
gerpqs to us, nor muc:h to he fcar'd by us at this prefent. But 
we oi^ht to advtfe and a£t io now, as we may not fcar or 
dcfpuir hereafter, when the French ihall make Peace be- 
yond Scai and, likely, will make Alliances with thoie Pec>- 
pl« with whom we defer to make them. How ripe and 
great will be onr Mvfery theti? The Power and Policy of 
me French are extraordioai-y : And their Money influences 
round about them. 

We are glad to obferve, by what is &id by, and of the 
King, that his MajcCfcy agrees with us in the End, and wc 
hope he wiH be convinced of the RcaibnableneS of the 
Means, which is, to make and follow tlide Alliances^ with- 
out whidi, plainly, we can give no Account to ourlclveSj 
0t thoft we reprefctit, of giving Money. 

^ We have made Several AddrefTes about the King'?; Mi- 
nifters, their Management, £5*c, of which wc have Jccn linle 
Fniit. There have continually, almoft to this Hour, gone 
out of England, Succours to France, of Men, Powder^ Am- 
munition, Ordnance, ^i. Not to rake into the matter, how 
iar the Miniftcrs have been adiive or pafl&vc in this; not to 
mention any other Particniar*, we mnfl: (ay, that, unlels the 
Minil^erSf or their Minds are alterM, we have no Rcalbn 
to truft ftioney in their Hands, tho* wc declare wc have no 
Purpofe to arraign, or attempt upon them, but would ra- 
ther propo(e them an eaiy Way how they might have Ob- 
livion; nay, and the Thanks of the People, 'y/i. That they 
(hould endeavour and contend, who could do mofl to dilpoJc 
the King to comply with this Advice of his Parliament. 
Wc thinK the profccuting tbcfe Alliances, the only eood 
Ufe for wbich our Money can be eniploy'd ; and, thereiorc, 
be^re wc gr/c, we ihould be iecure it fhall be apply'd to 
this Purpolc, and not by Mif^Councib, be diverted to others. 
ThU x£ the (nature Council of Parliament : And no crofs, 
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^jjfioaSCar.M. oi* oilier Coundl is robe teufted, for attaining tbefc 
1677. Purpoies^ which the King and Pariiamcnt are agi'eed upon. 
To parr with Money^ before Alliances are made, is need- 
left and to nopui'po&i ac leaft, it would be the Way to 
Ipcnd that Money before ifTu'd, in vuin ; which we mall 
need hereafter, when wc fhall be ferc'd to enter into this 
Defence againft France h would be Ulce an Error cgm- 
mittcd in the late King's Time, and which looks as if Afca 
had given CounJcl on purpofe to dclh'oy thai good King. 
He had» by the Care and Faiihfidncfs of Biihop Juxon and 
others, cofleSed and prcfcrv'd a good Sum of Money bc- 
foc« the Scotifh RetcUion in i6yj', upon thatRebelUon lie 
WW advis'd to raife an Army at Land, which, indeedj was 
Heoeflary: But he was, likewile* advis'd to fet ourieveralof 
hu Grcar-Rate Ships. This appear'd in the Papers of Sir 
Robert Lioog's Omce, and may there be leen ilill, if the 
Pfipers afe not icarter'd. A Man cannot tell for what End 
this Advice was givcn^ unlefs to fpend the Kind's Money: 
For the Admiralty of Scotland is not now, and much Idi 
then, was io cani:derable as to require atiy iuch Force againfl 
ic And if the Defign was to hinder their Commerce and 
Succours by Sca> the Charge of one of thofe great Ship, 
mig'ht liave Ejccu divided^ and app^y'd to the letting out nvc 
ot {a left Ships^ each of which was capable of doing as 
much for that Service^ as (uch a great oiie^ and could keep 
QMt at Sea longer. 

Ir is a plain Caie^ unleis the Power of France be lower'd, 
we cannot be lafe; Without Goryundlion with Confederates, 
this cannot be done. The Quemon is then» Whether thi^ 
be a proper Time for the Work. Certainly it is. There "' 
^ready a happy Confederation againft the French, whi 
wc cannot fo well hope to have continued, wicliour our cor 
ing into ic: Much Ids can we hope to rcLover, or rea-uit 
it» if once broken. The very Seafon of the Year favours 
the BufiTiels. It is proper ana lafc to begin with tJie French 
in theStimmer; now they are cngag'd, and nor at leifure: 
Whereas in WinccTj when tlie Arnnes are drawn out of , 
the Field^ lie will be able to apply hlmlelf to us. ^^M 

As 10 the Citizens not advancing IVioticy upon the laq^H 
Credit, we arc informM they were never regularly or cP- 
&£tuallyask'd- My Lord- Mayor, indeed, was fpolcen to, 
and, perhaps, fomeofthc Aldermen; but, ali they, are not 
i/ic Ci:y. He ienf about curioully to fomc of the Citizens^ 
to know if they would lend; of whtcJi they took liitle or

GinKHs generally ask'd chc Ikmc Qpcftioii we do^ Are the 
Aitiances made? And Jaid, if they were made, ihcy would 
lend ^f oney ; bm if not, they faw no Caufc for it 

Philip the Second of Spain made an Obfervation in his 
WUI» cr fbme hi) Memorial, atid *iis ftnce publifh'd in Print, 
WMonfieiir , . , He observes the Vanity of any Prince'* a- 
jpiring to Universal Mtmiirchy : tor that it naturally made the 
reft of the World piotJy his Eacmic?. But Ambition blinds 
Men^ (uti-ers them not to look back on luch EKperietices. 
But, tbi* Obfervation ihcws what is natiinil to do in ikch a 
Cafe. And that the Way to repel and bfeak ilich a DeHgiit 
is by their unlverfal Conicdemtion. Philip the Second was 
moli cajable of making ihig ObfcrvadoR : ^or, id his hatid?, 
pcriih'd The Spaniih Dcfign of the Uni-jcrlal Mon3rchy;and 
that diicfly^ by rcafon of the Conmtiftion of the Knglifh 
and Dutch agaiiift him. In the Proccls of ehi^ Debate^ 
Gcntlcracn did more particularly explain themfelvcs, and 
propound to addrefs their Dehgn to the King, for a L^igue 
OftcuHveand thrfcnfivt with the Dutch, againft ihe French 
P&wer. To which a Jpccious O^e&ion was made; That 
rlw Dutch were already treating with the French, and 'twras 
Kkc they would flip CaUur, mukc a ftparate Pe^:e Jbr them- 
fclvcs^ and leave us cngag'd in a War with France. To 
which was anJwcr'd, That the Dutch were inrcreflcd id 
rcpreffing the Power of France, as well as wcj attd that they 
knew their Imereft. It was realboahle for ihcm co iay, it 
Englandt which is as tiiuch conccm'd in this Danger, wiJJ 
iwt aflift lis, we will make the beft Terms we can for ouT' 
fcivet: There is yet a Seam of Land between the French 
swwl us; we may wade by, or under them, £?c. But if Kng- 
laad wUl join tlie Dutch, rhcy cannot find one Syllable of 
ReaJon to defert d>c Comnion Cawfc. They have obferv'd a 
P/opcnfity in the People of England to help them, but doc 
in the Court of England. If they can find that the Coarc 
docs heartily join, it wUl, above ail things, obiige and con^ 
firm thcra. In }66't when the Dutch were in Peace and 
Plenty, when hlandcrs was a greater Bulwark to them, (or 
the French had not pierc'd fo far into it, and when the Di- 
rection of their Affjirs ■ft-n'; in the hand of John dc Wiit^ 
an Jnvcterare Enemy to the Crown of England; yet then, 
their Imertft did fb fir govern him, and them, as vy enter 

{'nto the Triple 1-ca^e againft the Growtli and Power of 
'ranccj and ktrcp it more HedtaliJy than we. And moft cer- 
tainly^ therefore, tiow they arc exJiauftcd and wcaken'd by 
a War, and ftand in need of our Help, now tht French 
have approach 'd nearer the Brink of their Country, and 
irc incrca^i'd in Kdval Force, to chc linger of tljot Trade 
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»tid Navigation, and now^ their Affair* are chiefiy dsrc 
by a Kinlinani of the Crown of England thcPfince of O- 
rans;e, they catitiot defied or ^arc from a League they tnskt 
wirn us a^dind our common Enemy.* 

It was mov*dT That there might be a League oSbnfirc 
and defenfivFc with Spain and the Dutch, and other coiive- 
nienc Alliances, with the reft of the Confederates. But the 
Particulair concerning Spain was retracted and laid a(Tde, 
by the general Difcourfc of the Members to this purpofc. 
' We do covet an AUiancc with Spain above others, fcr that 
they arc Owners of the Netherlands^ for whofc Prelervation 
we have addrcfi'd. That it is with Spain we have the moft^ 
if not the only profitable Tradc^ and the Spaniards are 
good, gallant and fure Friends; but they are rcmotCj and 
we know not whether there are full Powers here or at 
BnifleJs for this matter; and to wait for that coming frotn 
Madrid, would be CKurch-work; whereas wc need the 
fwificft Exjpedicinn.' 

On the Conclufion of the Debate, which was long, they 
agreed to dr^w «p an AddreS to his Majcflry, to the 
fallowing Effect; * We yonir Majefty's molt loyal and d\i- 
tihil Subjefiis, &c. having taken into oar lerioas Confidera- 
Hon your Majefty's moft gracious Speech, do befeech your 
Majefty to believe it is a great Affliction to us, to find our 
Jelvcs oblig'dj at prcfent, to declare againft llie granting 
your MajeSy the Supply you arc plea^'d to demand ; con- 
ceiving If not agreeable to the Ufage of Parliaments, bo 
grant Supplies for Maintenance of Wars and Alliances, be- 
fcire they are figi%ifj''d in Parliament ; for which V^d.^^^ if 
-we might depart, the Precedent might be of dangerous 
Coniequence in future Times, tho* your Majefty*s Goodnefs 
gives us great Security during your Rei^n, which we be- 
u:ech God long to coniinue. ThuConfiieration prompted us, in 
our Jaft Adtircfs, humbiy to mention to your Majclly our 
Hopes, that before our meeting again, your MajcHy s Ai- 
iiani^s might be lo fix'd, as that you might be grucioufly 
pleis'd to impart them to us in Parliament, that lb our ear- 
ncftDefires of fupplying your Majeftjf might meet with no 
Impediment or <)bftructton; being highly Icnfible of the 
Neccffity of fupporting, as well as mskiiiig the atbrementlon'd 
Alliances, and which w c ftill conceive Jo importasit to the Safety 
of your Majeftyand your Kingdoms, that we cannot omit, 
upon all Occafions, humbly tol>c(eech your Majefty, as we 
do nowj to enter into a League, offenfive and derenftve, with 
the States- General of the United Provinces againft the 
Growth and Power of the French King, and for the Pre- 
fcrvation of the Spanifh Netherlands ; and to make fuch o- 
tbcr Alliances with other fuch of Ch^ Confedcratesj as your

Alajerty fliali think fit and ufeful to that End: In doln^ Aiin&sgJ 
which (that no Time may be ]oflJ we humbty ofcr ro 
your Majefty chdc Kcalons for the eipediting of ir. i. That 
if the enrcring into liich Alliances fliovfd draw on a Wae 
uith tlic Prench Kirii,^, it would b^ lead detrtmcntsi ro your 
Subjects at rhi.? Tim'; of the Year, chey having now fcvvcft 
EffcCti within the Dominion of that King, z. That cho' 
wc have great Reafbii to bdleve the Power of the KrencFi 
King to be dangerous to your Majcfty and youj* Kingdoms^ 
when he fhall be ar more Icilure to raoleft m ; yet we con- 
ceive the many Enemies he has to deal wichkl rit prcfL-nt, 
l^ethet with the Siniatipn of your Myjefty's Kingdoms, the 
Unanimity of the Peo[jIe in the Cauftj the Cai-e your Ma- 
jeiky hath been pleas'd to rake of your oi^linary Guards of the 
Sea, together with the Credit provided by the bte Actysr 
*j additional Excife for thee Tiors^ make the entering into, 
and declaring Alliances verv late, untH we may in a regular 
Way give your Majefty fucn fijrther Supplies, as may enable 
you to luppon your Alliances and defend your Kingdoms. 
5. And bccaufe of tlic great Danger and Charge which muft 
nccedEirily ^11 uj^on your Majefty*s Kingdoms, if, throiigh 
want of that timely Encouragement and AfTiftancc^ whidi 
your joining with the States-General of the United Provinces, 
and other ConfedcrareSj wou'd give them, the ^id States, or 
any other considerable Part of the Confederates, fhoii'd the 
nest Winter, or fooner, make a Peace, or a Truce with the 

French King. Having thus dilchargM our Duty, in 

laying before your Majefty the Danger threatning your Ma- 
jefly and your Kingdoms, and the only Remedies we can 
think of, for the fecuring and quieting the Minds of your 
Mdjcfty's People, wiih fome few ofrholcRealbns which nave 
mov'd us 10 this, and our former Addrefles on thele Subjects ; 
We moll: humbly bcfcech your Majefty, to take the- Matter 
into your feriousConfideration, and to take ^ch Rclolutions, 
as may not leave it in the Power of any neighbouring Prince^' 
to rob your People of that Happlncls which th=y enjoy un- 
der your Majcfty's grauiotas Government; befeeching your 
Majcfty TO reft confident and aiVured, that when your Ma- 
jefty fliall be pleas'd 10 declare liach Alliances in Parlia- 
ment^ we Qiall hold our fflves obligM, not only by our 
Prornifcs and Allurances given, and now with great Uuani- 
fnity reviv'd in a iiiil Hoiife; but by the Z?al and Difires 
of rhoTe whom we reprefent, and by ihc rntcrcft of all oui* 
Safeties^ mort chearfuUy ro give ynur Majefty from time to 
time fuch rpcedy Supplies and AlUftanccs, as mjy fully and 
plcniifatly anlwerthc Occafions, and by God's BlefTrngpre-, 
fcrve your Maierty's Honour and the Sifcty ot the People, 
Tome I- ^ H MI 
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AU which is mod humbly fubmiited to youf Mayfly 'J 
Wirdom.- 

After the reading of this AdtlrtCs in. the Hou(o^ it was 

oblerv'd and objected, * Thar there was but one Rcalbit 
sivcn in it for declining the granting Money, and thut was 
wat it was unpi*ecedentt:ii, about which they were not fit- 
tisfyu* On the oEher fide it was Qid, ' There might be 
other Rcafbns aflign'd againftciving of Money before the 
Alliances, but they rather defired to fpare them ;' only in 
general they faid, * 'Twjs not rejfouablc to gi-aiit Money 
before there w^s a Change (they wou'd not iny of Coun- 
fcllorsj bgt) of CounieU, and a hcartj' undertaking ihcle 
Alliances, wou"d be the bcft Dernonftrarion of that Change: 
For the Iwervlng from this Incereft and Part, was the Step 
by wliich we went awrv, and the returning thereto wou'd 
rcflore tSto our right Place and Way.' 

A Geiitlcman, Tikewife produced and read the King's 
Speech of Feb. 10, 1667 which ihews chc proper Goydc 
and Praftice, that Kings firft communicate their Alliances 
fnadc before they demand Supplies upon the Account ot 
tliem.

Thofc who were againft this Particular^ (or particularly- 
ine) in thcAddrtfi, fpoks to this £tFe<ft. 

This is an Invafion upon his Majcfty's freragacivc of 
malctng Peace, War and Leagues, and ic U the worfe for 
the Dillin<!lion that is ufed» in refpeft of the Dutch and 
the reft, by which you give exprcfs Directions as to the 
Dutchj and referring to his Directions as to the others, if 
looks and gives aa Umbrage, as if what he was to do was 
by our Lea^e, 

The ancient Land-Marks, the Boundaries between King 
and People muft not be rcmov'd: This Power, is one of 
the few Things entirely refcrv'd to the Crown. Parliamenrs 
are fiimmon'd 10 ircai rie j^r^u.'s : But^ ds ^ttihufiam ^ifrn'r h 
unpre::edcnted. 

The Mirn-jees of the Royal Family is fuch j. peculiar 
Thing reterv'd to the King, and rlic Matter of Lady Ara- 
bella is an Itid-Jince. (^ueen Eli.',aV<cth relented it highly 
that the Purliament flinuj..i propound her murryijig ; and fhc 
Jiid, however it was well they did not name the Pcrfon : 
If chey hai r.dm'd tlia Peflun it had been intolerable. 
Now here you n^mc the Peri<>tis, you w«uld hi/e t 
iilly.- 
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If you come fo hr^ you ma^ come to draw aTrcary^ AnaDagCarl^* 
and propofe to rhe King ro Hgn it. By this^ you would pur 1677. 
a great Indecorum on The King; He is now eoncern'd as a 
Mediator aE Nimeguen, and it would be an indecent Tiling 
for him, at ihe fame Ti(nc» to declare hJmJclf a Party, h 
is believed the Houfc of Auftriit (tho" they icnt fiiil Pow- 
ers CO Nimeguen for the Piirpofe) never intended to conclude 
a Fedce, But it was an abfurd Tiling for them to declare 
fo in public: There muft be public Decorum. 

This is the way for the King to have the wotIc Bargain 
with the Confederates ; for they, obfervine how he is impor* 
run'd, and as it were, driven to thefe Alliances, will Slacken 
and leffen tlioft advantageons Offers^ whicbj otherwife, ihcy 
would be furc'd to make. 

And again, and again, they Paid his Majefiy did agree 
with the Houfe in the end^ and they did not doubt but 
he would prosecute ic by the fame means as wa? defircd, 
Uiit ht£ Prerogative Wats not to be encroach'd upon. This 
manner of proceeding would nevei' obtain with the King ^ 
nay ic I.' ould make the Addrefn mifcarty with Kim. 
Ori the other Side, ieveral (poke to thisEffiffc; 

' We ought to confidcr, we arc upon the Qucflion of 3- 
greelng 10 an Addrcfs drawn by our Committeej by an Or- 
der ; it they have not, in matter 3nd manner, correfpondcd 
with our Du"c6tion or Intention, we have cauic to di/agree : 
But here the; Exception taken, and caufe prels'd why wc 
fhould not agree witb thorn, is becaufe they have oblervM 
the very Words and Subftance of our Order> which exaftly 
joins wrrh this Draushr. 

This pala'd on Wednefday, upon a full Debate, in a very 
full Hcfnie, two only conrradifting, and not one (peaking, 
or thinking the King's Prcrogftdvc was touch*d, and there 
fore, it is llrangc it fhould be made (he great Objeitioo 
and Queltion of this Day. 

But the Prcrogaiis^e is not at all intrenched upon: We do 
not pretend to treat, or make Alliances; We only ofier our 
Aditfice about tlictn, and leave it with the King^ He may 
do as he plcafts ; cither make, or not make theni. It is no 
more ihan othet Perlbns may do to the King ; for, doubt- 
lels, the Privy-Council may advifc him in this Particylarj 
and why not his great Council 7 This Rate ofDif.:ourfc 
would make the King's Prerogative confift merely in not 
being advis'd by his Pdrliiracnt, of all People, 

*I>iere ha\fc been manifold Precedents for iuch Ad\fices. 
Leagues have been m^dc by Advice of Parliament, and have 
been rdtitrcd in Parlianjent In Kdw. v f-'t^b 2. jtndefp?- Rufli, Co]l'4t*] 
cialiy in Henry the jch's time, with Sigifinund the Emperor +ai4Si +*• 
asd King of ;he Humans ; and Henry the jch was amag- 
L I X tianimous^ 
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3677- . Parlwrnenc advii'd the King about miking and manasing a 
War. And we may well l*emen^be^ our own advifing the hi'ft 
Dutch War; and making Leagues is Icis than War. 

Bat, if there were no i^rect^ent in this partieuldr Law, it 
would be no Objection ; forManei'of Advii.e is not robecir- 
cumlcrib'd hy Pretredcnt, if there be anew Law thuva Prince 
ihouM join ill a War, together with annthL-r PKnce, wheti 
that Prtnoc was too pocent before; a!id thai wlicn this wa? 
diiccrnM and. a Peace made» yet Saocoiii-s flionld contrmall^ 
go oat of the fifft Prui«je's Domimons to the Sei'/icc of the 
other Prince, and that noiwithlkndiug feveral AddrefiTcs and 
Ad'/ices to the contrary. 

'Tis tnae, as objected, that the Commons hare Jbrneiimes 
declined advifing in this Matter of War, lo pi'OfoVd ro rhem. 
But that fliews no: their want ot Right to meddle thet 
withj but rathes- the contrary. The very tmrh is, it has be 
tlie Dtfire and Endeavour of Kings in al! Ages to cnga 
tlie ParJiamenrs in advifing War, tiff, that fo they miglit be 
obliaM to iupply the King to the urmolt for, and through 
it. But they, out of a prudent caution, have ibmetimef; wav'd 
the irrattcr, left ilicy ilioald etigage farther or deeper tl 
they were aware, or willln;;;. 

Since his Majcfty is rreating as Mediator at Nimignen a< 
bout the general Peace, it is a gfcat Reaion why he ihould 
fpecify the Alliances defiredj as we h:\vc done, that we 
might rnake it known ; we are far from deliring fuch Alli- 
ances as might be made by, and with a general Peace ; but, 
on the contr;iry, coveting fach as might prevent and fecar^ 
us againfi ihar dangerous and formidable Peace. " 

Doubtlefs, the Confederates wii) oticr honourable and w< 
thy Terms; their Neccfiity is too gL-eat 10 boggle or cake 
Advantages: Nor will they think the League ]ds worthy, 
tecaufe we adviie it", but rather value it the mofe^ bccauic 
ic is done unanimoufly by the King, with the Advice and 
Applaule ot his People m Parliameor. 
RHlii* Collcfl. Wc cannot flippofe that our proceeding thus to his Ma- 
3 71, J 71* i77j jefty> will prejudice our AddrcJs, or endanger its Mifcarriage^ 
f7** finte it is for his Majefty's Advantage ; in that It obliges us 

10 fjpply him ro all Degrii^s thro' this Affair: And the more 
particular it is, the more iWW it h for the King's Adviiniage. 
Ftii", if it had been more general, and- the King had there- 
upon made Alliances, whatever they w^re, they might have 
t!iought and laid they were not the Alliances intended ; and 
if Jjiight be us'd as an Excufe or llcufon for the not givbig 
Money Tfi fiipply his Majcftyhcreafrer ; bur this, as it is now, 
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We reflet^ that a grcit deal of cime, and preciom time, Anna 
has been fyeat fiace, and in <nir Addrels on this Subjeit ; 
and finding no cffedual Kruir* cipijdally of our laft Addrcfs, 
VfC have caufc to apprehend \vc sre not clearly undcrftood in 
■what wc mcsnt. Now it is the ordinary way in piirtiiing 
DiicouL'fc in luch cail', and 'ih pi'opcr and natural fttr us 
tofpeakout, mpre cxplititly and particulariyj and rell liis 
Majcfty, that what; wc have meant is a League oftcnfivc and 
defensive : And topcrfcdc usagiinto addreli on, in more ge- 
neral terms, 35 before, is to pcrliiade m Ehat, as we have done 
nothing theft ten Weeks, lb wc Ihall do nothing fUll. 

And fincc his Majefty^ in his late Meflagt^and Ufl Sj'cech, 
h;ii been pk:ired ro demand ^uo^ocol. lor atilwering the 
Purpofc ot oar AddreiTesj and alVures us^ char the Money 
J]iall nor ba employ 'd toother Ufo, than we would iuve it 
cn]|iloy'd ; it is itioft Jcifbnable for us to declare plainly the 
UQ and Purpofe we intend^ thai lb it may be concerted and 
dearly undcrltood on all hands. And, tberefbre it is well 
done, to mention to his Majefty thoIc cxprefs Alliances; wc 
thinking no otJier Alliances worth the mid Sums ; and wc, 
wtthal, promiUng atid undertalting thathis Majefty fliali have 
this and more for thefc Ends. 

Nor have wc any caulc to apprehend, that his Majefty fliaU 
take amifs our adviftirg Leagues in this manner : Wl* have 
prcfented mgrt than one Addrcfi for Alliances a^ainl^ the 
Growth and Power of the Fi-cncli King; and his Majcfly 
hath fcceivedj admitted and anfwercd tJiem, without any 
Exception; and if we may addrefs lor Alliances againd 3 
parriciiJai- Prince or State ; why not for Alliances with a par- 
ticular Prince or State J It cannoi be Icis regular, or pariia- 
menfary than the formei'. 

And moreover, tho* wc know that pun^ftuil Precedents arc 
on our t^dcs, belldcs our Comraiflions by our Writs, to treat 
di^yduh ^^rgmsibfts RtgtJn^ Siatum, i^ Defcnjtmerfi Regni (^ 
Ecckfue y^glldina {Qnurncmib^ \ and bcfidc the King's ge- 
ncrat Jntinwtions in hii printed Speech ; yet, if it be (aid to 
be a decent and proper thing to liave hts ^lajeftys Leave 
3?id Content before we proceed on fuch a matter, in fuch \ 
manner as we now do, we fty that that, in efti:d, is with 
us too: For, consider all our former Addi-efics, and his Ma- 
jcflj's Anfwers and Meflagcs thereupon; and i: will appear 
tliat his Majt-'fty has engag'd and cncourag'd us too upon that 
Sub]c^ ; and tbiit which he cspefts and would havc^ is not 
to limit or chc^k our Advice, but to open and enlarge oue 
Gftts. His Majefty appears content to be thoroughly advifed, 
provided be be propsruonably fiirnifhed and enabled with 
Jiioney ; which we being now ready to do, we clearly and 
cooiiucivcly prcfcnt him our Advice for ihe Application of

jfiiam^Cat.JU if, to prevent thofc Mifhiccs and Diftrufts,w!iicl> his Rf^ji 
1&77* Jays he iixids feme are fb ready to make, as if he had QnU'd 
'us together only to get Money from us, or for oiher Ulcs than 
VfC wnuld huvc it employed. 

And, truly, the advifing thole Alliartccs, tv^gcther with aP. 
■luring his Majelly thereupon !o aJlift and lujjply him pi'c-r 
frntty and pIcFLtifLiIly to pro&cutc the iame, u ouroaly way 
of complying and correfponding with his lali Speech. For, 
thefe Leagues, follow 'd and lupportcd hy tiieTc Supplies, arc 
the only mcatis and methods to put his Majcfty In the bcft 
condition, both to defend his Subiefts^ and njicnd his Ene- 
mies ; and fu there will be no fault in his Majelty, nor us ', 
but his and ouv Security will be futHcienily provided for. 

Bcfidc it will be woric, it will be aTcry bdii thing indeed, 
not to make the Addrefs for thii particular League^ now, 
Jlnce we have relblv'd it already. Our ftitcndon being to 
liave the Dutch, fJc. comforted, encoui-ag'd and alfurM. We 
did order this on Wedneltlay ; and there U public notice 
taken of it abroad and beyond Sea. If, therefbrc, we fhould 
now, upon ■Iblemn Debates, let the ^mc afide, ic would bc- 

fcr a great Doubt, Difcomfort and Dilcouragetnetit to them. 
t is one thing never to have ordered it i anothet to r^traift 
v. 

1 Alio it wa.s laid, that this was neceflary ; but nor all that 
was necefiary. For fuppofe, which wws not credible, that 
France fhould be prevailed with to deliver up all Lorrain, 
Flanders, Aifact'j and other conquer'd Places, are wc lafei 
Ko, he has too many Hand.s,, too much Money ; and this 
Money is in great mesfure (a Million Sterling at leaft) fup- 
fily'd from hctice. We mull deprcf* him by Korce, as far 
as niay be. But farther, we mull have Leagues and Laws 
tnimpoverirti him: We must oEstRov the French 
Trade. This would quiet, and lecurc us; this would 
make our Lands rili: ; and thi^ would ettable us to let the 
Kin^ at ealb. 

Upon the Conclufion, after a long Debate, the Houlc * di- 
vided, whether this Particular of a League offcnfive and de- 
fensive with the Dutch fhould be left out of the Addrcfi, 
and itwascarry'd in the Negative, Yeas 142, Noes 1S2. 

The next day^ May z6. The Houfe had Notice, the King 
would recetve their Addrefs, and levcral Bills being mov'd 
to be read, it was generally agreed to proceed on nothing, 
but the French and Popery. After which, waiting upon his 
Majcfty with their Address He was pleasM to Anfwer, 
that it was long, and of great Imponance, that he would

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coTifideir of ir, and give them an Anfwer, as IboQ as he Abm 15 

Accordingly^ on Monday the iStli, they were fummoncd ^"n/"^^ 
to the Banqueting- Hon fe, where his M^fty was ^leas'd to

Ac tlie Conclufion of this Speech, his Miyefty was pleas'd 
fcriher to declare his Pleafurc to them, That the Houfe 
be Ad)tiurn*d till the i6tli of July nexrt; telling them, he Psilliment 
would give them notice by his Proclamation when he in- joum'd, 
ecndcd 3:ey ihould fit ^ain; which his Majcfty was pLeo^M 
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to add would not bo till the Wititei', imlels tUcre fkcmld: 
liappcn fomc exti-aordinary Oi^cafion of calling them fboner. 

The Members, after this Rebuke, return d rotheHou(c» 
a,s it was laid, greatly appall'd : Where feveral of them of- 
fering modcftly to give vcuc to their prelcnr Thoiights, 
they were cfliumLially prevenrtd by the Speaker; who af- 
fifiTi'd that, after the Ring's Pleafurc w!is lignify'd foi* ati 
Adiouriifncirit, ilierc was qo Libtrry of Speech. Kevcr- 
thd^JS, maayPevfof^s infjlHiig robcticard; He, without any 
Qiieftion pur, of his own Klotionj pronounc'd the Houfs 
adjourn 'd, and haftily quirted the Chair i to ihc 00 finaU 
Aftonillimenc of the Memberi. 

On the 15th Day ot Jdiiuai-y both Hoafes of Patliamenj 
jnec according to Adjoiirnmenr, afrec a Keccls or ftirsr/al 
of a little above Icvcti Months. Bui: before they bcg-an any 
Bufinefs, the King fetit them dils following Meflage : * That 
his Majclty had Matters of very great Importance tO(;om- 
municurc to bo;h Hm;fcs, in order to (he Satis&ciion of 
the late Addrcftes for the Prclervation of Flanders.

Which Addrel?: was the next D.iv drawn up 
itfl'Pi. accordingly, and fen i to the Lords for their Concurrence, 

Thf King but never proceeded farther, For the Kin^ made haftc to 

tome* Eotbe fecure the Mont-y-Bilt, and on the lath of 'March came to

-.^ .-M for Onthimm? of two fortner ^Bs^ fir prpvtnthg af 
'fkfft and l^f^int u^m the Northern Borders of Ert^iiind. Jn the 
Poll-Bill there was one firitt appropriating Claqfc for the 
l^^oney fJj levied, to be apply'di to tip ufe but the intended 
French War; and alfb anorher Claufe proliibiting the Im- 
ilJkortIle»r^ porration of any French Commodidos for three Years. Upoo 
paJFtng tfiefe Bitlsj by the Kind's Oder, the Parliamenf was 
adjourn'd till the nth of April, when bpih Houfes met, and 
adjourn'd to the Monday fo)io,wing. 

Oti the King's particular Appointment, (Mr, Ediiv^rd Sey- 
Tnour die former Speaker beuig illj the Commons chofe s 
new one, Sir Koliert Sawyer, one o{ the King*.* Oauncil ; 
and then adjonrn'd- to Monday the i9th of April, But 
in -d. few ds-ys Sir Robert bawyer cKcus'd his Attendar

The next Dav his Majcfty prorogu'd both Houfes to the 
jjd Inftatit, having firfi an/wei 'd the Addrets ewfrMpre^ fac-

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J to Mr. Ecliard, rho' the Parliament Journals 
tjo iuch mencion) ro this purpoft:, * Thar he was much fiit*-

Od T^urlday t!ie 2jd of M-a,y, after a ftorc Recels or In- 
terval, the Parliament met again ; when his Majefty cKprefi'd 
liimfclf to the following effect fi-om the Tlironc :

* that in purfuit of youf Advice and Relbluiions. E miift fcU 

* you, tmtc a Branch of my Revenues is now expiring^ and 
' another Part of it is cut off by a Cliule in the PoU-BiU ; 

* that I have borrow'd two hundred thoufdud Pounds upon 

* the Excile at your reqUeft i of all which you are ro con- 
' Jider. That I have no Intentions but of Good to you, and 

* my People, nor ever Ihall ; therefore I defu-e you will not 

* drive me into EKtremities, which muft: end ill both for 

* you and me, and (which is worft of all) for .the Natioa. 

* I defirc to prevent all Difbrders and Mifbhicfs that may 

* befdl hy our Difagreement; but in c^ih there do, I leave" 

* it to God Almighty to judge who is the occafion of it. In 

* conclufion, I muft tell you. That I will not, forihe futufc, 

* fufter the old courfe and method of paffing of Laws 

* to be chsng'd, by tacking rojjecher levcral Marrers in one 

* Bill ; but this Bill fliall cercamly be lolt, let the Impor- 

* cauce bt; what it will. The reft I leave to the Lord- 

* Chancellor; 

Accordingly his Lordftiip itvade A long and remarkable 
Speech, of which the moft material Pdrt is as follows: 

* That with rErfjrcnce to the prcfent S:ate of Chriftcodom, 
and a general Pcacc^ the Advances which had been made 
abfoadj tho' baflcncd by Ibmc late Occurrences, were long 
finct mediralcd and prepared m Holland: For when the 
States-Genera! percEiv'd, that tho' they had rtrain*d rhent- 
(elves ro the utmoft, and exctreJed all the Proportions whzchf 
by thcirTrs'aty they were bound to fuinijb, yet th*!- Spani* 
ards fail'd them tti ejery Point, not only in the Subiidic* 
they were oblig'd to pay, but in the very Strength and "^"or- 
ces they ftood engaged to let out ;^ infomuch that all their

offer itfclf; and m tbaC End, the laft Year they folicited his 
Majefty to endca/our a Peace, and they would then have 
taken fiich a Peace as they now feck ; But hisMajcfty thought 
he had done great ScrvJL'c to the Chrirtian Worldt when 
. he had gain'd t*o Points upnn diem ; Firft, to model and 
concert with them theTcrmi and Articles oKa better Peace ; 
and thenj o:i Profpeit of chat Peace, to enter into a League 
orfcnfive and dcfcnfive with his Majefi-y, to obuin that Pejce 
by Force» if it couM not be had otlierwife. Tho* the Dutch 
were ftill inclin'd to accept of P^ace, and were hearkening 
alter the French Propofitions at Nimeguen; yet fuch frere 
his Majefty'd Reiblutions to hold them to their League, and 
fo conllant were all his Rcfiifkls to hearken to fuch a Pcace^ 
that they muft of Neccflity at iaft have been oblig'd to con- 
tinue on the War Ibm*: way or other. But iince it was 
heard abroad, that this League, which wa* the only 1'hing 
by which his MaJcfVy couliT oblige the Stares, had been lu 
ill utidcrftood at home, as to meet with ibnie very unfitting^ 
and very undererving Rcfie6tions; as loon as it had taken 
Air» ana underftood, * That there was a Refolution to give Thii part of 
no Money until Satis faftion was given in Matters of Keli- thcSp^th gavo 
gion, wtiich in all Countrieii are the longcil Debates that ^™/^(?|^''^* 
can be cntcf'd upon, and ac this Time, above all otliers,-^' ^ 
iliould leall have been ftirr'd ; and when at bfl" the King 
had receiv'd an Addrefs, which they took to be of fueE 
Kanire as was never feen or heard of befure iti any State of 
Kingdom of the World, and proceeded fo &r as to evprefs 
his Rclentmenr of it : Then they concluded with themlelvcs. 
That ir was in vain to rciv any longer upon England, for 
England was no longer itfelf: then all Sides begiia to wifJi 
forPeace^ cvtn. Spaioj as well as Holland; and it theCclTa- 
rion, which Ls endeas^our'd to b; made in order to ic, rakes 
^eft, a? in all likelihood it will, wc may conctude, 'I^hac 
the Peace will fbon follow.* 

Aficr rhis hiftorical Account, he proceeded to this Ef- 
fci5t: * What Influence luch a Peace wiil have upon our 
Affairs, iii un^rtain ; onlv wc know we have given nf> fhull 
Provocation to a mighty King, who may be ac Teilure enough 
to refent it when he plcafcs; therefore ir imports us to Iccurc 
ouriclves, by prcferving Peace and Uniry at home: He that 
foments Divifions now, does more Hurt to his Country^ 
than a ibreign Encniy can do, and dilarms it at a Time 
ToM£ f. Nn iivhda 
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AniUf^eCtv.lU vfhiti a)l the Hands and Hearts vrc have are linle enough 

1678. to defend us: No Fears of arbitrary Government canjudi^, 
no Zeal CO Religion can fanftify fuch a Proccedb^i' He 
ihenreminded them of die late Times, * When Religion and 
Liberty were truly loft, by being nfede a handle and pre- 
tence mr Sedition ; when Prelacy was call'd Pope!7, and 
Motiarciiy named Tyrunny, tsV. and can wc noiv endure 
to lee Men break the A&, of Oblivion every day, by it- 
viving the Memory of forgotten Crimes in new Pradhces ? 
It is worth the Confideration , whether we do not bring fome 
kind of Scandal upon the Prowitam Religion, when we 
leenj io fer to dlftruft the Truth and Power of it, thatj after 
fa many Laws paft to guard it, and lb many mifaculous 
Deliverances from the Actcmpcs made againft ir, we fhould 
(fill be afraid of its Continuance 1 Hath not the late A& 
made it abfblurely impoffible for tlie moft conceal'd Papift 
that is, to get into any kind of Employment ? And did ever 
any Law fince the Reformation give us lb great a Security 
as this ? An little reaibti there is to be jealons gf our Li- 
berties and Properties, Can there be a greater Evidence of 
the Modci-ation of a Prince, and his Tendernefi of the Li, 
berry of the Subject, than to fuffer, as he does every day, 
ib much licentious and malicious Talk to paft unpunifli'd? 
Jf there be not a fingle inftance to be found in a whole 
Keien, oFa Man that ha* fufter'd againft Law, and very few 
ot thole that have fufter'd by it, fliall we endure them that 
dare fay in all public Places, That the Nation is enflav'd ! 
Let them rtiew the time, if they can, fluce the World be- 
gan, and this Nation was fi^ft inhabited, wherein thcrt 
were fewer Grievances* or lefs caulc to complain than at 
this prelcnt lime: Nay, let them Ibarch all Ages and Places, 
and tell Ui when and where there was ever found a 
pier People than we are at this day.' 

He proceeded then to the Matter of the Revenue, and 
the lame purpofe with what the King had faid before, with 
Jbmc Enlargement i bur plainly Eo!d them^ ' That the Man- 
ner of their Proceedings wa-s as confide ruble to his Majcfty, 
as the Matter; and that he would not accept a. good Bill, 
how valuable fbevcr, unlefs it came to him in the olJ and 
decern Method of Parliaments : That the late way of tack- 
ing together icveral independent and incoherent Matters in 
one Bill, Jeem'd to alter the whole Frame and ConlHtutiort 
of ParliamentSj and conftqiicntly of the Government itfelf 
It took away the King's negative Voice in effect, and ferc'd 
nim to take all or none, when one pan of the Bill might be 
3& dangerous, as the other was neceflary for the KingrJom t 
It took away the negative Voice of the Houfc of Peers by 
the lame Conlct]ucnce, ar>d difinhcriied the Lords of their 
native Liberty of debating axid wideine wliat is sood ka 



the Kingdom : It look 'd like a kind of dc^mation of the Aiu» 
Govemmentj and Iccm'd to fuppole'ihe King and Lords 
tQ be fb ill affected ro the Public, rhat a good Sill could 
not carry irielf through by thz Sti'cngth of its own Reafba 
and Jiiftice, unlcis help'd forwards by bemg cack'd to an- 
other that will be favour 'd ; it did at lail gire up die grcat- 
cft iharc of the Legiflature to the Commons, and by confc- 
cjucncc the chief Power of judging what Laws arc bed for 
che ICingdom." In fine, he fbew'd that the fame Merhod 
Boight be made ule of by the Lords againil the Commons ; 
ana thus cvctry good Bill wodd be dearly bought at laft, 
and one chief end ot calling Parliaments, the making of 
good Laws, be wholly Fmftrated and difappointedj by de- 
parting from chat Method which the Wifclom of our An- 
ceftors purpofely prefcrib'd to prevent and exclude iTich In- 
conver>iencics. Thclc Intiovations the King rcfblvM ro a- 
botifhj and had commanded him to fay to them, Scats Juptr 
lltti anti^uaf.' Then he J^id, * W this Sclfion do not repair 
the ftlistortunes, and amend the Faults of the laft, it witl 
look like a Fatality upn the Nation. He whole Houfe is 
dcftroy'd by Kire» would find but little comfort in iaying, 
The nrc did not begin by his means ; but it will be a mat- 
ter of perpetual Angutfli aad Vcxadon to remrmber. That 
ir was m his power to have extinginfli'd it. Let the World 
now ice, that your Zeal to preierve the Government is the 
iame as when you were ready to die for its Refloration ; and 
know, 'tis an A6t as met'itofious, and of as great Duty and 
Li^'alty, to ftand between the King and thoIeLibellerSj who 
would create a Miliinderftanding between him and his Par- 
liament, as 'tis to fight for him in a Day of Baitci. Era- 
bellllh the Hiftory of this Parliament, by fliewing us the 
hcaline Virtue of this Seifion : So (hall youf Service be ac- 
ceptable to the King, who ne\^er forgets any thing but In- 
juries: So ftall you recommend yourSlvcs to Pofterity, by

The fame Uncertaimies of Coun^ 
cil^ and Events abroad continued for the niol^ parr of 
Summer; on^ while the Parties, cxhauRcd by the War, 
ieemcd robe willing to accept any Peace their Enemies 
would ^ive; and there wanted not thole amonfl them, who 
made ulc of the Impatience of ihdr People to neccHitata 
them to it. Another whiie^ the Performance of the Conditi- 
ons oftered became (o doLibrfoi, and was at laft explained in

And in order m thii, care mull 
be rakcn fo to ftrcn^lien ourfelves boch ac home and abroad, 
that ihey who ft;c u.s in a firm and wcU-fertlcd Eftate, may 
havrc no hopes ro furprizCf nor any temptaticai ro noake 
any attempt upon us. And herein it wUl be necclliry to 
late notice of wliat his Majcfty hath recommended to you, 
and to weigh veiy well the Importance of reducing the Se^ 
and Land i^'orcei, and tlie Confequcnccs wiiich mjy attend 
foch 3 Reducement : For this be afTured, tliat nothing in 
the *orld would more gratify Our Enemies, than to ftrc ui 
afraid of maintaining ourlelvei in a pollure of de^ncei^ 
vhidv ]£ the only poRure they are afraid to dnd us in. And 
that the Fears of Popery may not too much difquict you, be 
pteafed 10 coniider that you nave one Security more, Ance 
that v/hicl) wsj always the Intereft of his Ma^efly's Honour 
^id ConfciencCi is now become the Intereft of hts Perfon 
too, to prorcir the Proteftanc Religion, and to prevent the 
fwarming of ieminarv Prictts, tor hia Majefty hath told 
you, That lie bath lately received Information of Defign* 
a^ainU Iti^. own Life by the Jcfuits, And iho' he doth in no 
tort prejudge the Pcribns accutcd, yet the ftrict Enquiry inta 
lhi& matter huth been a means to difcover fo many other 
unwarranrable Practices of theirs, that his Majefty hath rea- 
lon to lujk to rhcm. Nor are thcfc Men the only Fa^rs 
^r Rome ; but there arc found amongli the Laity alfo, ibmc 
ttlio have made tht;m(elves Agitators to promote the Intercft 
of a foreit;n Religion, who meddle with Matters nf State and 
Parliament^ [meanitigC<//fmrf7;] and carry on their pernicious 
Defigns by a mofl: dangerous Correipondcnce with foreign 
Kations.

My Lord^ and Gcndetnert, 
You now find the King involved in Difficulties as great, 
and, without your AfliftancCi as infuperablej as ever any Go- 
vernment did labour under; and yet his Majefty doth not 
think that there need many Words to befpeak your Zeal and 
Induffry in his Service: For ibe thing.* themlclves ntiw 
ipcak, and fpeak aloud. 

The public and private Intcrell do both perfuadc the 
fame things, and are, and ought to be, mighty in Ferfua^ 
fioti. If ttic Honour and Safety^ of yourCountry, and, which 
ia next to that, the Concerns of your own Families and Po- 
ttcritics, cannot awaken your utmo(( care to prelerve that 
Government which only can fupport you and yours, aU o- 
ther Dilcourfcs witl be ro no purpole. There can be no 
Difficulties at all to them who take delight in lerving of 
the King and their Country, and love the occaflons of rticw- 
ing it. Such as arc here 1 But though the King hsth had 
for many Years a large and full Experience of your Duty, 
jfct there never was a time Hke this to try your Aftei^tons. 
There is lb (Irange a Concurrence of ill Accidents at this 
time, that 'tis not to be wondered at, if Ibmc very honclt 
and good Men begin to have troubled and thou^htfiii Hearts. 
Yet that which 'u inhnitely to be lamented, is, that mali- 
cious Men too begin to work upon this occalion, and arc 
in iko finall hopes to raifc a Storm that nothing {UaU be able 
to allay. If you can refcue the King's Affairs from fuch 4 
Tempeft as this ; if you can w&cher this Srorm, and tftrer the 
VdTcd into the Harbour i if you can hnd away to quiet the Ap.

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LSiwtfiCir.n. pfehenfions of chofc who mean well, without being carried 
bjt, away by the PafiEions of others who mean ilJ j if you can 

prevent the Dcljgns of thofc without dooi'S, who ftudy no- 
thing elfe but how to diftra^ your Councils, and to cnftorb 
all youF Proceedings; then you will furc pc^rlbrmcd as great 
and as feafonable a piece ot Service to the K-in^, as ever 
yet he ftood in need oC And when the World ikall fee, 
that nothing hath betn able to dilappoint the King of the 
AffiJiaiicc he had realbn to iwpe from this SdTion ; but that 
there is % right Undtdl^ndirig between the Kllng and his 
Parli;iment» and tl^at again ftrengthcotd and encrealed by 
the Kvidences of your Duty and Affe^hon, and ralied abow; 
all poflibUity of being incerru^ted ; then jKaU the King . 
he pofleffcd c»f chat true Glory, whit:]i others vaiiily puffiw, 
the Qlory of rfligiiiiig tn the Htfurts of his Pex^lc. Then 
fh;iU tiic People he poLldfed of ks much Felicity a^ thi^ 
World is capable of: And you fhall have the perpetual 
Honour and Satistiidiion of having been the mcitns to pro- 
cure (b much jblid and lajling tjood to your Counirj% 45 
the ElhbliJhment of the Peace and Tranquiliiy of this King- 
dom, and conlequenrfy of all his Ma]el>y';s Dommions.

the Interval^ pafs'd the Bill to dilable Papifts from fitting in 
either Houle of Parliament. 

The likcwife appointed a Committee to examine Mr. Cotc- 
inan in Newgate^ of which Mr. Sachevercl was Chairman; 
who reported on the ayth, that the Prifbner Coleman, dc- 
ny'd Any Defign againft cither the King's Life or Auth«> 
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evet knew or heard of any Commi^ons to Ajim jo&r.fi, 
an Army, That he IJkewife deny*d, that he ever de^ 1678. 
iign'd or cndeavour'd to chaiiec cht; cftublilh'd Itdjgion, 
Ot introduce Popery ; but confdlTcSj he did atctmpt fo get 
ihis Parliament dillolv'd, in order to procure Libecry of 
Conftience, which he diought chey would never grant. In 
order to which, he Ibtlicited 500,000/. from France j add- 
ingi that there were not ihrccMen ia England acquaitired 
With his Dcfigns, or Corrcipondcncci of which the Duke of 
York was one, who, he believes, communicated them to 
liOrd Arundel of Wardour. 

That he hrther confcfs'dj that his firJl: Gorrelpondcnte in 
France, was by certain Letters he had addrels'd to * Sir 
William Throckmorton; by which means he commenc*d 
a fecoQd Vfich || La Ferrier, on whole Deadly he (cut three 
or four letters to La Challc. That he had alfb confefs'd 
a Correfpondence wirh the Pope's Nuncio at Bruflcls, whicfi 
was occafion'd by a Fropofal from the Pope, to furnifh the 
King with a great Sum of Money, provided the Catholics 
h«re might receive proportionable Favour. 

That upon this^ he was difpatchM by the Duke of York 
to Bniflels to the laid Nuncio, for a farther EsrptinatioQ 
©f that Fropofal: Who then difown*d that he had any Au- 
thority from the Court of Rome to make it; bur that he 
had made it as a private Man 1 Oftcring however, his Ser- 
vices at hii Return to bring it about: mat notwithftandingj 
he had nor corrcfpondcd with him for three or four Years, 

That the Cypher, with ilic Provincial's Mark, was that 
ufed between nim and 4: Father St. Germain ; that he nfed no 
Cypher to the Provincial: Thiiu he uled another Cypher to 
f Houvigny's Secretary, but not in public Concerns, 

And being then ask'd, whether he knew of any other Sum 
proposed or treated on^ he unfwer'd : That he believed there 
was, to keep the King from joining the Confederates, but

The 9th, Mr. Secretary Coventry inform'd the Houfe, 
That his Majefly had been made acquainted riiat there is an 
Addreis depending before the Houfe of Lords to be orelear- 
ed to his Majefty, for the Priming of Mr Coleman's Letters. 
That fhefe Letters have not as yet been read in the Houle 
of Lords, and that it was his Majefty's Pleafure ("if this Houfe 
has done with the Letters) that the fame Ihould be return*d, 
to the end they maybe communicated to the Lords, With 
which the Houfe having comply'd, his Maic{ty arder'd their 
Attendance in the Houfe of Peers i where he cxprefs'd 
himfclf as follows :

' you (afe in die Reign of my SucceHbr, (fo they tend not 

* to impeach the Right of Succeffion, nor the Dcfccnt of

* my Powcri nor the jull Rights of any Protetor Succcflbr,)

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* itall tiiid fifora rae a ready Concurrence. Aud I dcfire 
' you withiil, w> think of ^ome mnrc tfedtaal Means for the

* Councils as &ft as yoa caa, riia: the World may fee our 

* Unanimity; and rhar I may have an Opportunity of flicff* 

* iflg you how ready I am to do any thing, that may give 
*■ Comfort and Satisfadtion to fuch dutilu! and loyal Subjetls.* 

In, the Afternoon, the Houie of Commons went to the 
Banqucuiig-Hoiife at Whitehall, and, by thtiir Speaker, re- 
turned his Majcfty their humble and hearty Thanks, for hia 
mod gracious Speech this Day made to both Houles of Par- 
liament. To which his Rlajefty was pleafed to give this 
Anfwer : 

* Gentlemen, It fhall always be my (hidy to prelerv^e tlie 

* Frotcrtant Religion, and to advance andfupporc the In* 

* rereft of my People.' 

The fame Day Mr. Secretary Williamlbn acqviainted f)ie 
Houfe, Tliat his Majefty had comply 'd. widi their Requ^-ft 
for a particular Prayer for ihc Cittes of London and VVcft-^ 
mmfter, relating to the Plot. 

The loth, being Sunday, The Houte Reiblv'd, that ano- 
ther Addrefs be preienced to his Majdty» relating to die 
Jaid Prayer, there being no mention made in ir, of the Pa- 
pifis who are the Contrivers of this damnable and heUiHi 
Plot, and humbly to dcfire his Majefty to give efiei^ual 
Orders that hisCnmmons be obey'd." 

The iithj A Complaint having been made the gth be- 
fore, Thar the Commillions for taking the Oaths of AUc- 
giancc and Supremacy arc not ilTued forth, purfiiant, ro his 
Majcdy's Proclamation: And a Committee having been ap- 
pointed to draw up Realons to be oifer'd at a Conference 
with the Lords thereon, Mr. Powlc dcUver'd in the Report 
of the iaid Committee, as follows.

A Conftii-cnce being Hicn demanded by ihe Commons, and His Report of 
granted by the Lord.^ Mr Powle, at ks Return deliver'd aOonfcrcnce 
tht Subftiince of it in the following Words : ihwl 

We have attended the Lords ar the Conterencf , wliich 
was ma^ajM by the Lord-Chanceilop, He deliver'd all 
by word ot Month, without the help of" any Paper; and 
tlicrcfore I muil cra/c pardon, if what I report be nor CX"- 
aclly according to his Words, tho* 1 hope 1 fliall not omit 
any material SfTige. 

He bj^;iii wirli rciline; us that th:: Lords were very well 
-plealcd witii tbt! Rcpreft;ntacicn made to tbcm by the Coni- 
inons, about the Nenile^t in iflbing out th-j Qimmifiions tnr 
(rfkinj; [lie (Jath? ui Allegiance and Supremacy. That ic 
was a Zeal well -becoming rht* Honle of Gimmons, not to 
ililfer it to be defeated by any Pcrlan whacc'/er 

Thai tlitrc was no rime yet loft in this Bufineli ; for, had 
the Commii^ons been Ital'df, it would ha/c b^en bard En 
find out th:: P^rfons ro whom the Oatiis were to bcr applied j 
and thar tlr: Conftjible? were ftill employ'dabout ij^t Work, 
*nd had nor yet made their Rcmrns. 

TiiJt, neverthelef^, c!ie Lords tliought it not enough to 
rtieiv the Commons th^t tlictc w3-s no Negligence ; trnr, 
thar, on the L^onri'ary, all Diligence had be.-o uf^d in the 
expe'itring ihcle Commillions: And that, thereforL-, their 
Lordihipv h-'d commanded him to ac^iiaitic us with the 
whole Progrcfs of tiiofe Cnmmitlisns. 

That :e was true the (!ommifnons h-.td been dnwn and 
pertl,*.'d by the Atloi-ney-Gcnei-al, and brought to the Seals 
and nor lealed, as the Clerk of the Crown had informed us; 
but that it wm great pity that the Clerk of the Crown was 
not then in Court, that he might have aaiuainted us with the 
whole truth of what pafs'd at that time, as well as with thar 
pare of the irudi h- hud acquaint-d us wirbal 

That it h^d been debated in the Houfe of Peers the day 
before, v/hgt Regulations and Limits f^iould be inserted in. 
the CoramilTions ; (i\i- that their Lordships conceiv'd itjiard, 
that Perlons agcd^ infirm, and rot able lo go out of town 
with lafcry of their Lives, fhoiild not he excepted from 
fafcing the Oath^; and this they thought was a Ss/frity be- 
yo^td the Intention of the Cummona 
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'AnnsioCar.ll. T'Ueif Lor<lfhips likewifc obfer/d, that tlierc was 

■^7S- dcntiai Power rctci'v'd in fiK Privy Connfellors, whej^of the 
Lord-Chancel Id 1% Loi-d TrealUrer or Principil Scci'eKiy of 
State rf> be one, co graut Licences. And rhey tlinuj^Hr it 
realbnable, that the Per (ons fb liccns*d fhould be excepted; 
elle, the Hardflitp would be greater on thofc that ftaid thaii 
thole that went. 

Their Lordfliips likewifc thought that the Peel's of 
Re^iljii, who arc excepted by Law from taking the Oatlw 
Supvemacy, were fit [o be excepted out nf this CommiHion : 
As allb| that foreign Merchants and Aliens, being no Sub- 
jcfts, were not witnin the Law, and could not be thonsht 
dangerous; becaufc die)' were fuch as did frequent the Ex- 
change, atid of whom my Lord-Mayor might hare an ac- 
count, and deliver a Lift of them to the Council -Tab J c. 

That the Lords thought it fit that thefc Exceptions flionld 
be inferred into the faicf Comraillions, that the JuHices of the 
Peace might fee whom not to trouble ; and tliercnpon tlieic 
Lordfliips gave him directions to make fnch Exceptions ; 
that the Attorney-Genei-al, fitting in Court when the Com- 
milfions were braugbt the next day to be fual'd, advis'd the 
Officer wlio hud ilie Seal to hold his hand *. Whereupon 
the Officer flcppiug ro liim, askcti him, what he fliould do ? 
And he told hini they muft be alter'd. 

That this Morning he had acquainted the Lords what 
juft caulcs he had to complain of the great Difiiculty that 
lay upori him, either by not obeying their Lordfliipis, or 
diibbeying the whole Kingdom. 

That he had brought Before them Commiflions for fix 
Counties, which comprehended all within ten Miles oF Lon- 
don, to which the Proclamation did extend : And lie pro- 
duc'd before them two Forms a\ Conimi(lions» one a geaerfil 
Form cxrending to ali, the other a particular Form with all 
the afbrcfaid Exceptions; defiring their Relblutiorts in which 
of the faid Forms their Lordfliips would have the laid Com- 
miflions palVcd, 

That the Lords, tho' ihty thought the Exceptions moft 
reafonablc, yet their Lordfliips copfider*d that hccaufe thofe 
Commiflioiis liad ifllted upon an Addrcfs of botli Houfes, 
and that, thetcforc, to nuke Exphnations by themfelves» 
which had nor been communicjtcd to the Commons, might 
not agree with the good Corrcfpondcnce which their Lord- 
fliips fhould always endeavour to maintain between both 
Houfej?; their Lordfliips gave him Ditcdtions to pals the 
Commiiiiofis in the general Form, lee the Hardfliip light 
where it would, and cave him leave to withdraw prclemly 
to jeal the Cammiflions ; which accordingly were all 
fMlcd.

if rhey favoured Papifts, and Jhen to aHalEnate them for be- 
ing too iealous Prorefbnts. And thus, by all the Ways and 
Nleans which our Law calls Trcalun, and their Divinity calli 
Merit and Martyrdom^ they arc trying to fctup the Domi- 
nion and the Supremacy of the Pope» as if the Dignity of

^ The Enquiry into this Confpiracy hath been dolcly piti*- 
fued, and the Loi'ds of the Council have been careful to 
profecuie the DIfcovcfy, ct^r fince the rifingof the Lift Par- 
liament, and the King dotli now recommend it to yon to 
perfcft. More Evidence hath been already found out, and 
more Malefactors difcoTcrcdf foine in hold, lome fied; the 
Jultii:es of riife Peace have been quickened in the Ejtecuiion 
of thL'ir Duty^ the Negligent have been teptovcd and pw- 
tiifhcd, the Diligent eiKouragerf, and afltfted, in doubtful 
Cafes by the Judges ; aftive and fairlifiil McfTengcrs have 
been ient into all the Corneis of the Kingdom, v^U^t^ there 
was any hopes of Service to be done j the very Ptiibn'; have 
been learched, to foe whether any had fled tHitlier to hide 
ihemlclves there, and, under pretence of Debt> to efcape the 
Puriuit; and if any have defircd Icivc to go beyond Sea, 
they have firft given Seciiriiy not to go to Rome, nor ftnd 
their Children to any foreign Seminaries ; and then they have 
been obliged to give In a Lift of all their menial Servants, 
and rhofc Servants too have been e^famincd upon Oath : And 
Order is given that ihey be again cjramin&i at the Ports, and 
make Onh they are the fime Perlbns who were examined 
above t So that all poGSble Care harh been taken that no 
Malefactors might efcape U5 in difguile. And tho' the 
Prieilithemlelvcs do not keep the Confeffions of chcir Proft- 
lytes HTOre fecrct than thefe keep the Injunctions of their 
Pricfts, yet enough hath appeared 10 bring \bm^ capital Of- 
fenders to public JufticCv and to convict ih?m of the 
Crime: fqmc of the Traitors hive been ejcecuted; Icveral 
Priefts have been arreftcd and imprifoned; all arc hidbg 
themfelves, and lurking in iccret Comers, like rhe Sons or 
I3arkne(s The Murderers of Sir Edmund-bury Godfrey 
have been condemned and luffcrM Deaih : Some Papifts have 
bjnifhed themfelves out of the Kingdom, others are impri* 
ibnad for not taking the Oaths : All arc prolccutcd towards 
Conviftion] and the very Shame and Keproiich, M^hich at- 
reads fiich abominable Practice;;, harh covered h msny Fa- 
ces with new and ftrangc ConFufions^ that it luth proved a 
powerHjl Argument fbr their Con vertions ; Nor h it to be 
lv'ond::r'd at, that they could no longer bclicvL* all that to be 
Gofpel which their Pritftr; taught them, when they Gw the 
Way and Means of introducing it was ftj ftr from being 
evaneclical. fn a word, Co univcrlal Is that Dcfpaiirj ' 
which the papifts arc now reduced, that they have no 
Hnpe left but this, that wtmay chance to over-do our own 
lincis , and by bdng too tar lrL^^!pol•ccd wi.b the Kears of

fbber and laiVing Proviiions ^igaiuit it. And 'tis not to be 
doabec:d but that it would innniwly gratify the Papifts in the 
Kcvenge they ^vifli, for this Difiuvery, if they could fee ui 
diftrattited witli Jealotifics incurable, and dlftnifting the Go- 
verament to fuch a Degree, as fliould wcaketi all that Reve- 
rence by which it ftands: For then chc Plot would not be 
altogether without KfRict; but thole whom they could not 
deftroy by their GKifpiracy* they fhould have the SatisJ^it'i- 
on to fee ruining themfeUes afrcr the Difcovery : So that, 
tho' wc had elcaped tliat Deiblation which they intended to 
have brought upon us, nothing could lave us from chat De- 
flruition which wc (hall bring upon ourfelves. But their 
Expeiftation^i of thisai'e as vain, as their other Defigns were 
wicked : For his Majefty hath already begun to let them iee 
Vfith what Severity he litends to proceed a^ainft them. He 
hath parted a Law to difable all the Nobility and Gentjy of 
that Fa^ftion ever to fit in Parliament ; and not content with 
. that, he did orfcr to the laft Parliament, and do^s again re- 
new the lame Offer to this Parliament, to pafs any ferther 
Lawsaguinft Popery which fhall be defircd: So as the fame 
extend not to the Diminution of fiis own Prerogative, nor al- 
ter the Dcfccnt of the Crown in the right Line^ nor defeat 
the SuccclTioti. He hath refuted the Petition of the LoTds, 
who, during the Interval of Parliament, dclTrcd to be brought: 
to their Trial ; and, after fo lotig an Imprilbnmcni, might 
rcafbtiably enough have expected it. But his Majefty thought 
it fitter to referve them to a more public and cpnipicuous 
Trial in Parliament: Foi' which Cuufc their Trial ought 
now to be haftned; for it is high time there Diould be Ibme 
Period put to the Impriloument of the Lord.s*

you this Morrutig, lurpaifcs all the rel>j and is fufficicnt of 
itfelf aionc to diichargc all thole Fears of Popi(h Jnfluence<r,

und a moll entire Submillion and Obedience This Se[>ai-a- 
tion v-'As attended with a more than ordinary Sorrow, on both 
iTdei- fiUE he, that, fin- your Sakti, could part with ilich 3l 
Brother, atid Ijch a Friend, you may be fure, hath now no 
Favourite but his People, ^ince therefore his iMajefty hath 
fticwn io much Readiness to concur withj and in a manrverto 
prevent the D^fires ofhit Parliament, it h a mifcrableRcliige 
uur Enetnit'it niuii trull w, when thvyho^^e toIJeuiirZi^alo j^run

i^j^-^. py Oocafioa of making our own Oounibls abortive. Not only 
the Care of the State^ bur the Care we ought ro have ot'ihe 
Church too, will preft-rve us fj-om Errors of rhis kind: For 
as there neither is, nor hath been tbefe fifteen hundl^cd 
YcaH, a purtr Chupch ihan ouis; Jo ir is for rhe fake of 
this Church alone, that the State harli been fo much diffurbod. 
It is her Truth and Peace, her Decency and Order^ whicti 
they kbour to undermine, and purlue with fb rHllefs a Ma- 
lice: And fince they do fo^ it ml) be neceflary for 05 to di^ 
ftingnifh between Popifli an4 other Recufants, between ibcm 
that wonid deftroy liic whole Flock, aad chem that onlj 
wander from it. And among the many ^ood JL-aws you ihaU 
think fit to provide, it may not be amiJs to think of fbnifi 
better RenKdy for regulating the Prcls, from whence there 
daily rttal forth Poptm Catcchifms, Pfglcers, and Books of 
Cona'Dverly : And it msy be another epod Fiaiii of (uch 
Law^ to hinder (chifimtical and feditious Libels too ; for cer- 
tainly it wei'e much better for us to make luch Laws ^ -Hrill 
prevent OtFenccs, rather than fueh as ferve only to pimiilt 
the (>ffi;nders.* Thrnj infilling upon the ReaJonablenefi 
of a Supply, from the DaTigers abroad, and the Ncceffiridi 
a't home, he proceeded thus : 

* My Lords and Genikmen, TTicre are many Things to 
do, and fo little Time to do them in, that there ought not 
to be one Minute loft. The Seaiim of the Year is not yet (b 
far advanced, as to make it too iatc to let out a Fleet this 
Summer; for moft of the Prcparaiitms arc ready, if we go 
about it with that Diligence which is requifitc, And there- 
fore it doth infinitely import us all to husband Time. The 
beft Way of doine this will be, to avoid all long and tedtouj 
Confuttattons, which fometimcs do as much harm as ill Re- 
Iblutions : Andj above all, to take heed to avoid fuch Que^ 
fHons and Debates as tend to rat(e Heat, or may create any 
kindofDifturbance. Nor doth any thing in the World Vo 
much contribute ro Diipatch as quiet and orderly Proceed- 
ings : For they who are in haile, and artcmpt to do all their 
Bufinefs at once, raoft commonly hinder themlclves from 
bringing any thing to Pcrieftloa Vou have now an Oppor- 
tunity of doing gr»t Things for the King andl Kingdom ; 
and it delervcs your utmoft Care to make aright Ufc of 
it: For it is not in the power of a Parliament to recover a 
loft Opportunity, or to redorc themfclves acain to the fjmc 
Circumfiances, or riie lame Condition, which they once had 
a Power to have improved. Would you iecure Religioo 
Kt hfjmc, and ftrengthen it abioad, by onitinc the Inicrell 
of ali the Protejfl^Tits in Europe ? This is ihel ime. Would 
fQU let tbc Chriftian World ice the King in a C^ondition able

U\m ? J'dis is the Time. Would you cxtinguilTi a\] your 
Fe^r.i H'ii"t JtralQufics? Would ynu lay afidc ^ll private Ani- 
mofitics^ and give them up ro the Qiiiec and Repofe of the 
Public? This is the Tirnc, Would you lay the Foutida- 
tioti of a lalliiig Peace, and (etiui'c the Church and Srare a- 
gHirift all the tutupc Machinationji of our Enemies 1 This.

• My Lords and Gemlemen, The prcfent Face of 
Thingj!, and th; Stare whei-ein we now arc^ is fo well 
known and undcrRood abroad, that the wltDJe World is in 
great Expectations of tliofe Refbbrions which fhall be taken 
here: The Refulrs of this Council feem to be decisive of 
the Fate of rhele Kingdoms for many Age% and are like to 
determint: usnther toHappinelsor Islilci-yof a vciy longDu, 
iratioa. Weufe to lky» and Iliy rrulv, That the Kmj^, whai 
^ced in ParlijmencT is fhcn in tlie fiilnds of hif Majcfly 
and Powcr^ and Hiines fnrtli with the brightcftLutlpe, Let 
no Exhalation from bcncatti darken or oblcureit! Foreign 
Nations fay, and tay iruly, thjt a King of Englund, in con- 
junction with his P.ii]iamenr, is as great and drcadfijl a 
pj-incc as any in Emxjpc : Shew them ihc Sight they arc 
a^-aid of! And fincc they have laid it down for a Maxim in 
theiif Politics, That Englatid can never be dcf^royed but by 
itfclf ; and that it is in vain to make anv Arrempts upon rlns 
Nation, until they be in Ibme great Dilbrder and Contuii- 
oaamoii^ themfeivas; make the AmbicLous defpair betimes, 
and erbblifh lb perfei^^ an Intelligence between alJ the .

Thi* being 
the true Scaie of the Cafe, we do in all Humility lay ic bc- 
f»)fc your Majcftv's View; hoping thai your Majefly, i»p- 
oft due Confideration of former Precedents, will reft fatished 
with our Proceedings, and will not think Et to deprive us of 
fb.ncceflary a Member, by eraployi':>g fiim in any oiher Ser- 
vice; but to give u.< fuch a gracious Aniwer, hs your Maje- 
ily» and your H oval PredcctlTor.? h.we aJways dme hereto- 
fore upon the like Occaftons ; thar ft) we may, lifithoui more 
lofs of Time, proceed tu the Dilpaich of tliolL- imiiortatu 
Affiirs, for which w^ were calkd hither: \\'licrein we 
doubt not but we fliidl fb bchayc ourlelvc*, as to gi-'e im 
aniple Tcftimony to the whole World, uf our Duty and 
Affc^on TO yoiii' Majefty'i Service, and of our Cmx of :hc

' Geariernen, 
* All this is but lo(s of rime j and therefore I dcfirc 
' to go back J^ain, and do as I Ijavc directed you.' 
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This giving no fatisfaction to the Houfe,, the next day, 
March 11th, the Commons, after a warm Debate, drew u^ 
the following Addrefs : 

Moft gracious Sovereifjo, 

' Whereas by the gracious Anfwer yout Majefty was 
pleafed to give to our firft Meflage in Council, whereby 
your Majcfry was plcafed to declare a Rcfolution, not to m- 
tringe our juft Rights and Privileges, wc, your Majcfiy'5 
moft dutifiU and loyial Commons, were encouraged to make 
an huinble Reprefbuationto your Majcfty upon tlic Choke of 
our iSpcalccr, which on Tuefaay lall was prefcrted by (bme 
of our Members: We do, with grciit trouble and infinite 
lorroiv, find by ihe Report niade to us by thofe Members, 
at their Return, that your Majefty was pleafcd to give us an 
immediate Anl'wer torhefame, without taking any farrhcr 
confideration ; whtch» wc ire pevluaded, if your Majeify 
had donej what we then offered ro your Majcfty would Kf 
iar have prevailed upon your myal Judgment, as to have 

S'ven your Majefty iLitisfciction in tiie Reaibnabloncfi of our 
efire ; and preierved us in your Majcfty's favourable Opi- 
nion of our Proceedings, And fince we do humbly con- 
ceive, iliat the Occafton of this Queftion bath arifen from 
your Majdty's not being truly tnfnrmed of the State of the 
Cafe ; we humbly befcech your Majefty, to ^pke the laid 
RepreJentacion into your farther conli deration ^ and give lis 
Jijch a gracious Anlwer, thatwc maybe put in a capacity 
to mantfeft nur Rcadinels, to enter into thole ConJul tat ions, 
which necefl^iriJy tend to the Prelervarlon and Welfare of 
your Majcfty and your Kingdoms.* 

Upon reading this Addrefs to the King, he immediately 
gave this quick and Iharp Return ; * Gentlemen, J will lend 
"■ you an Anlwcr tomorrow.' Accordingly, as he had often 
done before u|ion great Diflicukk-s, he relijlvcd m put an 
end to the Dilputc; and on the nexc Momingj being Thurf- 
day the i;lh of March, he came to the Houlc of Peeri,and 
Jcniing for the Commons, he immediately prorogued the 
ParJiiimentrill the Samrrlay folloviing, after thi: Commons 
had lit without a Speaker but fix Days. And thus the 
King found a way to ^ain his Point, but wltli very little ad- 
vanta;j;e to his own Bulincfs and Affairs. 

On [he appointed Day, March ijtb, hisMajefty^me 
ro the Ho-jfe of PL-era in his Royal Robes, and tin: Hnufe 
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of Corflmons attetidinf^, his Majcfty was; plcafed to put both An^ojiCir^ 

Hotilcs in mind of wliat he faid to thciTij ar ilicr Opening ' 678-9- 

of rhc Pdrliament : And then tlie Lord Cliancetlor, 0/ the 

King*y Command, diretTicd the Comraom 10 rcnini to their 

Houle, and ro pro:'ecd ro the Gl^oicc of a Speaker. And, 

being remrnedj the Lord Rtifli:! pvic the HoiiJe in mind of 

the iCing's Commands, and immediately recommended 

Williami Grcffoiy Seijciim ac Lawf, as a Perfon for his great 

Xjcarning; and Integrity, fie for the Employment. And 

Mr. Sei'jcdnt Gregorys being unantmoully called upon to the. Serjeant Gre- 

Chair, he in a fhorr Speech modcftly esculcd himlclf, andde- g")' cHofdii 

fired of the Ho-jfe, that anothsi* might be nominared ; but no Speaker. 

Excule bcin^ admictedj he was form^ly condudied to the 

Chair, by his two intlrnate Friends, the Lord RuJIel and 

the Lord Caveiidifh, and there confirmed ia the Place. 

On rlie Mortdviy tallowinffj he was prdented by the Com- 
mons to the K_itij^, in the Houfe of Lords, who without he- 
sitation approved of ihc CiioLce. 

The Houfe of Commons appeared relblved, to pupfae the 
latter Mc-iftu'cs taken in the former Parliament, and there- 
fore on Wcdncldny the ipth of March, They rclbl/ed, 
* That a Committee be appointed to iiifpc^ the Journals of 
the laft Seflion of the lafi Pii-liamenr, and to prcparc and 
, dvAW up a State of the Matters theri depsoding, and undc- 
lefmincd, and the Pro^rels that was made therein/ 

And an the next d^y, they RefiiuiiJ^ That a Committee AComitteeof 
of Secrecy b-^ appointed to take Informations, and prepare Stcrccy appoint- 
Evidcnce» and draw up Articles againll the Lords that arc ' 
impeach^^d, and that are now in rhe Tower, and to take 
Kich firrher Inftirmations as fhall '^2 given, relating to the 
Plot and Conlpii-Licy agiiinrt hh Mai::1v and the Gov^ern- . „ ,. . 
mcnr, and the Murder of Sir Kd.^unibtiry Godfrey.^ And „^S "j^* 
then, to be yet more particular, they imra'diately after Re- nsrds, of the 
filtiedy that a Mdlige be Jent to the Lords to put them irt ImpeachnnenK 
mind of the f impeachment of High-Trearon. exhibited agatnft ■eain^ the Earl 
Thomas Earl of Danby, in the Names o:' 'he Commons of *^^ l^*"^- 
England ; and to deftrc that he may be committed to lafc 
Caltody: Hefahing again, that it be referred to the Com- 
mittee of Secrecy, to draw up farther Afticlcs againU htm. 
Howiiver, the Letters produced agiinft i]>e Earl being writ- 
ten by the ICing's particular Commind, and feme private 
Papers beim; nectfjfiry for hJj-Qg^encc, which Tris'T'iI ajetly 
wffirra not lul^er jojj cjnajfc^public; he at laft rc(blved to 
iiJherc to tfic fienelif or h^ Pardon, and hoping his AbJencB 
might aUay the Stofm, thought fit to withdraiar. 

And that nuthtn^ might be wanting to profccute the Plor, 
ilic Murder, and this Nobleman, all countenance was given 
to ihc Ploc-DJfcovcrcrs ; and on the jili of March^ Dr, 
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Tongtij and Mr.OaWs were called before chc Common!^ 
give in theif Informatioa^ concei-ningthe Plotj ^c. and. the 
iatter gj\'e in hti Informarion, nor odly againft Thomas Earl 
of Daaby, biit aifb agatntt Sir fohii Kooinfoni, Colonel Ed- 
ward SackvUle, and Captain Henry Goreiiig., al' three Mcin- 
bcrs nf the Houlc ofCommons; VVhicIi railed a new Flame 
in rhai pJace. 

t)n the lame day, Bcdlae likcwifc delivered in I>is Infbr- 
marion; upon which tlic Hoiife Refdvfd^ Thar an humble 
Addrcls he made to liis Majt^fty, 1 hat the fii^e hundred 
Pounds Reward, promiled hy his Pi'ocliimario'i, for the Dif- 
covecy of the Murder of Sir Edmund-bur/ Godfrey^ may 
be forthwith paid to Mr. Bedloe, who, this Houfe i.s firisfiei 
fo be the firft Oifco^erer thei-eaf: And that his MajcllV 
would farther be plcafed to ord;:!*, chut the twenty Puundfs 
Rewardt for the DifiLovei-y of every Pricft, may be effectu- 
ally paid to the DilLtjvcrers of them. 

At the fame time, in anotiicr Addi'ef^-, tlwy defircd his 
Majcrty^ That the Care of Mr iJedloc*s iiafecy trray be im- 
mediately recommended to his Grjcc the Duke t»f Mon- 
iTfoiith, which wus cirrit-'d up b>' th(^ Lord Cavendlfh^ Sir 
KCTiry CapcJl, Mr. Eooth, Mr. PowtCj Sir Robert 
Sir John Emiey, and Sir William Poitman. 

The Kiiig ga;re a prefent Anfwer 

' That he would take imm^dbte c^re for the Payment of 

* the ii/e hundred Pounds, and the twenty Pounds tliey de- 

* (ircA ; That he hsd hitherto taken all the C3re he cmili of 
' Mr. Bcdioc, and that lie knew how confidernblc his Evi- 
•■- dttice WK!, and that he wouid l^e herea.ftci'j that he fhould 
•want for nnrbing: And that he woukl be refpoiifible h^ 

* him, whilft he rtTiTi-'iincd in Whitehall ; bur that he coutd 

* not be fltilWerablc tor him when he went abroad.' 

Reftdes thcfc, there appear'd one Mr Edmund Evc! 
a Scorch Gendcman^ who had been four Years Prifyner in 
the 'lower, who, as Mr, EdiLird phrafesir, making feme oiH 
JDtloDVcries, was encouraged, as Gates before him, to piit 
the whole inro a fofm:!! Narrativ*c. 

Upon the whole, they came to this^ unanitHOUS grand Re- 
fihf, iomerhing like that in tlie laflt Parliament, 'V/'i. *Thfl 
Houfe doth declare, that they are fully faiisfied b^- the Proofs 
they have heard, char tlicrc now is, and, for diver.; Years laft 
paftt harli been, a horrid and trealhrable Plot atJd Coa^piraqs 
conrrivcd and c:imed on by ihyfe of the Popifh Religion, 
for the murdering his MaieAy's fdcrcd Perfon, and for lub- 
ventnff tlic Protdhmt Relij^ion, and the ancient and wel!- 
efbWilned GovemmefW of this Kingdom.' To this Vote 
riiey defired the CoiKtu'rcncc of the I-ordsj as they lifccwife 
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4L3 to a pirticUliif Addfcls co his Maj^itjr for appoiMulga 
IbUmn Day of Humiliation; ' bdng deeply firnfible of the 
^d and (^lamicnus Condition of your Ma]ir%'« Kingdom, 
occ-iCiimcd chiefly by impious an^ roalicioia Confpifacics of 
a f*opifh Party, who have not only plotted and intended the 
Defl ruction of your Majcfty's Royal fcrfbn, bat the total 
Subvcrftoii of cbc Govcrnmcni, aad true Religion cftaMiflicd 
am<)ng us." 
Aftcvw^ards they escpi'cis thcmfclves thus: 

* That we niuy% by KaiVmg and Prayer, and with humble 
and pcnitcm Heans, ieek RcGoEiciUatian witli Almigliry 
God, and implore him by his Power und Goodneli, to ta- 
fetuate and defeat the wicked Counfcli and Imaginatbna of 
our Enemies, and continue his MefcicS and the Light of 
his Gofpel to us and our Pofttrriiics ; and particulfirly^ to be- 
llow hi^f abundant Blellings upon yo'dt licred Majcfty, and 
this prefcnt Parliament, ^c. 

Accorditigly his Majcfty commanded a general and 
public Fall» to be kept throfjeliout the Kingdom on the 
I ith of April, bcgitining his Proclamation for ir» as ]:e ge- 
nerally did upon Jiich an Ocu^lion, with mentioning and 
^Hedging the Defirc of the Lords and Commons in Parlia- 
/nent aflembled.* 

During this Hcieht of Zeal, the Commons, on March 
A2d^ ordei'ed si Bill to be brought in, to Iccure the King 
and Kingdom againft the Danger and Growth of Poperj-. 
And being eomtnandcd, at the lame time, to attend his 
Majcfty in the Houfc of Peers, the King fpoke to them ia 
favour of the Ey,rJ of Ddnby : but returning to their Houfe, 
they prcTendy Refslved^ 

* That a MelUgc be immediately fifnc to the Lords, to 
pemind their Lordiliips of' the lall MeHagc fent ihem from 
this Houlc, relating toThooias Earl of Uanby ; and ro de- 
mand that he may be forthwiih ]c!.[ucftrcd from P4irHanient, 
and committed to iafe Cuftody." 

l/pon which cxrraordinary Reqncttj the LoYds defired n 
prelcTJt Confidence : But the CommoTis returned anTwcr^ 
■ Tiiac it was not agreeable to the UDge and Projcedings 
of Parliament, for eirhcr Houfe co icnd for a Coafefcncc, 
without expreffing the fubjedt Matter of it' 

Upon a fccnnd Mtifige, wherdn the Earl of Danby Tras 
rncntioncd, they met the Lords in the Patnted-Chamber, 
Iffhcre the Diike of Monmouth fpokc as fuUows ; 

* 1 am commanded by the Lords to acquamt yon, ihat 
their X-ordfl\ips, having tiketi into their Confiderition Mat- 
ters relating to the Earl of Danby, together with what his 
Majefty ivjs pleaded to fay upon that Subjeft, have ordered 
th»i a Bill be brought in, by whidi Thomaii Earl of Ditnby 
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/ nae jiCinll. may be made for ever incapiblc of c'dmlng tntb his Ma}cfly'* 
J679J Prcfencc, and of all Offices dnd Employments, and of re- 
ceiving any Gifts or Grants from clic; Ccomi, iin4 of fitting 
in the Hou(c ot Peers. 

In the mean time, the CommonSjhcanng that the King had 

figncd a Purdon for the Eiirl^ appointed a Committee it* rc- 

,pir fo the fcvcral OiSces, (at neither of which no Entry nf 

It hjd been mLidc) and particulai-ly- to the Locd-Chanc^llor, 

(o enquire into the Manner*of iiung out that Pardon. 

Wlicrcupon the Lord-ChancelIor» (afuer preniiflng, thtic 
lie neirhtr advis'd^ drew, or aUer'd It) informed the Cora- 
mittee, * That the Pardon was patled wuh the utmofl Pri- 
vacy^ at the Dcfirc of the Earl, who gave this Reafon ^r 
it, That he did not intend to make ulc of it, but to fttind 
upon his Innocence, eiccept fall'^: Wimtifc ihouU be pro- 
-duccd agalnft l^im ; and then he would make uie of ir at the 
lafl Extremity. That he advifed the, Earl to let the Pardon 
pafs in the regnhu- Courfe j btir, after crmfuliing with the 
Kin^, his Majefty declared he was rclolviid to let k pafs 
with, allprivacy : /Vnd, fhddenly afcei', tiie King commanded 
the Lord-Chan cell or to brinj^ the Seal from Vvhuehall, and, 
being there, he laid ic upon the Table ; thereupon his Ma- 
jefVy commanded the Seal to be taken out of the Bag» which 
his Lordfiiip was obliged to liibmit unto, it not bcmg in his 
poiver to hinder it ; and the King wrote his Kame upon 
the Ttip of the PuP4;hmcnt» and clien dire&ed to have it 
le.-^Ied; whcrcui>on the Perfbn that Usually carried the Pui^fc, 
a^xcd the .Seal to it.' The Chancellor addcd^ ' That, at 
rhe very Time of affixing the Seal to the Parchment, ht 
lii.I nnr look upon himfelf to have the Cnftody of the Seal. 

Upon reading this Report, the Houfe fell into a, violent 
Heat and Debate ; and ot thofe that If>oke, we muft iiot 
omit Mr. Powle's Icvere Speech, who naming the Earl of 
JJanbv, proceeded ihus:

Pgainft him» or elfe that the Crimes arc ti^it in lhcr»fil<| 
tt ii} h\x^ a nature as Trealbn. 
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5<f, That the Example ot itsjs would be an cncoiira?e- 
fnent ro all Perfons that jTiould be hereafter impeached lay 
the Commons, to withdraw them£c!vcs from Juftice^ whicri 
they would he always ruAdy to do, if not prevented by st 
Commitmenc upon their Impeachment, and therefore hope to 
obtain a more tavoiarablc Sentence in a Legiflacive way, chaw 
your LorriJhips would be obliged lo pils upon tliera m your 
judicial Capaary, 

Upon che reading of this Papcr» they immediately refolded, 
that an Addrcls be prel^nted to hLs Majcfty, thut he would 
iiTue out ills Royal Proclamation for apprdicnding o€ Tho- 
mas Earl of Danby ; and to commatid ^ll Minifters of Juftice 
to ufe Diligence to apprehend him, and to forbid all Sab- 
icits to harbour him; and to require all Officers of the Houf^ 
hold :o take care that no PerJbn fuffer him to conceal him- 
ielf in any of che King's Paliccs- 

On rhc fame day, April fith, they had a fecond Confe- 
rence with che Lords upon the iame Cafe, where the Earl 
of Huntingdon managed tor the Hoide of ?ecrs,and what he 
delivered was to this effect : 

' The Lords liavc defircd this Conference with the Com- 
mons, not fo much to argue and dtfput^, as to mitigate and 
reconcile : They have already oblcrved, Thar ti»e Debates 
of this Bill have given too long, and too great an Obftruc- 
rion to public Bulmcfs ; and dicreibre they defirc you to be- 
lieve, that (hat is the realbn which hath chitfly prevailed 
wirli their Lordfliipsin ajoacter of this nature. And upon 
this ground it is, that if a way may be found to fadsfy and 
iecure the public Fears, by doing lefi than the Bill you 
Iiave propofed» the Lords do not think it adviftjble ro infift 
upon the utmoft and moft rigorous Satisfaction ro public 
JuilKre, which might be demanded. To induce j^ou to this 
Compliance, the Lords do acknowledge, thai Banirtimcnr is 
lo EiT from being the legal Judgment in cafe of HigiiTrca- 
(oUf that it 15 not the legal Judgment in any cafe whatfbe/er, 
fmcc it can tiever be inflided but bytlw legiflative AutJiority : 
But they fee no rcatbn wliy the Icgllla:ive Authority fhould 
always oe bound to a6t to the utmoft extent of its Power; 
fcr there may be apriidential Neccffity Ibmetimes of making" 
Abatements/ and it might be of fatal confequence, if ir 
dould nor be fo. And the Lords, to remove all Jealouficj 
of the Precedents of this kind, do declare, that nothing 
which hath been done in the Earl of Danby's cafe, fliali 
ever be drawn into Example for the time to come, and wil! 
Jo enter ir upon their Journal. And thereupon iheir Lord- 
fhips iaftlh upon their Amcndmenrs fo far, as to cKcIudc alt 
Attamdcrj^ ; and do promife iliemfelves the Commons will' 
ia chi^ Point comply with their LordihipSj who do agviin af^ 
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This being not facishidoiy, a third and free Conference 
was held two Days after, in itfhich the Lord Pfjvy-Sckl 
faid ; 

' That the Houfc of Commons might fee by the prefcnt 
qui<^k t'reeConftrencc,which theLords defircd, tl^t thei^Lord^ 
iliipsdid iTicw theii" ■wiUingnelSj by ufitig all means poffihic, 
p reconcile both Houfes, and to come to iuch an Undcr- 
llqnditii:, ns to piifs the Bill with all Expedition. He own- 
ed the Co^i:r\cy of the Commons Kcafons, and therefore the 
Lords were content to raaitL; the Bill ablbluie, without giving 
ihe Lord D^inby any day to appear, aad the Penalties to 
continue. He obferved, char, by the paiJing of this Bill^ be 
"^oold not only be ruined, together with ats Family, buc 
lilcevvife thofe Acquifitiotis nvhich he got by the Marriage 
into a Tioblp Family, would be loft. And if the Houfc of 
ComrTxms would have any other Penakics added to the Bjll^ 
|hcir Lordf!iip5 would leave it to them, provided they ruQ 
not ro the abfblurc D-ftru£tion of the Lord impeached.' He 
look notice, * That altho' Reafon and Juftice were of the 
Commons fide, yet in a legiflarivc Capactty» they were 10 
contider Circumftances with relation to the good of the 
Public. That b tlii^ Affair they had gained two great 
Points; the fi ill: wi^, * That Imj>eachments niaJe by the 
Corjinions in one Parliaintnf^ continue from Seflion to Scf^ 
fion, and Parliament to Parliament, notwithfianding Pro- 
rogations or Diflbluiions : The other Point was, That 
in Cafes cf Impeachment upon fpecial Matter fhewn, 
if the ^todcfty of the Party impeached direfts him not 
to withdraw, the Lords admit that of right they order 
him to witlidraw, and that afterwards he mult be committed. 
But without fpecial Matter alledsed, he laid, he did not 
Icjiaw how mani^ of their Lordfhips might be picked out of 
the HoufL- of a ludden/ 

The Eai-1 of Shaftesbury, tiow in a way of Preferment in 
Court, dcci^r'd : 

* They were as willing to be rid of the Earl of Danby, 
Sfi the Common.?; but helet them know. That the ExpreP 
(ton which wa-s fent with Reafons from the Lords the other 
day, uamcly. That the Lords would not draw into Eicample 
the Procci-diags pf the £arl nf Danby, bnt would vacate 
them ; they intended that to extend only to the Points of not 
withdrawing iind not committing. He Ukcwile declared. 
That the w^y now propofcd would be a mi;ans to have the 
Bill pais; for the Commons might have other Penalties if 
rhcy would, asConfifcation of Eftate, Lof? of Honours^ frV. 
'J'hercforc he dcfucd the Commons to conlidcr, thai there 
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wcj^ weighty Realbtis, which were better underlbod tlan A«D»3rCtr.l 
expr^Hcd, that pro\?ed it neccQkry for the good of the Pub- ?^7»* 
lici ,tbut this 3ul fhould fpcedily pafs/ 

The Commons replied, * That they hoped their Lord- 
Jhips did noc think, they took it as if they had now gained 
any Point ; for the Points, which their Loi-dfhij''S metuioiied 
4S g:iincd, were nothing bat what was aijrceablc to tlic an- 
clem. Cour(t: and Mi^thods of PHrliamcn:.' 

Mr. Edward Vaughan in particular urged and reiiifbrt:cd Mr, Vaaghm,' 
the Reaibns offered at a foifnier Gjnferencc- 

* That Reafon and Jul^cc being for the Bill as rhey ienc 
it up, they could not yet donbt the Lords Concurrence. 

' Thty hoped that their Lnrdfhips, who are Judges for 
the Kingdom, and not only for ihemfclves, will follow the 
Example of their AnceftorSj and proceed by Rules of Law^ 
which are to guide in puHing A^s of Parliament, as well 
as in the ordinary Gourfe of Judicature.* 

Sir Francis Winniogron urged Precedent? for the like Sir F. WJii- 
Attainder, old and new, and added thefc Reafons : nia£toa. 

' I. For the Lords to change die Pynilhmcnt, when he an- 

pears, he may lay^ that the Commons, agreeir^ to a Compoil- 
rion, admit tneir Proofs arc not full for Treafin. 

* a- Thoi^h we thirftnot after BJood, and mighthavecon- 
fentcd to a Bill that gave him not Advantage inftead of Pu- 
niflimeat, as thii by the Amendments would do; yet^ as it 
is, wc cannot Gonfent for thatRealbn. 

* 5. The Earl puniflics himfelf ; our Bill is not rigorous, 
but flccordihg to the Rules of Juftice againll a Perlon, im- 
peached, and dares not abide hu Trial. 

* 4. Flight is odious in the eye of the Law, 

* 5. This would flicw as if dlileient Degrees of Pcrlons 
Ihould hafc diferenr Degrees of Juftice, Would your 
LiOrdfliips fb make PfoTilion for a flying Commoner ? Befides, 
this is tMjt the Flight of an innocent Motca from the Egyp- 
tiansj but of a wicked Cain out of the ienfc of his Gudr.' 

Mr. Powlc Ipoke next, and laid^ Mr. Fowle* 

' There are but two ReaJbns why Punifliment fliould be 
mitigared. 

* I. >A''hena Manfccm? penitent j whereas this Man arfroTSts 
the Juillce of King and Parliament, and lurks hereibouts^ 
doing ill OfEccs^ and hmdring the great A£iirs of the 
Kingdom, 

* a. When a Man merits Favour in his OScc ; but we cin- 
tiot iind one good thitig he ever did, whill^ he was. in Power 
and Place' 

Mr. bachevcrcl added, Mr. Sjc1)ct«4 

^ ji Is but a Bill of Summons, to keep him from perfe^mg 
hi» Trcalbns abroad^ and continuing his Etunity to hi$ Coun-o 
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fry ; buf » a? your Lordfh ips have made if, it U an A£t of to* 
demnicy and Safety to him ; giving him leave to go to re- 
pair the Utrle Loft he is under hcrCj by the Favour ofthoie 
beyond Sea, whom he hath fcrvcd againft hts Country / 

Mr. Vaughan concJudtfd, faying ; ' Thar Juftke Should 
hav<: its Courfcj is the prime Confidcratioii ; The Eatl flops all 
himfelf, therefore he fliould not have benefit thereby, but 
ought to find [hat Juflicc will be too hard for his Evasions/ 

Then they dcUvertd the Biil again to the Lords, with their 
Amendmcnrs, with Exptcffion ot Hopes and Ddlre of their 
Concurrence with them, chat Juftice may have its coiiric, 
and the great AfFiiirs of Parliament be no I'snger obfti-udCcd, 
hy fpending more Time on hini, who hath brought the 
Kingdom into lb lad a Condition. 

And cliLii they Co tmmoveably adhered to their own Bill 
of Attainder, th:il', wtiMit two or three days time, the Lords 
thought fit to give way to the Heat of the Seafbn,and paflcd 
the Bill, in which the 21ft of April vras appointed for the 
iuirl's fnrrendring himfelf to trial. 

[The Earl finding himfelf reduced to this Extremity, ra- 
ther than risk the Mifchiefs that might happen 10 himielf, 
or to the King, if he JliouUl refiifc to pafs the Bill, on the 
15th of April liirrendered himfelf to the Uiher of the Black- 1 
Rod, which was flgiiify'd to the Commons, the nest tM'.J 

The i6fh, The Houle was inform'd by a Mcflage from 
ihe Lordsj That all the five Peers, lately committed to the 
Tower, had brought iheir Anfwcrs to tlie Impcachmcnci 
againrt them, in Perlbn, estcept the Lord Bellafis. Upoft 
which a Debate aro^^ Whether the fkid Lord Bellafis, hav- 
ing not in Perftrti dcliver'd his Anf^er, was a£tiul]y and 
legally artaign'd. And a Committee was order d to infpcdt 
the lintries that had been made in the Lords Joumab touch- 
ing the Appearance and Arraignment of the five Lords, atid 
give in their Report the next Day. 

The fame day^The Houfc Rcfolvcd, 'fhat a Supply fKould 
be granted to his Majefty of 206,4^2/. 17 j. 5 rf. for the 
paymg off, and dirmiffingall the Forces thcti in Arms, rais'd 
or brought over fi*om foreign Parts, to be rais'd by fit 
Months Tax . 

The next day, a Clauft was order*d to be added to the 
faid Reiodmion, 10 appropriate the Money to thit Life oniy, 
>'ith FenaUic.*. upon liich Peribns as iliould dired; tire ftmc ■ 
And, a Morion being made. That the faid Supply fiiould be 
paid into the Exchequer, the Houfe divided, tad it pis'd id 
the Affirmaiivc, Noe$ J31, Yeas 191 

The fame day, the Report of the Committee, apuointed (rt 
iofpc£t the Lords Joutt^als wasdcUvcf'd Jt> by Mr. Hampdcnp 
in c&dt as follows, feff. 
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That April 8, The Lord Shaftsbuiy jfcportcd from the Adno^iCir.l 
Commirtcc of Privileg;es, Thar their LordJhips were of _ *^75- 
Opinion, that vh? Lords now Prilbners, ought to be 
brought to the Baf, and Icnccl there, and then i^and up, Jf^^'^f ""7^^^^** 
and Tiear the Afticies againft them read. Which vras or- caments of ihe 
der'd by the Houfe accordingljr. Lords jouenab. 

That April 9. The Loitis Powis, Stafford, Pctre, and rdating to th« 
Arundel of Wardour did appear at the Bar of the Houftt, ^"^^ pofiBi 
where ihey heard the Articles againft them read, ^md were ^"'^** 
fold, his Majefty would appoint a Lord High-Ste-ward for 
their Trials. 

That, then, the Lords» having put in ftveral Reouefis, 
withdrew, aad» being call'd in again, were told by the Lord- 
Chancellor, That thq Hrjule had order'd the fevcral In- 
diftments brought againft them by the Grand Jury, fhould 
be brought into rhat Court by Writ of Certiorari, chat their 
Jjordlliips fhould be allowed Copies of the Articles againjH 
them, that till the i 5th would be given them ftr their An* 
iHTers, and fiirther Time, in cafe any new Articles were al- 
iedg'd ; with Liberty co cake out Copies of Records, Jour- 
nals, ^c. 

That, then, they find notice taken^ that Lord Bcllafis 
had not appcarM at the Bar. And that Thomas PlefEngfon, 
ond Robei't Dent, being fworo, had attefted that his Lord- 
ftip was fo ill of the Gout, that he roiild not turn in his 
Bed widiour Help: Which realbnable EkcuIc being allow'dj 
the faid Thomas FlelFrngton, in hehalf of his LoriBhip, dc- 
fii'd a Copy of the Articles exhibited againft his Lordihip^ 
with Council t (^f. which Particulars were all gratited. 

That April 1 5- being appointed for the laid Lords, to put 
in their AnlWcrs^ they were ordered to be brought to the 
Bar of the Houle, Irjr that Purpofe, and that Lord Bellafi* 
was permtitcd to deliver in his Anfwer in Writing. 

The Commons, then, order'd the Anfwers oi the (aid 
Lords, to be infpected by the Committee of Secrecy r Who 
were farther to confid^r the Methfjds of Proceeding upoa 
Impeachments, and ci'e in their Report accordingly. 

The 2iO, His Ni ijctty, by Mdlage, commanded the Com- 
mons to attend hiiUj ill the Houlc of Peers, where he cx- 
prcts'd himfelf, as follows:

The 2;d. Sir Jolin Trevor gave in ihc following Report;, 
from the Commitrce appointed to infpett the Anfwcrs ot the 
five Lords, and the Methods of Proceeding upon Impeach- 
ments. 

* That it is the Opinion of the Coramkctee, that the Lord 
Bellafis being impeacn'd of Higli-Treafbiii cannot make any 
Anfwei' but in Perfbn. 

' That the icvcral VVritings, put in by the Lords Powis, 
Staffijfd^ and Arundel of Wardour, are not Pleas, and An^ 
iwcrs, but argumauacive» evafive; and, to which tlie Cqh*. 
mons tteithcr can, or ought to reply. 

* Thatj if the Anfwers of the faid Lords, as well as thac ot 
the Lord Petre, were fufficienc, Proceedings ought to be 
ftopt, till the Lord BeLlalt£, had alio put in a liimeieat Aa^ 
iwer in Perfnn, 

' Thac the Gjmmons do demand of the Lords, that their 
Lotdfhips would forthwith order the faid Lords to put in 
their perfect Anfwers; or, in default thereof, thac the Com* 
mons may ha^^e Juftice a^alnil them,' 

The next day, the fkid Report being approved by the 
Houic, a Conferciace was dclTr'd with the Lords, at whichj 
the Anfwers of the five Peers were returned, together with 
the Rcafons of the Commons for their Infufficienqy: To 
wiiich was added by Order that tlie Houle dcfir'd their 
Lordfliips would appoint a ftiort D^y for the &id Peers to 
put in their effectual Anfwers, 

The 25 th. The Lords, by MefTa^e, acquainted theHoufcj 
thac the Earl of Danbj had put in hts Plea, and the Lord 
Bclfafi>; his Ajifcr, in Perfon, at the Bar of the Houic of 
Lords ; which faid PJea, and Anlwcr, the Lords lent down 
at the fame time, defiring they might be returned with all 
convenient Speed, 

The 2(jih, Mr. Rigby, fj-om tfie Committee appointed to 
enquire into the iaic F'ires, that had happen'd in, and about 
the Ciry of London, gave in a Report, to the following 
Purport. 

* That on' the 24th of Feb. about midnight^ a Fire broke 
out at one Mr. Bird's in Peticr-Lane ; which was difcovcr'd 
by the Watch. That a Servant of the laid Bird's, one Eiua- 
bc(h Oxley, at the fame time» came to her Maker's Chamber, 
With an Alarm of Fire, which was foon after foutid to have 



b-giin in a Clo^t fbll of Bcxiks and Faper.^ ; tho' all was fsfc 
there, when the laid Bii'd wtiit lo Bed. That, afer tl>e Fire 
TA'asextinguiih'd, Mrs Bird goingypimo her Servaiu'sRoom, 
to Ice. if all was faFc tbcrc^ foiind the Qotlies of hti" two 
Maids ready bundled up, with other cotrefponding Circum- 
Jftances ; which creating ibme Suipicion, ilie lyid Bird fccur'd 
the Paid Oxley, in order fijr Examination the next Day,(his' 
<jrhcr Maidj utterly denying all Knowledge of the bundling 
up the ClocheSf £?'r.) That, accordingly being cxamin'd, die 
faid Oxlcy contcG d her fcrting ftrc to the Papcii; in the 
Clolet af:cr the Family was afieep: Thar fhe did it at the 
Inftigation of one Scubbs, a Papjit, who gave her Half-a- 
Crown in Hand, t^e. with a Pramifc of 5 / mote. 

' That the laid Scubbs, being taken^into (Jtifiody, and ck- 
amm'd, did confirm all thai Oicley haJ ndvanc'd ; adding far- 
ther, chat he was emplov'd in the Bvifincfs by one Father 
Gifford, a Pri^^ft, who held it was no Sin to burn the Monies 
of Heretics, Tliat he had drawn in fcveral in be hi^ Ac- 
complices: That he was to rctei™ too/, of [he i^^id Gi&brd, 
who was TO be fupply'd with the Money, by the Church . . . 
That the faid Stubbs, morcovei', confefs'd levcral ocher Pai-ti^ 
culars relating to a general Mallacsre of ihc Pnitcftanw, 
which WdS to be covcir'd by an Inva-fion from France: l"'hai 
he otpcQted to be made an Abbot or Ehliop fur hii good 
Services : That he h:id been taught, 'twas no nioie Sti> to kill 
A Heretic, than a Y^km : That he was Iworn to Secrecy ; 
That he was told he mould be damn'd it he m.ide a Dilco- 
very ; and, (hat when all rhcir Forces met, in the middle of 
June, the Word was, Rifve ist the King' 

The Hoafe then refblv'd that an Addrcls fhbuld be prc- 
lented to \n& Majefty, for a Pardon for tlie itrid iSrubbs, and 
Oxiey, in Confideration of the Dilcovcry rbey had made : 
As, likewife for a Proclamation, requiring the Pcrlbns nani'd 
by the faid Stubbs, as Accomplices^ to render themleWes at 
a fliort day. 

The fame Day, The Lords, by Mcflagc, acquiinied the 
Houie, that the Lords StaiFord, AvnndcJ of Wardour, and 
Powis, had that day retracted their former Pleas, and puc in 
others, which were fcnt down with a Requcrt, that they 
jnight be rcturn'd with ;iil convenient Speed. 

The 17th, being Sunday, the Houle Rrfahedj jjem, co//. 
That the Dul^e of York^s being a Papiftf and the Hope^^ of 
his coming fuch to the Crown, has given the grcatelt Coun^ 
tcnance and Encouragement to the prelent Conlptracics and 
Defigns of the Papiils, againft the K-ine and Froccftant Uc- 
Itgion, To which, the Concurrence of the Lords was de- 
lated.

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The afitti, the Committee of Secrecy, which were ap* 
pointed to examine and peiufc the Nature of die Earl of

And therefore his Majefty, who hath often faid in this Place, 
That he is ready to Lonlent to any Laws of this Kind, fo 
that the fame exiend not to alter the Defcent of the Crown 
in the right Line, nor to dcfcut the Succcflion, liach now 
commandt'l this to be tkrther explained. 

' And to the end it may never be in the power of any Pa- 
pift, if tlie Crown deicend upon him, to make any Change 
cither in Church or Sra:e ; 1 am commanded to tell you, 
that his Majdty is wdlmg that Provifion may be made, iirft 
todiftingiiilli n pjpill- fi'om 3 Proteftant SucCeffor; then to 
limit and circumicrtbe the Authoricy of a popiili SucccHbr, 
in rhefe Cafe^ following, that he may be difabled to do any 
Harm : Firft, in reference [o the Church ; hii Maiefly is con- 
tent liiat care betaken, chat all ccclefiafticai and fpiritual Bene- 
itccs a!id Promotions in the Gift oi the Crown, may be confer- 
red in fuch a Manner, that we may be fure the Incumbents 
flxall be always of the mofl pious dnd learned Proteftants : 
And that no popifh SucccUbr, while he cdniinu^s fb, may 
have any Power to control luch Frelentments. In reference 
10 the State, and Civil P«rt of the Government ; us it i^ al- 
ready provided. That no Papift can fit in cither Houfe of 
Parliament ] Co the King is pleated that it be provided too, 
that there may never want a Parliament, when the King 
fliall happen to die, but that the Pirliament then in being 
may con.inue indifiblvable for a competent Time; or if 
iherc be no Parliament in being, then the laft Parliament 
which was in being before that "I tme, may re-aflemble, and 
fit a competent Time, without any new Summons, or Electi- 
ons. And as no Papift can by Law hold any Place of Truft, 
io [he King is content that it may be Jarther provided^ that 

no 
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Ait»3»C4t.ii, no Lords or others of the Privy-Coundl, no Judges of the ' 
rt79. Common-Lyiv, or in Chancery, fliall at any rime-, during 
the Reiffn of a PopiJli Succcilbr, be put in^ or di/phcca, 
but by the Authority of Parliameiit : And th^t care be tabcn, 
that none but fincerc Proteftanp may be [ufticcs of rhe Peace. 
In reference to the milicaty Part, the King is wiiling thac ■ 
no Lord-Lieutenant, or Deputy -Liemetiant, nor no Otticer in 
the Navy, during rhe Keigo of any popifh Sncceflbr, be put 
om or pemoved, but either by the Authoriry of Parliament, 
or of fuch Peribns as the Parliament fkall incrnft wiih fucli 
Authority. 

* Jt is hard to invent another Reftraint To be put upon a 
Popifh Succeflor, confidering how much the Revenue of ilie 
Succcflbr will depend upon die Confcnc of Pin-hament, and 
hott^ impoirible it U Co raife Money without TucIj Conleitr. But 

J'Ct, if ai^y thing ellecaii ocair to the Wifdom tifrlie Par- 
iament, which may farther feciire Religion and Liberty 
againfi a fopifli Succeflbr, without defeating the Right of 
Succeflion it(eif, hi? Majcify will moll readily oonlent to it. 
Thus watchful is the King for all your irafety ; and, if he 
could rliink of any thing cJle, thac you do either vant or 
wifh to make you happy, he would make it his Bufinefs to 
el!Fc£l it to you. God AliTiighcy lon^ continue thisbleiled 
Union between the King and his Parliament and People.' 

May I the Commons revived 4 Committee, formei-ly ap* 
pointed to confidcr what parr of the Moaiey given for dif- 
banding the Army is yet nndiipoled of, and remaining w 
the Exchequer J being i^ill appi-ehenfive of ihc Corrapttons 
of it?e £arl of Danby. But to fliew a pcrfonal Concern for 
their Sovereign ac the fame Time,, they fell upon the far- 
ther Confidei'ation of lecuring and prcfi:mtig the King* and 
the PTOteftant Religion, aeatnft the Attempts of the Pap iff s, 
both in the Reign of his Majefty and his &]cceflbrs. They 
alio read, at the lame Time, a Bill for better Prevention pf 
illegal Exaction of Money from the Subjects-, snd ordered, 
thac Leave be given to bring fn a Bill, ' That when any 
Member of iliis Houle is prelTcrred to any Office or Place 
of Profit, 3 new Wnt Ihall immediately ifiue out fi>r eSc^- 
in^ a Member to lerve in his ftead. 

The id, the Commicccc for infpefting what Parr of 
the Supply for the disbanding the Army remain'd unditposM 
of, reported that on the Evidence of Sir R. Howard, (Audi- 
tor of the Exchequer) 40 or 45^000/ is or ought to be yet in 
theEitchequer. 

Still the Earl of Danby was one of their chief Grievances, 
and his Pardon (which by the Advice of his Council he re- 
fblvcd to abide by) A very ffreat Vexation ; tlirrefbi-c on ihe 
jthof May they relblved, that it was the Opinion of this 
Houfe, thni iVie^atdou^V^idcA b^j the Earl of Danby was ■ 
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illegal and void, ami ought not to be allowed ia bar of ihe- 
ImtJt::icl»ment of the Comrnons of England, 

The lame Ddy, his Majefty fenc a MelTage to the Coni- 
moDS, by Lord Rufl'cl, ont of bis new Privy-Council, who 
acquainted the Houle, * That hks Majefty commatidcd him 

* to let the Houft Itnow^ that bis MAJeliy is willoig rocorri' 

* p!y with the Ra]uefl made to hitn by the Houfe conoenif 

* ing Pickerings and rhm the Law fliall pafsi uj^n him ac- 

* cordingly. As to tlie condemned PiHcfts, the Houle of Peers 

* have fent fof tliem» in order, as his Majcfty conccivos, to 

* ibme Examinations. And fax-thcr- to ncquajniyou^ chat-he 

* rcpeawth his inllances toyou* to thmk ofputrrngth? Fleer 

* in fiich a Pofture, as may quiec ^ieos t'eae^, and at leaft 

* fecure ns from any Ihdden Artempc ; which his Miajefty 

* doubts not but you will do. And cho' the Stfcights And 

* JDifiiculdes he lierh under ajre very great, he doth not in- 
*■ tetuj, during this Seihon, fo piei^ tor any ^rther Suppl^y; 

* being willing rather to fufltr iliC' Burdens that are upcni him 

* ibme time logger, than to intec rnpc you whilft you are cm- 

* ployed about the Difcovcry of the Plot, the Trial of the 

* Lords, and the Bill for Jccviring of our Religion/ Atrer 
which Mr, Speaker, with the whole Hou^, went up to tlie 
Lwds i^ar, and demanded Judgment s^aiiift che Earl of 
Uanby in tlieic Wotdit 

* My Lords, ThciCmghts^ Ci[iz,ens and Burgeffes, in 
Parliament allembk'iij arc come up to demand JudgracnC, 
ill theif own Name.s, and the Names of ail the Commons of

The 8th, the following Addrels ag^lnft chc Dnkc of 
Lrauderdjale was agreiid co ; with the Rdblution that it 
ihould be prelented by the whole Houle. 

* We your Majefty's moft loyal and dutiful Sub]ed:s, the 
Commons in Parltamcnt aflembled, finding your Majcfty's 
Kinedorns involved in imminent Dangers, and great Dif- 
ficuSes, by the evil Defigns and peiTikious Councils of 
fbme who have been> and are ui high Place, and Truft 
and Authority about your royal Perlbn \ who, contmiy to the 
Duty of their Places, by their arbitrary and deftiu£tive 
Counfels, tending to the Subverfion of the Rights, Liberties 
and Properties of your Subjcfts, and the Alreration of the 
Proteftant Religion eftablirficd, have endeavoured to alie- 
nate the Hearts of your loyal Subjedts, from your Majefty 
and your Govemmem. Amongft whom we havejuft Kealbn 
to accule John Duke of Lauderdale, for a chief Promoter of 
fiich Counftls ; and more particularly for cotitriving and 
cndcavoBPing to raifc Jtialnu/Iei and Mifunderftandings be- 
tween yourMajcfty's Kingdoms of England and Scotland;

AnM^iCAr.lf. Loi'ds Committee pfodiicctf levcral Copies of the 

ifi'?' jnifliotis ni tlic Loi'ds High-Stewrards, and panicuiarly ihat 
foi* the Trial ot rhc Earl of Danby, and for the tii^e Lords 
ill clie Tower.* But withal chcy oommi.micat*i a Uelblution 
of rl;e Lords Houie, of the izth ot'Miiy, in thefe Words: 
' It is declared and ofdered, by the Lords Spiricoal and 
Temporal, that the Office of a High-Steward, upon Tmls 
of Peers upon Imipeachmt*nts, is not ncceflary to die Hoa'c 
of Peers; but that ihc Lords may proceed upon (iich Tnals^ 
if a High-Steward be not appointed according rn their 
hurabie Defire." Their Lordfliips farther declared to rhc 
Committee, * That a I-ord High-Sreward was made ^ro hac 
fxjict only: That notwithftanding ihc making a High Stewpfard, 
the Court remained tlte lame, and wis not thereby altered, 
blJt ftill remained the Court of Peers in Parliament : That the 
Lord High-Sreward was but as a Speaker or Chair-mati, 
for the more orderly Proceedings at the Trials- Notwirh- 
llanding which, they had petitioned and obtained a Lord, 
High-Steward for the cafaiug Trials." As to the fccond Pm- 
portrioa, the Refblutbn of the Houic of Peers w«s in thcfe 
Words: 

* Rifdvsd by the Lord-i Spiritual and Temporal, that the 
Lords Spirimal have a Right to ftay in Court in capital 
Oties, till Juch time a^ Judgment of Death comes to be pro- 
nounced,' 

The next day, the Lords explained rhemfclvcs, and de- 
clared the Meaning of their Refolunon to be, That the 
Lords Spiritual have a Right to ftay and fit in Court, till 
the Coqrt pi-occed to vote gulfty or not guilty. 

The fccond Propofition, facing; a Matter or great Wc^ht 
and Con fide ration, the Committee oFthcCommoni; had can)- 
mandtd him to report it to the Houle, in order to receive 
their Directions for their farther Proceedings. 

Two days after, Sir John Trevor nude anotiier RejKil'C 
fi'om the Commiitee of both Houfes, that the Lords \\fA_ 
communicated to the Committee certain Proceedings of 
Houfe of Lords, in thefe Words: . 

* Rejhhed by the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, That 
Th^Hday the 2zd Inftaut be appointed to begin the Trials 
of the five Lords in the Tower; the Earl ot Powis, Lord 
Vilcount Stafibrd, Lord Petrc, Lord Arundel of Wardotir, 
and Lord Bdiafis. After which Refblution pafled, the Lord* 
Spiritual asked the Leave of the Houfe, that they might 
withdraw thcmlelvcs from the Trials nf the laid Lords, 
whh the Liberty of Entring their ufual Protcftations, And 
that the Commons Committee did delire the Directions of 
the Houfe, how they fliould proceed thereon. Upon be 
ing [lie llcpoc:, the H^^ule "of Commons^ after a warm 



•i r<.eidHV/ft rnai n DC given as an Itiftm6:ion to the idid 
Committee co inftlt^ That the Lords Spiritual ougHt not ro

On [he 1 5tli of May^ the Commons perfeded tbeif grand 
Bill to dilkUe die Duke of York from inheriting tlic im- 
perial Crown of England ; now obnining the Name of the 
Exciufion Bill : and was i-cud the hrH Time, without any 
great Uppofitian. It fct tofth, after the Particulars i^f the 
execrable Conrpiracy, 

* That the Emiliarics, Pricfts and Agents for the, Pope, 
had traitofquily Icduccd James Duke of Vorky prelumptive 
Heir to thde Crowns, to the Communion of the Church of 
Rome ; and had induced him to enter into feveral Ncgotia-- 
tioris with tlie Pope» his CiHinals and Nuncios, for pro- 
mnting the Komtfli Church and Iniercfl: ; and by his Means 
and Procurement, had advanced the Power arid Greatncfs of 
ihc French K^ing, to the manitcft Har.ard of thcfc Kingdoms. 
That by Defcenr of thcfe Crowns upon a Papift, and by 
foreign Alliances and Aliiftancc, they might be able to fuc- 
<sed in their wlclced and villainous liedgns.' 

Then after another Preamble, they enafted to this Effe<fl:: 

1. ' That the laid [ames Duke of York, Albany, and 
ITlftet', HiouM be incapable of inheriting; the Crownf of 
England, Scotland, and irirland, with th^ir Depcnikncies ; 
and of enjoying any of the Titles, Righti, Prerogatives 
iind Kevcnucj; bclongini^ to the faid Crowns.

That all ASs of Sovereignty and Royalty that Prince 
might then happen to perform, were not only declared void, 
but to be High-Treafon, and ptmtftiable as fuch. 

* 4- Tnat if any one, at any Time whgtfbcver, (houli 
tfndeavoiir to bring die ^^id Duke into any of the forc- 
raencioned Dominions, nr corrclpond widi him in order to 
make him inherit, h^.- fliould be g:uiUy of Highl'iralim. 

* 5- That if the Duke himlelf ever returned into any of 
thefe Dominions, conHdcring the Mifchicts that muit cn/uc, 
he Should be looked ul^dfi as guiirv of the lame Offence \ and 
all Perlons were aathoi-i/x^d and reijuired, to leitcupon and 
imprtfon him; and in cafe of Refinance made by him or his 
Adherents, m iiibdnc them by Foiccuf Arms.' 
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AflmgiCirJl. This Bill of Banifiiment, as well as EKdufion, was 
1679. Days after tead a fecomi time in the Hoiife, 

UfWJii whicli the queftion beiog pui^ whether the BiU 
fliould be committed, ilic Houie divided, and the Yeas or- 
dcred to go forth, ucre two hundred and fevcn, and tbe 
JJocs who ftiiid were but a hundred and twenry^ eight, 
ihe Majority fevcnry-nlne; and ib the Bill was cammtttcd 
to a Comnuctcc of tlic whole Houfe -, but the Ptirliaraent be- 
ing fbon after ptorogued, it proceeded no Jarchcr.

of another opinion : For they had prevailed with him to 
grant a Toleranon and Indulgence, and to make a Declara- 
tion to that purpofe. The Parliament affembling fton afrer, 
diou^ht it very ftrange, that in one Year an A£t of Uniibr- 
mify lliould be the belt way to prcferve the Church, and 
that in the next Year, a Toleration and Indulgence : there- 
fore, afier a ferious I>cbateabout it, in February rfirt^, they 
made an AddrcJs to his Majelty, humbly reprefcRting how 
it would rcfleii upon the Wlfdom of chit Parliiment, to 
havcluch an Alteration made (b foon ; and that fiich Pro- 
ceedings, for aught they could foresee, would end in Popery- 
Upon which his Majcity, out of his gri;at Goodnefs, l^onped, 
the ilTuing out oftlie faid Toleration, hearkening rather tt^ 
the Advice of his Parliament, than to any private Coun- 
fcllors. Sir, I cannot inform you who it was that g-ivc 
that Advice to his Majcfty, nor ccrtiinly affirm they wej'c 
popiffily aftcitcd ; but, if X may take the liberty to ju4ge of 
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Anno 34Ciir,TI. 3 Ti*cc by its Fj-uit, 1 have fomc jrcafbn to tbink 

26B0, caufe I ntid by Coleman's LetCew, and other DiltovcricSf 
that a Tolerarion and Indulgence fhoald be one of the great 
Engines they intended to uTe foir the eftablilhing of Popcrjr 
in3iisN3twn, But the Project thus filing at this time, 
they were forced to v-ait with Patience until they could 
have another oppottunity ; employing in the mean time tlicir 
diabdical Counlels, in weakening the Proteftant lutprcftj (in 
order to a general Deftru^ton of it) hy engaging us in a 
War with HoHand. In w!iich the French a^ed the fame 
Pan in the Behalf of the Dutch^ as they did afterwards in 
our Behalf againft rhem» 167a; very fairly looking on both 
timesi whUe we poor Protcftants with great Fury dctlroycd 
one rjie other. Hut this wjs not ib firange, nor lb pUin as 
the dividing of our Fleet under the Command of Prince 
Rupert and General Monk^ and the Defij;n of deti^roying 
fhem as well as their Ship&, and the reft of oar Navy Roy3 
at Chatham. And as they thus adtcd their part at Sea, (6 
they did not forget to do their beft afhore ; in April \ 666, 
ibme Perfons that were then hanged, fairly cnnfdied th^y 
had been treated with^ and had treated wiilt others, to 
burn the City of London in September following, of which 
Confellion we then took as little notice, as we have of other 
Dilcoverits againft: Papifts fince ; however, accordingly in 
September, thirteen thoufand Houies of the City ot Lon- 
don were burnt ; and thoie that were taken in carrying on 
that Work, geiieroufly dilchargcd without any Trial ; and 
one Papilt, that corjfefs'd that himfelf aud others did (et 
the City on fire, was in great hafte hanged^ and ih the 
Bnfineis was hurtied up as completely as tlic late grcac 
plot is like to be now, branding Hubert, that then made 
that Conftdton, with Madnefs; as now thelc kft Wimcffc* 
with Perjury, liodomy, and what not. However, tlicic Hxi- 
fincffe.s were not fo carried, but his Maicfty difccrned fijme 
of the Intrigues of them, which made him alter hi.'i Coun- 
cils, and, contrary to the Endeavours of that Party, enter 
into new Alliances, by making up that excellent League, 
tifiiaUy called the Triple League ; which put a flop to 
thelc Mens Dcfigns as to Aftjjrs' abroad, but not to their 
Defigns here at home. For haviiic obtained the Oxford 
Aft, and Ibmc others againft the Diifentcrs, great Endea^ 
vours were ufed to have them cKecured fcverely, in expec- 
tation that the Dillentcrs would Joon be made weary of Tur- 
ing quietly under them, and in the end be glad of a Tole- 
ration ; but the Diflcnters deceived them, and fubmiucd n> 
the Laws; infomuch that in 1670 to ii'i-i, there wa^ hard- 
ly a Conventicle to be hciird of in England : And might 
never !uve been niore, if tiu: Party had not been afra'nl of 



9 Stcat Dtlappointment tTiei-eby ; whcrefofc To revive 
Divifiotis, and to bring in (as they' hoped) their own Ke- 
tigion, they employed all their Force again to get a Tolera- 
tion. I lay they did it; becaule ir cannot be imagined It 
could be from any Proteftant Intel eft; bodi Church-men and 
DiiTenters publicfcly declaring their Detcrtatbn of it. And 
in iC'Zi it was obtained^ printed^ and publiihed. After wc 
had, in order to the carrying it on, broke that never ro be 
forgotten triple League, facrificcd out- Honour to the French, 
not only by makitig a ftrong Alliance with them, but by 
ieiiiog; the Dutch Smyrna Fleet, and then afterwards pro- 
claiming War with them. Which War continued in order 
to rain u? both ; for the French proved but Lookers:-on at 
Sea^ fas they had done when engaged with the Dutch in 
16G5,) though great Conquerors a[Land, eipeciglly of the 
Protcllants in Germany and Holland. And as this Tolera- 
tion was accompanied wich thele great Alterations in Aifairs 
abroad, Ih it was backed, 1. With a great Minifter of State 
»t the Helm ar homCj who was To conhdenc of the refixin^ 
Popery here, that he could not forbear to declare himieff 
to oc of that Religion ; i mean my Lord Treafurer CUtford : 
asalfi), 2. Wich a great Army at Blackheacli, ready upoti 
all occalions: and, 3. With the gtcateft Violarion on ihc 
Property of the Subicft, that ever happened in thi* Nation, 
the ict7.ing of one ftlillion and an half, or thercabuut, in the 
Exche^iuer. All which Indeed made our Condiiion deipc- 
rate, and, as many thought, paft Retrieve But Mr. Speaker, 
here agiiin the Goodncls and WifHom of his Majefty laved 
us, refiling to fellow liich pernicious Counfcls; uponivhich 
Clifford not only loft his Place, but his Life too, bl-eaking 
his lleirr (as is by mo(t believed) to fee himl^If Co dilap- 
p(rtnred in this great Deficit. And here, as we can never too 
much rietcft my Lord Clitford, and fuch others, who con- 
trivi-J nurKuin; fo we can never fufficiencly admire his 
^lajerty's Royal Care, \n working out our Security, by rc- 
fafing 10 follow any Advice thai tended ro thofc Ends. AnJ 
tlicrcfore, CO the great Dilappointrneni; of tha: Party, at the 
Kc4uert of the Houfe oFCom.-nons at their nctt Meeting, 
lie recalled the ld.vd Toleration, disbanded th= Army, and 
in amvenient rime made a Peace with HoUand. Bui though 
this Party were thus d;:fe:ited of their Defign, yet not ib 
riilco'jmged as m give it over. They changed their Mea- 
fiires, Umc no: thetr Principles; and although rlicydcdfled 
fmpii firihei' aiming at a Toicrittion, yet they no wa;s tieg- 
Ic«iic:d pui'^ning a Keformatlon ; b'.ir iu oTd:;r rhrrc'o, profe- 
ciite.t a C!r>rrelpondcncc jformrrly b. "gun for that purpoiewirh 
the French King, and, bv prumiJin.^ tiim conlidecabfe Sup, 
plieSj to carry on the Wut he ^fi^^i iJien engaged in, fecured 

thcmlclvcs,

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Attm )»Car.n. tliem^lvcs, as they thought^ of 1^ AffiAance for the fet 

of Popei-y here. Accordingly, it is not unknown, what a 
Party ofc Men^ and what (^antity of Ammunition^ and o- 
rljer Neceflafies for War, were lent to rhc P'rench King, 
during the War he was then engaged in; and how it waj 
done contrary ro ihe Advice of the Parliament, and the So- 
licitations of moft of the Princes in Europe, and true Imeteft 
of -England, to the Aftoniihment of all good Alen j eipe- 
cially bccaufe it was contrary to his Majelh^'s own Procla- 
mation, and when the French had declared rhey made 
that Wai: for Keligion, endeavouring to force the 
Dutch to allow of Popirii Chiifches. However inch was 
die Strength of this Party^ that this AlTiftaiice was con- 
tinued unid the FreiKh King was willing to make a Peace, 
and then who mote inftiiimcntal than our Miniftcti lo effe^ 
it? Several EmbaJfadors, and Plenipotentiaries too, beine 
lent as well to the Court of Spaiu» as Germany and Holland 
for that purpoio. And at laft, the Dutch being weary, and 
confumcd with the War, they were perfuaded to be willing 
for a Peace, and accordingly the loth of January 16-6, en* 
tred into a Treaty with us for a general Peace, to be ao- 
conipli(h'd by iuch way.^ and means as are therein prefcrib' 
cd. Which League was kept private for iome rime, and 
inftcad of any Dilcovcry thereof, about the end of Febru- 
ary ftil lowing, (the Parliament being then Jbtra after to af- 
femble') a gi'cac noife was made of cncring into a War with 
France, it being concluded, that nothing like that would 
incline the Pailiamcnt to give Moucy, nor the People frcc|y 
to parr with it, becaufe it was tlie only way to extinguiJft 
thofe Fears they lay under, by reafon of the growing Great- 
nels of France. At the Meeting of the Parliament, the Pro- 
jed: was iet oi^ jtoot with all the Art and lnduf!ry imaginable; 
and lb far were ihe ma)or Pan of ihe Members persuaded of 
the Reality thereof, thar chcy were inclinable to give a great 
Sum of ftloncy for the carrying on of the War ; but while 
they were in conliiUation about it, the, League formerly 
incntianed, agreed at the Hague, was onluclaly made (in 
f'tmc meafiire) public^ and o^caftoned a great Jealoufy of 
tiic Reality of the pretended War. And the greater, be- 
caufe upon an Enquiry, they could not find there were any 
Alliances made to that purpofe. And yet notwithllanding 
thl';, and the great Endeavours of fome worthy Members 
oftiiiit Parluinent, fnow of this ; ) an Army of thirty thou- 
iand Mcii were i-ailed, and a Tan nf above r, 100,000 
Pounds was given. And then, inftead of a War, a general 
Peace, accoi'dJKg to that Treaty agreed with Holland, was 
pref^ntly ma."!:.*. By which rhat Party thought they had jc^ 
Oiftfcl, nor only the Power of Franccj but the Men and 
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feey h;r^ i-ai^d at home, to l>e madt? fervtjsablc far their AnnogsCir- 
cads 'f rhsrewanrmg noiliingbut aPapifh King to perftfc all 
rhefe Deft^^. For which wf have grsat rcdlon to believe 
rheyha'i mdcle all ncceffary Preparation, as well by employ- 
ing Men and Money, to find our wicfcsd Inftrum«nfs to rake 
Away the King'j Lift-, as by providing one * CI*ypole to be a 
SjcriHc?, to make an atonement fi}e thi Att, and to caft 
the WickcdnciS thsrcoP on the Fanadcs. To whbh pur- 
pofc the fdid Cleypole was rciUy imprilbned fomc time be- 
fore in the Tower, upon the Evidence ot fwo Witncflcs, 
that lie iiiouM (ay, that he and nvo hundred more iiiid en- 
gaged to ki!l the King, the nei-t time ne went to New- 
Alarker. For which, in all probabiliryj he had as really 
been hanged, if rhc breaking out "of the Plot had not pre- 
vented their Dcfigns. Then was Ocypole, the next Term 
after, pubHckiy cleared at ihe King^s-tjcnch Bit-, the WIr- 
ncnes appearing no more ag^iiL^ft him. Thus were we again 
reduced to a miferabk condidon ; but it plea fed Go J, bv 
the DilLtivery nf the Plot by Dr. Oar>:Sj once more to fa/c 
us; whole lividetice {ht bsiog but oie Witnefs) rhey 
thought at firft to haTC out-braved ; but Jbme of them being 
ifb infatuated as to kill Juftice Godfrey, and Coleman Jo un- 
fortunate as to leave fomz of his important Papers in his 
HouiCy tiotwithftanding the rime he had to cnn/ey them a- 
*ray, it wrought frj g:-cit a Fermentation in the People, as 
rhac tTicrc was tjo Remedy, but that the firther PurUilt ot 
the Plot inuft be again laid afide, and a fjir Face put upon 
things. Add fiv a'coi'dinglyf there was fi>r a few Months; 
but how, afer Wakcmaii's Tri;il, Things turned iijaie^ 
what litidea7ouw have been fine; ufed to ridicule the 1^1"% 
to difparagi: the old WitnelTes, ro dicourag- new ones, to fct 
up PrcsbycerJan Plots, and to increare our UiviJions, I fuppofe 
muft be freih in every Man's Meniory here, and ihcretbre [ 
iJiall not offer to .trouble you therewith. 

* Bat, Sir, I cannot conclude wirhonr b.-ggttig your Pjfiencc^ 
wbile I oblcrve how things hsire been carried on in Scot- 
land and irel^d, anrwxraolc to what was done here. 

' In Ireland, the Papifts are at kaft five to one in isumbw 
to tbc Protefianrs, and may probably derive from their 
Cradle an Inclination to maflacre them again : ar lenft the 
Froteftanrs Iiavc no Security* lv.tt by having the Militia, 
Arms, and the Command of Towns and i^'oits in their 
hands. Bur about the fame time, or a little before that tht 
*J'olcration came out here, i-i i6*z, an Order went from 
hence, which* nicer a long Prc^imble of tbs LoyaUy and

Confequence, and humbly offering lUcb their Advice to his 
Majcffy, hewac pfeafed, nocwithffanding the faid Speech, 10 
cancel the laid Toleration.

For although chat 
Intercll do not look io bigj as that of the ProteftAtttij yet t 
plainlv fee, that it hatli wrought like a Mole underground 
for a long tiinCt and that it l;,irh eaten into om: BoweT?^ and 
will Toon come to the vital Parts of the Proteftant Religion, 
and dertroy it too» if great care be not uksui and that Ipee- 
dily. I licar Ibme Tay^ that our Cares are ncedlefs at this 
timCj becaufe the King may outlive the Duke ; which is as 
much as to iay, there is no need of Laws agaitift Popctyi 
until we fee whether we ^all have occafion to make ufe of 
them» or no But they do not tell us how we fhould be 
fure then to obtain tliem. I muft cqnfcfs [uch Arguments 
arc Jo fkv from weighing with me^ as tliat they incrcafe my 
Fears, becaule it difco^ers a. ftrange, eafy, careiefs^ indtfie- 
rcnt Humour among us ProretUnts. Mult our Live*, Liber- 
ties, and Religion depend upon may-be's ? J hope it is not 
come to that yet : I am lure it will not confttt with the Pru- 
dence of this Ailembly to Itave it fb, but rather to endea- 
vour to fettle this Matter upon (iich a FonndattoHj as may 
fwiih as much probability as human things are capable of) 
fecurc us. J am of opinion> that fiich an Engine may be 
contrived, as ITiouId give fiich a whirlc to the Popifli In- 
tereft, as that itfhould never rife up againft us agdin; I 
know of no Difficulty bnt the fame whiuh happened to Ar^ 
chimcdes, where to ifijc it. And I am not alt*^^her at a 
lofs for that neither ; for io long as we have a good King, 
I will not del^Jair. And, Sir, 1 cantioc fear any of thofc 
thiogs that arc objected againft this Sillj that it is ag;aintl 
Law, and therefore will ocx-'a/ion a civil War: For my parr 
I never will fear a civil Wai* in tavour of Idolatry^ dpe- 
cialjy when we have gotten a Law on our fide to defend 
o:ir Religion. Therefore I move you that the Sill may be 
brought in' 

6irTIiftmii * Mr Speaker, Sir, I have read in Scrlpnjre of otic Man 

tl*y"* dying for a Nation, but never of three Nations dyirjg for 

one Man ; which is like to be our caie. There hath been 
already lb much iaid on this matter, and the Reafons that 
have been given for die bringing in of ths Bill are fib plain, 
that T ftiould not have troubled you to have laid any thing 
about itj but that 1 knew not how to have anfwered k to 
that great City for which I fervc, nor to have appeared in 
tills Bulin^fs, in which the ProKflant Religion u lb much 

conccmcd. 
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cimc&med. But, Sir, being I am up, I iwUl beg \c2vt td 

iequaint you, that I have octfn luely in compatiy with a 
great mari;^ Feffons, where I have heard the Duke cried vip^ 
and the King fo nightcd, that I mult conE!ts rhcy made ins- 
afraid, they nad thoughrsfif acting over here vvhst wa^Iatety 
done m Portugal Believeit, Sir, many are very indul>(*ioii> 
to make an intereft for the Duke; if we iHould nor ufe our 
cndeavour-s to keep up the Kind's larcceft, and thac of the 
Proleftant Religion, I am afraid they will be cnctMii'ageJ 
to embroil us in Blood before wc are av^are of it. I have 
no patience to think of /itttng ftill, while my Throat is cut- 
tbig; and iheretbre F pray^bir, let us endca'rtjui' to have 
Laws th^it may enable ns to defend ourfelves. And I know 
not haw we can have any that are like lo prove efteftuat, 
without thii for exduding James Duke of York ; and tbere- 
fere I humbly move ir may be brought in.' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have by many Years Experience ob- 
ierved, that it is very agreeable to the Cuftom» Pr^- 
denccv and Jnftice of this Houfcf, ro debate all things very 
well b'j;fore a Qi^icftion is put, but cfpecially of g't^'^t Im- 
portance, It hath fi:>rmerly been thoui^ht a great thing, 
and hard to be born by fome Princes, t\ut any tniog relat- 
ing to the Prerogative! of the Crown ^liould he dcb^ircd any 
where bat in the Privy Council; an! I have oblerved, char 
ibrmer Parliaments have done ii with a ^'&At deal of Ten- 
dcrneis. And if fb, well may a Hill rhat rends to rhe Alte- 
ration of :he Succcltion, pretend to the Riffht of bavin? a 
full and^fair Debate, which I hope rhU lolemn Aircmbly 
will not deny ; many being to i^ke their Retblutions from 
k in as great a Point as etfir was debated in a Houfe of 
Commons, for which we fhall be anfwci-able to our own 
Confcienccs, as well as to om' l^tng and Country, li is 
theie great Confiderarions make me trouble you at this time^ 
otherwife 1 raight haply ba4''c been filcnr^ becaulc I am one

Dudiced my Reputation ; and therefore, until I fliould ha/o 
an opportunity to vindicate myfelf. and to fhcw that X 
am an Enemy both to Popery and arbitrary Govei-nmentj 
J was more inclined to have been Eilent, and Ibouldnot have 
troubled you^ if the Nature of this Bufmcfs liad nor laid 
on me a mure than ordinary Compulfion.

' Sir, I myft confcis I am very much againil the bringing 
ill of this Bill ; for I think ic a very unfortunate things ttiat, 
whereas his Majefly hath prohtbitcd but one thing only, 
we fliould Co foon f^l upon it. I do not lee there is any 
caufe, why we fliould foar Popery fo much, as to make us 
run into iuch an eiitrcmc. We arc alTurcd there can be no 
danger dufing his Majcfty'i Life^ fo,.upon an impartial' Exa- 
tninationj we fliall find tliere can be no great realbn to fear 
it atter his Dearh, though the Duke iQiiould outlive and fUc- 
ceed him, and be of that Ecligion. Have we not had great 
experience of his Love for this Nation ? Hath he nor always 
l^uared his Adtions by the cxa£teft Rules of Jufticc and 
Moderation ? Is there not a poffibility of being of the 
Church, and not of the Coiirc of Rome ?

Ami fb cbulcqiiendy occafirana Divifioa between tite three AanojiCarJ 
Kingdoms, which had formerly been the occafion of Wars 
and Miferies, as well as our own Divifions amongft our- 
Jclvcs. Then gave an hiflroricat Account, to make out how 
ftlal Diviiions had proved toother Nations, and inftanccd 
in Thcodofius, and other?. That he thoughr it abJblutdy 
necciTary, (if this Bill muft be bronghc in,) to prcvetic a 
civil War, tW the Succcifor fliould be named; which 
would need a great deal of Confideration ; and if to debate: 
Bufineffcof finallcr Importance, it is ufual for the Houfe to 
refbWe itfelf into a Committee, how could it be anfwcrcd, 
that it fhould not bt- done in a Bufincfs of lb great Impor- 
tance, that fb Expedients might be offered and debated, with 
more Freedom and Sati.s£i6tion than it was poffiblc they 
could be in the Houfe. 

* Mr, Speaker, Sir, I am of opinion^ that Expedients in sir WiUHiS" 
PoliticB are like ^fDuntebdllk -tricks in Phyfic; a.? the one Pulicacy, 
does Icldom good to Bodies natural, fb not the other to Bo- 
dies politic, GovfiNimcnt U a wciglity thing, and cannot be 
fltpported nor pi-elerved but by filch PilKnrs as have neither ~ 

Flaws nor Cracks, snd placed on a fm-c Koundarion. And I 
am afraid, that all Expedients will be found to have far 
difFci'eiit Qtulificaiions. I cannot forolee how the excluding 
of o'le Pcmn, who hiith a right to the Succcffion depending 
upon Gondngencies upon luch an account as this, Oioulil 
occafion a civil War ; but rather do think there is a grcac 
deal more danger, not only of a civil War, but of our Re- 
ligion and Liberty too^ if we (hou! J not do it, and ib have 
aPopiJh King. For I do bcHcvc, that iiich a King would 
fbon have a Popifh Council. For if there be eleven tofcvcn 
now for the Intcrcfl of a Popifh SuccctTor, what may you not 
^rxpecfc when you have a Popifh King? And fhould you not 
then Jbon have Popifh Judges, Tulliccsj DcpiiEy-Lieutcnants^ 
Commanders at Sea and Land; nay, and Popifh Bifhops 
too. Foriftherf be nont: put into thole Places now, that 
arc for acting againff a Poptfh. Suceenbr» well may wc ex- 
peft that none mall be put in then, but what arc for a Po- 
pifh King. And therefore I am aftonilhcd to hear any 
Man, that pretends to be a Proiellant> argue, ihat in fuch a 
Cafe wc nctrd not fear Popeiy ; for it is indt^cd to argue for 
Popci-y, aod muff proceed from an Opinion that the Pro- 
Tcftant Intercrt Is very low,and notable robearupany longer 
a^inft Popery, or clfe that Protejlants ari_- very credulous and 
incon fide rate, and may be brought to dcflroy themfd^cs wich 
ihcir own Hands. Mufl our Religion and Libcrtj' have no 
Security but what depends on the v irtues and Goodneli of 
A Prince, who will be tn fnh'f^ion to the Pope, and pro- 
t»bJy ixifluenced by iionc but Jcfuiij and luch Creatures ?

And ciia we think that by the manyHndcavouri which wiil 
be nfeti, ihat the common People will not be dchauchcd» and 
ctchcf be mil-led, ov made indifferent in a little while ? Is 
it nor ii) the power of the King to nominate his Cotjniellors, . 
Judges, Shcfifl-s, Commandei'ii at Sea and I*and ? And can it 
be imngincd, that he will not t;dce tai-e to nominate fuch as 
fliall be ibv Wk tUin ? Cevwinly, Sir, no Man can imagine 
that tbe Pi-ordbnt Relij^ion c^n lon^ be prefErvcd under 
Jych a King, but iiich ^ cannot or will not lee at a diftance, 
what aClwnge fadi a Scheme of Goverriment will Ibcwj 
produce, and how Hkdy it i^ that it will be letup and pmc- 
tifod, if ever we fhpuld have a Popifli King.

' Firll, I think it is conti^ry to natural Tuftice, that we 
fliould pi\)"ccfl to Cond<;mnatioti» not only before Convidti- 
on, but before we have heard tlie Putty, or examined aoy 
Witncfies abour him; I am farc» none m his detencc. And 
to do this, by making a new Law on purpofc, wlicn you 
hiVe oM Laws in being, that hdvt appointed a PunilJiment 
tp his Crime, I humbly conceive, Is very fevcre; and con- 
IVAYy TO the ufi]3l Proceedings of this Hou(c, and the Bir; ' 
right of every Engli(hman, 

* Secondly, I chink it is conrrary ^o the Principles of 
Keligion, that we (liould difcoflefs a ^tan of his Right* 
becaufe he difters in point of Fai:h. Foir it is nor agreed 
by all, thiit Dominion is founded in Grace. For my psrr, 
J thlnlc there h niore of Papery in this Bill, than there can 
poliibly Ik in the Njtbn witliout it ; for none but Papilts, 
and Fifth-monarchy-mcn, d,id ever go aiboiit to difinhcrir 
l\l£n for their Religion. 

' Thirdly, I am of Opinion, That the Kings of England 
have thtiir Right from Gf>d alone; and that no Power on 
earth can deprive thtmof it. And I hope this Hoiifc will 
not attempt to do any thing, which is (o precisely contrary, 
Ttor only to the Law of GoJ, bnt the Law of the Land coo. 
For if this Bill fhould pafs, it would change the Efllence of 
tlie Monarchy, and m;*ke die Crown elective. Foi', Uythc 
fameReafb.t that this Parliament inay difinheric thisPiincc 
for his Religion, other Parliaments may difinlierit anorhcf, 
Uj'-on Ibme othtr Pretence which they may luggcft ; and (o 
conil'tjuently, by fuch Exclufion^, elect w?iom they picale. 

* Fourthly, It is againll: rJie Oatli of Allegiance, raken in 
ics own Seiifc, wiihoui Jelbirlcal Evafions. ror by binding 
^11 Peifbns to the King, his Heirs nud Succefiors, the Duke, 
as prefiimptive Heir, raufl be underftood- And I am of 
Opinion, it cannot be difpcn fed withal Sir, I will be very 
cautious how I difputc t[ie Power of ParliamenrSj I know 
the Legiflddve Power is very great, and it ought to he lo, 
jiiu yet I iim of Opinion, tli^t i-tirliaments cannot difinherit 
the Heir of tlie Crown ; and that if fuch go Adit {hould pals. 
it \v(nihl be invalid in irfelf. And therefore I tiope it will 
nor ihom itrange, that 1 fhoulj offer my Judgment ag;iinft 
(ills Bill, while it 15 in Debate ; in which I think 1 do that 
which is my Diify, as a Member of this Houfe. 

* Henry the foLirth of France was a ProielUnt, his Peo- 
ple jnoil Papiils, who ufed fomc Krtdcavours 10 prevent his 
coming 10 the Crown ; but when they tound they were not 
like r<) perfei^ rlicir Dcfigrt, witiiout occiafjoning a ci 
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pTobibly bring on ibcra more Miicry than a King ota 3if- Annn^sCiriir. 
Jercut Keligion, and therefore lubmittcd. Sir, 1 hope, we ^ ^^^°' 
Ihall noi permit our Pailion to guirle as inftead oF Rcafon ;

* Mr. Speaker, bie. The honourable Member that Ibokc "^"S^- 
lafl-, may undcrliand very much of tlie Laws of other t>mn- 
irics, and tbreign Aflkirs ; but I am apt to think, not much 
of the Laws ot this Nation ; or elfe be would not at-guc, 
ihat thii is a PopMh Bill, when it is tlie only thbg that can 
fsLvc his King, the Kingdom, and the froteftant Kdigirai; 
which I hope wiU never come to that Extremity, as to ne^ 
any thing that is Fopifh ro tave it. For my part, I am Jo 
far from thinking that this Bill is fo unrcal^nabk as hath 
been irgued, that I think rhis Houfe of Comrrions will get 
as much Credit by jafling of t^s Bill, as that in iC^odid^ 
by palling ihat which bi-ought home the King. Kor as the 
one refiored him ; ib the other may prefervc him, and no- 
thing kfif.

For my part, I do 
approve of the Bill ; but it is bi;caufc the Opinions and Prin- 
tiples of the Papifts tend to the Alteration of the Govern- 
ment and KeUj;;ion of this Nation : and the introducing, in- 
ftcad thcreofj uf Supcrftition and Idolatry^ and a foreign, 
Aifbitrary Power : If it were not foi" thar^ 1 am apt to ihinlt, 
the Duke's being a Papift would not be thought a iufiTi^icat 
Caulc for this Houfe to fpend Time about this Bill And 1 
'cannot fee the Danger of reducing the Government to be

but will think tlicmlelves bound, by their Oath of Allegiantfe 
Mid Duty, to pay obedience to the Duke, if ever he fliould 
Come to be King", which muft occairon a Civil War. And, 
Sir, I do not find that the Provilb^ thdt was ordered to be ad- 
ded for the Security of the Duke's Children, is made ilrong 
enough to Secure them, according to the Debate of the 
Houle; it being Jiable to many (Jbjcttionsj and the morCj 
becaufc the Words, prctumpcive Heir of the Crown, are in- 
duftriouHy Ich out, tho* much inhfted on when debated here 
inthcHouIc, Upon the whole Matter, my humble Motion 
is, that the Bill n:ay be thrown out.' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I am very unfit to fpeak itl this Place, 
being a Membef but of Yefterdav; but I will rather adven- 
tare to draw a Ccnfiire on myletf, than be wanting to fcrve 
iny Country ffeeiog they have called me IiithcrJ in a Bufinels 
of Co great I rriportancc, I think, as greatas ever was debited in 
ati Hoiile of Commons. I can truly afHrm,that I have 3 great 
Rcfpeftforthe Duke of York ; and therefore, as well for the 
Prelervarion of the Pi'otcftant ReligTon, I am for this Bill. 
For I take it for granted^ That it is impoflible that a Papift 
^ould come lo the Poflellioii and quiet Enjoymait of this 
Crown, without w-ading thro' a Sea of Bbod, andoccafionihg 
lucha War as may, for aught I know, fliakc the monarchical 
Government of this Kation, and thereby not only endanger 
himlelf, but liisChildrcDtoo, For no Man canfbrefec what 
maybethcEndof liicha War^tior what Miferies it may bring 
on the Nudcm ■ But, ttialt prnbabilit}', it may prove the 
dcepert Tragedy that ever was acted on this great Theatre 
For it cannot be imagined, that the great Body of Protelbnpi 
which arc m this Nation, will tamely fubmit to the Pofiflx 
Yoke, which they will lee in time muli be the Cnnfcqiufnce 
of fubmittinj; to a Popifh King, withour Ibmc ftruggling 
And Wars begun upon the fcore nf Religion are generally 
attended with more fatal and bloody Can(c[|ucnccs than other 
Wars, and ihU may exceed all others that ever yec were 
made. And I fee no way to prevent ir, but by pamng this 
Bill, which, fb long as it excludes only him, and lecures 
Ci'own to his Cliildren, t«^ i tfntvk, (jas the Cafe itand^^ 
gpcafcft Kindneft we can do him.* 

* S;i'3 I do nrjch admire m hear fiSme honourable 
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bcoiule it condemns a Min before he is heard; and that it is 
too feverc a Condcmrtacioti ; that it is againft the Oath of AJ- 
legiance at^ Principles of our Religion ; cha: it will be » 
Scandal to our Ghm*ch^ to exclude a Man of his Right» for 
his Opinion in Religion ^ that IE b a Law that ivilli Be ^I'oid 
in irfclf, and that there are i loval Party which will riercr o- 
bcy it ; that it will make the Crown ele6tive, and occafion 4 
Civil War ; and that the Provifo, as to t!ic Duke's Children, 
is not ftroiig ctMJugh, becAufc the Wordj prclumptive Heir, is 
left out.' 

* Sir, ehefirft Objc^ion, I think, is a great Miftakc ; for 
this Bill is not intended as 4 Condemnation to the Dutc, but 
a, Security to ourfelves; and is lb f^r frorx being agyjnft na- 
tural Juftice, that the pL^fljng of it is agreeable to the very 
Foundation not only of natural Jufticc, but natural Religion 
too; theSafet)r of the King and Kiagdoni depending cherc* 
onj which, according to the Rules ot Juftice and Religion, 
we aro bound to ulc our Endeavours to prelerve^ before any 
mic Man's Inceref^. Tliat about the Oath of Allegiance I do a 
little admire at ; for it is the iirli time I ever Hfird that Oath 
pleaded in favour of Popery, I have oftcminies had occafion 
to fcan rlie Meaning of tha,t Oath, but never foun4 it CKiendcd 
«o the SuccolW duriiijg the King's Life j and therefore no 
need of any Difpcnlaiwn in chat Point. And I cannot im- 
dcrftaiid, how it can he aTiy Scandal ^s to our Cliurch or Re- 
ligion, if by Churcii be meant our Protcftaiit Church- 
Can our Church, or Churchmen, be (candaliicd becaufe wc 
endeavour to fccnirc ourfelves againft Popery by all lawful 
Cleans 1 I rather think the very Suppofition an high Re- 
flexion on our Churchmen* as rendering them willing to let 
in Popery, which I am confident they areiior As to what is 
iaid, that the Law will be vmd in itfelf, and that there will be 
a loyal Part)' that will never a;bey it^ and thar it will occalTon 
a Civil War; I muftconfels thclearc ftrangc Arguments to 
me; For, to doubt that the Lcginative Power of the Nation, 
King, Lords and Commons, cannot make Laws that ihaU 
bind any, or all cht Subje<fi:i of tliis Naflon, k to iuppot* 
there U liich a Wealaiefsin the Government a*?, muil infollj^- 
Hy occafion its Ruin. And. therefore I am of Opinion, that 
wnat Lawii you make in this Gale, will carry as much Right 
a^d Strcngtlt with Ihcm^ not only now^ bm after the King^s 
D::ath, as any Law^vhailbevcr. And how then can there be 
a luyal Party tlui will not acouicfce therein, utilefi the Wordi 
Loyal have Ibme other SigniHcation than 1 know of I I take 
it CO be a Dilliuaion that can only be given 10 fucli as obey 
L.aws ; and, I think* we need not dotibt, but if once this 
Law were paUcdj there wouM be Prc^tcliants cnoygh, whole 
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dicnce to it. And we have mucli moT« rcafei to fcAr a 
vil War wkho^t it, than with it ■ fijv if we c.ra gcc this BilT^ 
we may be rhereby ih uaitcJI, and enabled to drfcnd oiir* 
felvts, 3.4 that ihc Popifli Party may iictf-cr have tJte Co 
dcticcto airernpt us; bat w^rhoiir i? hx (hall not'lic in 
Capaciry to defend oqrfclvtx ; which, above atl TTiings^ mar 
Cttcoirfage a Civil War. As to the Ppovifo, for Iccaring ihc 
Right ^o the Duke's ChiMtcn, if it be not ftron^ enoi:gh, I

* Aiid, Sir, .13 1 do not find clicre is any_ Weieh t in the Ar- 
toraems that have been maie asainll this Bill; fo I think, 
that if tht: Prcfcrvarion of our King, our Government^ our 
Lives, and our R^ligton, be 'things of Moment, that there is 
niuch to be faid for ir For although the Malignity of Men 
cannot dcfiice his M^jcfty 's Goodncfi ; yerby aflftiting the Po* 
pifh Faction, they have fpoijcd the beautiful F^ce of ihc 
befl Gove-rnmcnf in the World, by breaking that eood Corrc- 
fpo^dcncr. that there otight to be between the King and his 
People ; by dividing; us in Points of Religion ; and ay being 
the Caufc of juft JtaJoufiw and Fears r 5y which his Majc» 
fty is reduct'd to great I>iffici;liic!? and Trouble, in the Admr- 
niftration of Jijs regal Authoritv ; and the Credit, Peace, and 
TranquiMitv of tb<^ Karion aJjT:(*ftirrcco7erably loft.

How from being Umpire to at! chfs 
Part of the World, accordinc to the Advantage which ire 
have by our Situation^ we arc becoinc the defpicableft Nuridn 
in Etarope, How the Govemmmt is wcafcncd st homc^ ndt 
only by rears and Jealoufies, but by ihc Debaucheries and 
CH'nfioni which have been promoted anwogrt our People; 
how narrowly wc elcaped Ruin when the OSty of Londoli 
was burnt, as welJ as when the Toleration came out, and the 
Army was at Black- Heath I as lately by the horrid Plot, if ft 
had nor been difcovercd ; how thefc is ncrthing fiends be- 
tween us and Deaths but tlic Kind's lift ; and how all thfcjlc 
Danger*!, jaft and prefent^ do arilc fi-om Popery : And hoi*- 
impolfible it is it ftould be otherwife, as long as there h ft 
Popirti Succcflbr, we mav juflly admire there fhoiild be any 
Ar^mfini5 offered in tnis Place to lefTeD om Care for pee- 
vciiring the Growth and Power of Popery. 1 cannot tcl t Jio* 
thcfe learned Members underitand natural Joffice ;, bur f arti 
of tfiat Opinion, that Self prcfcrvation, and the Prelervatiofi 
of criv Rcligioni and the X.ifc of our iCing, by atl IswM 
Ways, IS very agreeable to natural Juilice. And X do adhiire 
toliearlocUa Conllnj^ion nrade of the Oath of Allegiance, 
that it binds all Perfomtothc next Heir.as well as rothcKirtg, 
For it i^ a moll dangerous MaKim, and may be of ill Contc- 
nucncc^if ever the next Heir of the Crown fhouldmakca 
Rebellion; for he may thereby challenge Allegiaritc frOfft 
the People, as well as ilie King ; w-liich might be of perni- 
<^iqui Confequencc. And I do not ftc wberei™ our Church 
op- Religion can be fcandalized by this Bill, For we do hot 
dtlinhenc this Prince for hU Religion, but to Give our o"Wn, 
and to prevent the mmiteft Ruin of the Nacxon. And thero- 
fbre 1 think It i^ a Kindncfs ro the Church, above atl A€bi 
whitfoc'cr ; becaafc the only Way to prcferve it» I mean the 
Protcfbnc Church, And thoft ObjeAions that have been 
made a^amrt the Lawfiilncfs and V^ilidity of this Aft, do not 
Tvcigh with me j but, notwithOanding wfut h3:h been laid, I 
dq believe itwiU be as good in Law, if once it be pafi'd, and 
will be as well obfrrved too, as any Aft wharfbe?er.

Celond l-eg. * ^^^- Speaker, Sir, it is my ftliafonune to lie under the 
^Difre put anon of being a Papiil i but have iw>w an Oppor- 
tunity of (hewing mylelf otherwiie, in declaring that lam 
againft this Bill; for I think ^licre ii none bucpapilts that 
are of Opinion, that a Man may be difinhcrited for his Re- 
ligion. I have alio an Opportunity to fhew my Duty to 
n)X Mafier, in declaring, that thole Reproaches which have 
been caft upon hl-n ;ii'c, iu my Opinion, vcvy unjull ; be- 
cause I believe he abhors the thoughts of doing t!ioI\: Ali- 
ens that have bt;en imputed to him, and chercTorc do think 
it very hard^ that becaufe he may ditier wiih us in Points 
of Religion, that therefore his Reputation ihould thus he 
Called in queftion in ihi^ Houlc. Sir, I cannot enter into 
a Difpute with that worthy Member Uj^tt fpoke Ul(, as to 
the Precedents he hath mentioned; bccau(e I know he is 
very learned in the Law; and the undcrftanding of fucft

alt this, by making the Crown elective. The King loft 
his Father by one Rebellion, 1 know this Houfe wouul not 
willingly be the Qiufe of lofing his Brother by another; 
which 1 am afraid, this BUl^ if it fhould paf^ will occasion 
hereafter; efpeciully if we name no Succeffor: For which I 
am the more lorry, becaufc 1 do not know for whom to draw 
my Sword.' 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I doobferve, and am glad to fee itj Sir H, GptTf 
that all that have fpokcn in this Bufiuels, i>r» or ^ow, feem 
to agree, that wc ought to do all wc can to prefervc the 
prctcnt Government, and prevent a civil War ; out wc differ 
about the Way : Some think, that this BUI is the only Way; 
and orhei*s urc of a coniFAry Opinion, I cannot tell for what 
good Reafim. For there being nothing intended by thia 
tJili, but the Escclufion of the Uuke only, in order ro pre- 
vent the greac Danger we lie under, by reafon of his grcae 
influence at Court at prefent ; and thoic we fear, if ever a 
Popilh King fliould alcend the Throne. There being bm*- 
ching in the Btlt that tends any way to prdudit^ the next 
Heir, it cannor^ in my poor Opinion, weaken, much lefs 
tend to alter, the prefcnt Government, or be any Prejudice 
lo the Koy?(l Family, more than in the EJtclufion of this 
one Pcrlbn imended by the Bill. From whom there can 
be no fear of a civil War; unlcJs we Hiould imagine, that 
the People of this Nation, when they have a Law, upon 
the Obfervation And Execution whereof their Lives, Liber- 
ties, and Religion deuend, they Ihould be lb gi*eat Brutes 
as not ro value themfelvcs thereon ; but rather embrace a 
blind, fuocrtlitious Religion, and fubmic to all the Slavery 
imaginable. We mqy as well think that, al^er the King « 
Dcccafc, the People will be willing to lubmic lo the G<f- 
wmmeot, and pretended Authority of the Pope himfclf, 
though they fhould be never fo well able to defend thcm^ 
felves. The worthy Member that fpoke lad, did in a man- 
ner affirm, that all the Precedents cnac have been racnrion* 
ed, as TO the SuccclTion of the Crown by A^ of Parlia- 
fncne, have been :icoompanied with Bluod. If U~ would 
but tJkc the pains toperule the Hiftories of England, I 
think he would be of another Opintou, But I am furc^ 
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none ever equaJiicd (he fliort Reign of Qjeen Mary. 
Barbmvities which wcire CJcerciled in her Reign, by Fire and 
Faggot, may be pm into ibe Balance wirh nil the Jnconvc- 
ijiencies that ever happened by any H7tdu(ion-A<^t. But, 
SiTi if it had been Ib^ which 1 utterly deny, ic woiild not 
Jfave fignilfed much as to our Cafe ; for in thole Days, 
Watter of Right was always io confounded, (i mean, as tx> 
the Underftandir^ of the People) by the uriany Argumenis 
.diac weft itnpoled on them by cadi Patry^ that JStitho- 
Point of RighCj nor any Coiifideration, as to any thing of 
Intci-ell, oime tiirly before thejTi. Wherher ^. or B. iliouKi 
be Kitif^i was their only (j^iclTion, vvirJiom being loaden 
vikh any DilTfculties^ as to which the common and nujor 
p^tof the People in thole day^ might jjrobably be verv in- 
diSbrent. And yet, fjir, npon i Jull cxamiuatlon it will be 
d^und, that moft of thole Atti. of Parliament, toudiinc the 
Succcilionr bad the effedt they were defigned for; and did 
ierve as Eicfqdiems, to prevent thole Milerics which were 
Icaredj and were the occaiion nf thefn. Gut, Sir, the Cale 
viil be now m^cb otbeirwifc, if* ever you iTioiild befo tititnr- 
lun-rfce, as that the Duke fljould outUve the K.ing, And you 
^ould come to rry the Strciigdi of this EKdufion-Bill ; F*jr 
die Queflton in this caje will notice anty whether ^. -which 
is excluded J or B. whivh iTtlic ncKt Heir, (hallj ^^Lording 
tocbisA^, be King, but whetlv?r it flisll be a Papirt or 
a Protcfianc. Upon which it will phinly appear^ the Safety 
of their £lfetes, I-ives» and Kc%ion, doth depend. Sir, J 
iave heard and read of ftr;uige Thini^s done by Popifh Mi- 
racles ; and I muft coiifefs, :5i]\ I have fecn much of it, 
cveii an;DUgft many tliatprctcu4 to be good Protcftants^ iiacc 
tbe Piot broke out ; I iner.n, n^ n> iJicir believing any thing 
a^inll Popery. If lome Juch omnipotent Power flioiddbei-e- 
aher ovcr-vule in ihch a Conjunction, Iiapty thi.s Bill, if it 
Ibould j^af? into an A£t, mxy be fljwhted and negle,ied ; but 
when^'ife I humbly conceive', if ctnnot be prdumed, that 
iJie Proreftints fliotild omic to make ule of ir, to fave them- 
feJvcs from Popery an^ Sl^ivery, which would be the con^c- 
(juence thereof;, and ^herebv nur only prevent a Civil War, 
burfupport tlieGove:-tiTncnt cdabliiTied in the right Linj 
Tfcc ti'^Jth is, Sb*, the moft m.ircnal Oblervarion rliac; 
fan irnke of the At'^umcnts a^ainft riiis Bill is, that it-w 
'bought 100 good for DJ ; and that it mxy probably bccfiec- 
tiiA far the fecuring of the Proteftant Keligion. And I 
am ati-aid, Sir, that this isfhefual Con^deratKtn that hath 
-fiievailcd witb ii?me, to ad vile the King not to gmtit U. 
we confuicr bow all other Lav/s, which have brcn hit! 
made agairtft the Duke, have been defeated ; w'e may, wi 
fame reoibn, fcs.r the like f^uccds of all otiicra chat (naif 



ma/le ; anleHi you cin do fomcthing that may tend to cTiatig- 
ing of the Jmei'cft ; which can never be done wiclioiit this 
Bui, We have a great many old Laws againft Paptfls ; but 
X did never hear that any thing was done^ by virtue oftlicmj 
that ever prejudiced the Dtike ; it was once attempted by a 
PrefcnrmenE made by a Grand Jury ; the Succefs was, tftaE 
a known material Law of the Land mull be brokciif by an 
extrajudicial Difchargc of the Jury, ratlier than the Lswa- 
eainil him fhould have any cff'^dt, Tiicre was a Law, not 
long iincc made, obligine all Pcrfons tliat held or executed 
afjy Office, to take the 'rranfubftantiattoii Telt : It h true, 
the Duke was fa bravc-fuirited, as not to dificmble, and tdkc 
the Tcrt ; though haply he was eacneflly pref^'d with a DliZ. 
penO^tion, -Yet hath not that Law had any effe^^ in favoiip 
of the Proteflant Religion: for though the Duke harh not 
fince a^cd in his Offices by himftrlf ; he pm in^ as his De- 
puties, PerJons of fj much Graritudc, a? have in all things 
followed his Directinns; lb that^ as to himfelf^ the Act ham 
nor proved of any Force. Th-.vs was another Adt lately 
made, which was mrendcd chieSy ag^inft him; I mean thac 
of cxclutiiig Fapifts from fitting in cither Houle ; there he 
got himfelf fairly excepted by Name, Now we would (c 
cute our Religion tiy another Bill againft him, I find it 
meets witli oppofition licre ; what it may meet with clfe- 
wherc, Icannortcll, Bjt if" fuch be his Power under a 
Proteflai-it King ; what m^y we not juftly fear, if he should 
come to be King hstnll-lf ? I think, nothing le(s than Popery, 
Milcry, ail i Slavery ; f'orn which we can never be hved 
but by having this Bill : And therefore I humbly move you, 
that this Sill may paf^.* 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I will not fay, tkit A£ts of P^irlui- 
ment cannot difpofe of the Sitcceflion ; because it was made 
Treaibn, by a Staruce in the i*rh of Elizabcrh, which J do 
not remember was ever repealed. But I will deny, chat the 
Kings oFEn^Iand rule by virtue of any Starure^Law, as was 
fi%'lil\id; fur their Kighr is by lb ancient a Prcfcriprion, 
as rhit n may juflly be faid, to b; from God alone ; and 
that no Power on Earth ought to dispute it. And I am of 
opinion, that the SuzcefUon of the Crown h iiifeparably an- 
nexed ro ProKlmity of Blood ; and therefore am nnc yet al- 
tered tn my opinioi, that if diis BUi fliotild pals mro a Law^ 
it would be in iiiftlf irtvalid.

Place of great JmportanqCfr and th:it, as weU for the Honour 
of the Nation, as Bcntrfit of Trade, it ought to be preferred 
Butj&ir, we have now Things of greater Importance to 
after, of fb prc/Iing a naturcj atia of io dangerous 
quence, if delayed, thsi we cannot anfwer, either to 
King or oar Country, the preferring this before it. It U i 
Duty incumbent nn us, to ftcure Things at hon:^e, on which 
our All depends, before wc enter into an Expcnce of 
Time about fecuring Things abroad^ If an Enemy wcpc 
but coming to invade us, it might be proper to fortify Upvcf- 
Cai^e, Fortfinouth, or Plymouth, or ^oy of our Port-Towns:

Iiands to lodge Money for it. Bm if our Bill be mifcarried, 
and the Power and Strength of the Duke's Party be as I 
hivc heard, I think wc ou^hc in the f.rll place tu conlider, 
wljcthcr we ha7e any thing to give or no. And if we 
frnd we have not, or that it is in great jeopardy, I think 
v/c ought fii-il to Iccure that a little l^ctter, before we treat 
of Iccuring Tangier. I confcfs the Arguments that I bear 
have been ufcd eifewhcre againft our Bill, have a little ftart- 
Jed me. For now I fee wJiy 3II the Laws made ag^iinft the

When we 
arc in fuch danger to have, our Throats cut from within, to 
what purpofe will it be to (perid our rime about fecurjng 
things abroad ? EfpeciaJly when we plainly fee, it cannot be 
effe<3ed by any Supplies, without increafing our Fears and 
Dangers of ouif Dcftnu^ion. h not all England in danger 
to be loft ? Let us (ecure the Ship, before we dilpofc of the 
Cabbuis. When we are iecurc againft a Po]^Li]i Succeflbr, 
and rh'i Fear of having a Popilh King, then it wifl be time 
to think of Tangier ; For, as the Power of a Popifli Succcf- 
fer hath lately appeared in the OpjJofition made to our Bill, 
ib, I make no doubt but it wil! appear in the Manaf;cmenr of 
our Money too, if we fliould e;ive any. V\^ hen the Stomach 
is ckan, what Food a Mnn tafces turns to Nutriment, and 
prdei'ves the Life and Stretigrli of the Body ;, but when the 
Stomach is tbul, Food turns to Humour and Delbuftion. 
Sir, lo it is with the iSod^ politic ; When the Kine ihall be 
pleafed to remove from him fuch as give him ill advice, and 
arc againft the Protcllarit Inrercft, that ib we may have rea' 
fbn to prefumcj that the Money will be employed for our 
good, then I hope wc (hall be ready to fiiew our Duty, in 
giving as much Money as his Occafions ihall require ; othcr- 
ihCTwilc 1 am afiaid wc may be icrvcd as we have been for- 
merly. I rcmcmberwhcn i,ioo,oool. was given for build- 
ing of Ships, and not one Ship built; and above two MiU 
lions given to fupport the Triple Lcagac^ and then it was 
prcfently employcdfor thebreaJiing of it; when i,2qo,ooo/. 
was given fiir an ai!:tiial War Wktn France, when at tlie 
fame time we were under all the Obligations for Peace, and 
io continued. Sir, tbcfe are fuch material Memento's, as we 
ought never to fbi'ger, until we have niorc caufc to look 
forwards, and not backwards; which I pray God we may 
have very fpeedily, and th:n 1 ihall be ready to join in giv- 
ing of Jloney, and be very well content to forget all thai 
js paft, iJut 1 yet think our Condition is not Io happy^ 
but rather fear the Management of our Affairs is very much 
out of order: For > though we had never more Trcafi^rers, 
we had never lels Money ; n-vcr more A dmirals, yet never a 
wortcFleecj arid tliough never more CounlcHors, yet ne- 
ver lefs Saft£}\ Of wbicli 1 hope his Majefty is, or will be 



it;iifible. Foif it cannot be imagined, tliat, (ceing he harh Anna jaCjrJJ, 
ib much care fopTangicP^ he Jliould want arty tor the N^i- '^^■ 
fvm. TKat we may <lo om duty in giving him the beft ad- '^-"^%~"~i 
vice we can, let us give him the Grounds and Rcatbfis of 
our Proceedings by an Addrefs, as hath been moved.* 

* Mr. Speaker, if ever there (Kould happen ]n this Na- Lord Rullcl. 
tioa any fuch Change, as that I fhould not have liberty to 
live a Protcftant, I am relblved to die one ; and therefore 
wuuld not willmg!y have the hands of our Enemies 
ftirengrhencd, as J mppofe tliey would be, if we (houM give 
Moncjr while we are furc it muft eo to the hands or the 
Duke's Creatures. Doth not the Duke's Inrereft endanger 
the King's Life 1 And are not out Lives and Fortunes in 
dariger to be fwaUowed up by his Power ? And ihall we yet 
make them ftrongei: by putting Money into their hands? No 
Sif, they are tooftrotjg already; kjt whenever his Majefty 
ihall be plealed Jo free us of the Danger of a Popifli Suc- 
ceflbr, and renv^ve, from his Council and Places of Truft, 
all thofe that arc for his Intereft, (beeaufe there can be no 
diftinition made between the Duke's Intcreft and Popiih) 
thcn» Sir, I will concluiie, that what Money we fhall give^ 
will be difpofed of according to his Majcflfy's own Royal 
Pleaiure, and for the true Pvatcflrant Intercft. And I fliall 
be ready tn give all I have in the world, if his Majefty 
fliould b*ve occaHon for it ; bur in the mean time I pray, Sir, 
let us not endeavoiiL' tn deftroy our (elves by our own hands. 
It we may not be {h happy as to better the Condition of the 
Nation, J pi'ay, SU\ let us not muke it worfc. And until 
the King fliall be plcafed to give U5 encouragement to eJC- 
preis our Duty and Loyalty to him, by giving him Money^ 
let us do it by making an Addreft/ 

* Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have reafon to have lome know- William 
ledge of Tangier, having been there myfclf, and convcrfed L^ntha!, 
all my Life-time with Perfbns that have gone up and down 
the Sireighrs, and been there many times, but I cannot a- 
gree with thofc worthy Members that make it a Place of 
logical Impomnce, That we (hall ever thereby open a 
Trade widi the Moors is a mere chimEra; tliey wdl not 
have any Tr^de stith tis. All the hopes wccan have ot any 
Advantage from it, is from the Mole, if it rtiould be ti- 
nifhed, Sut I am afraid we have lecn the beft of it, and 
that it will hardly ever be brought to more perfection than 
it is. But, Sir, if it fliould, In a time of Peace wit!i Spain, 
it will be of little ufe to us ; for the Bay of Cadii is upon 
feveral Accounts fo much more convenient for Ships to \}op 
at, that it will always be preferred. For they will not only 
have a Safc-ridmg, but the Merchant Ships ^rt-at Advan- 
pjgc^ inad-j by iircightof Salesof Uooi5j which generaHy

iftSo. up or down the Srreighrs. Our Men of V^^ar do not there 
want Convcnicnciesto careen* or otiicr Ncceftants* and will 
be then more ready to do the Nation Service, hf Cf>nvoy- 
ing&hips, chat) at Tangier, a^ alfo to carry on tlie Money 
Trade, Bur it is true, th^t m a Time of a War wkh Spaing 
it would be very Serviceable to US- But if it muftcoft 1 00,000/. 
fir ^Hif(fw, and it" a War witU Sp^'m be not like to happen 
one Year in twenty, 1 am of opinion that tlie certain Charge 
iviU amount to more than the uncei'tain Inconveniency, ami 
tbtre fore that we need not be ib extremely concerned for it.'* 
Tho&u Lucy. ' Mr, Spealcer, Sii% 1 flioiild not have concerned myiclf in 
this Debatej but that I diflcr from ihat worthy Member that 
ibnke laft : For I tliink il would be a giceat Blow, tioc only to 
the Honour* bur ro the Trade of the Nation, if Tangiee 
Jhould be loft : For is will always be fcrviceablcj as wtW for 
our Men of War to fefort for Provifions, and to be cleaned, 
In order CO check the Rapine of the Turks^ or oppofe other 
Enemicfi, as for the Proteftion of oiir Mcrchanc^mcn, Iti 
time of Peace with Spain, it wiJl (if wc have Enemies) be 
better to have two Ports than onej in time rtf \%'ar with 
iSpain^ much better have this than none: And even in the 
time of Peace, it muft be fLTviceablc upon itiany Occafions, 
becaufeof its Situation on the Barbary fide, as I tiike it, ?nd 
Cadiz on the Chriftian Shore, and both near the Streigbts 
Mouth, the grcatcft PaflTage for Ships in the World, And 
by partitig with ic, we may not only be prejudiced for want 
of the Convenicncy of it, but by the great Inconveniencies 
that may arifej by filing into the Handsof the French, Tufks^ 
Moors or Spaniards. And therefore I think the Charge of 
maintaining it muft not b^ confidcrcd in this Cafe ; aiid it is 



rot Co muci, but that if we couEd once fill into the way of 
iending good Governors there, tliat would mind the promo- 
ting; of Trade, haply the Gain*; that might be levied thereon 
would in fbme time prove fufficicnc to maintain the Garrifbn. 
And if wc fhould now part with it, we fhould lof^ the Tvo 
Millions we have laid out on the Mole, which f thinlc may 
ahb be worth our Confidcration.

atSea. And 1 chink if it were for no other Kcafon but to ie- 
cure the Place out of his Hands, wc ought k> keep the Pbfiel^ 
fioaof this Place/ 

* Mr. 
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f Mr. Speaker^ Sir» by the Dilcourlc which the worthy Aflno^iCar.Il- 
Membcf made who fpokc laft, I hope you arc fiiliy iatisfy'ii 
that Tangier is a Place of great impoi'tancc, and you may 
conclude that his Majefty Is clearly of that Opinion, or dJe it Sir L. Jen- 
is not lUcely, that after he had recommended ic to you in his ^^"s* 
Spcechj he would now fb foon have Tnipdcd you oF it a- 
gain by his MdBgc. And being (o^ I hope this Houfc will 
hot have the Lofs of it lie a: their Doors^ which I take far 
gt^ntcd, will be the Fate thereof, if fomc fupply fac not mvctt 
for its fupport fpecdity : For his ilajcity^s Revenue wiU not 
bear theadvaticing of more Money towards it, the great Sup- 
plies lately fenr having bcctr very chargeable ; and yet there 
muft be an additional Supply, and that a confidcrable one too, 
ere long, to make up tlie Garrilbnfour thousand Meti, or elfc 
the Governor writes he cannot be in a Pofturc to defend the 
Town, the Army of the Moors is fo potent.

tMnkthe Bufinefs of Tangier looks too [i:tlc for this l^xy's 
Debate ; especially if we confider how the Bill, upon which 
ail our Hopes were Grounded, as to the Security of ojp Re- 
ligiun. iiatfi been ufcd by the Lords, thrown out without 17) 
much as a Conference, whereas they do not uruallydoib, wlih 
Bills that relate to fame little Trade, It is ftrange thac after 
tlicy have fb often declared the Danger of Popery, and a Po- 
pifh Plot, they will neither rccei'/e Jiiy Remedy from U5, nop 
propofe any ro U5. But rather, on the cnntrai-y, be fb induf- 
triou?to blaft all oar Endeavours rhat tend th:it way \ wcU 
may we be afi-aid of oar Rcli»;ian, if thL- FitdiL-rs of the 
Church will join, in being againft the only Means that can 
fiveit. Thclearefreih luftdnces of the mighry Power and 
'•^ InHuence 
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Influence of a Poplfli Succcfibr; what itjay we cxpcftfiDrrt 
theraif we fhould have a Popifli Kiiigi! X tbinic, Sir» if 
there were no other Rcalbn, it is enough xo make us cautious 
hgw we gtvc Money ; and to take iudi tiorice of ic in oiur 
Atidref* as may be convenient." 

* Air Speaker, Sir, this Debate luth more of Wc^bt 
jn it, than the BufincCs of Tangier, I think. As AiSirs 
now (tandj the moft Part of Chriitcndom h tonccmed in it, 
J am ihrc 3.11 the Protcftants. And therefpre I l)opc your 
Patience will hold out, to have the whole Circumftancts 
cf it fuirly examined; Fof the Arguments ih^t have been 
oftered in the Confideration of cliis Mefiag^, have inlarged 
the Debate faither than was at firft intended, and have 
brought the whole State of the Nation in Ibme rpcafijrc be- 
fore you ^ infttrad of that one panicul.u' Biifinels of Tangier; 
Jh thar now what Rcftlve ynu make ^vill be a Diioovery 
of your Inclinadons, not only as to what you intend to do 
as to 2. Supply for Tangier, but as to giving Money for 
Alliances and all othei' Occafions, upon wliidi Relult, the 
good or bad Succcls of this Parliament docli depend.

rhjt the firfl Thing that mufl be done, whether in order 
to keep it, or delrroy ii, is, to beat them off^ bv lomc 
rpecdy Supplies which mull be prelcnrly fcut, or elfe the 
'Town, according to the bed Infoimation come from thence, 
IS like to be loi!- And, Sir, I think this Jiugle Confidc- 
raiioii miy be pcrruafive to move you to give lame fuch 
Supply, 35 maybe precifcly oecefTii-y tor itie Defence and 
Procc6tion of thi'i Place. A (iiull Sum of Money, in com- 
paiilbn of what this Houlc hath ibrmcrly given, may be 
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faffident to fatisfy liis Majefty's Expcftatiojij and fecure the An»

Mtion ofTaTigier chat makci me preis you to it; but the 
deplorable Eftate of tlicProtel^nts abroad Sir, I have had 
the Honour to Ici'vc: his Majeftjr in Ibme Public £mploy- 
ments, and by that means may be a lirde more fenfiblc of 
the State of Affairs in reference to our Kcighbours, thati 
others may be, having not only had the Advaiira^t? of In- 
formatioQj but was under a ncccflity of ufing my bcrt En- 
deavours to get a true Account of them, oir, I am con- 
fident the Eyes of all Europe are upon this Pairliamcnc;

It is our Fortune to fit here 
in a critical Timt;, when not only the Affairs of this Na- 
tion, but the Pro:c!hint Religion abroad, need our Con- 
niiuoncc; and fiir the ikme rcalbn wc m;iy juftly fear, that 
there ore tha'c who endeavour to contii^-c ih:: putting off 
ihb Ptirlumcnt. I praVj Sir, let us not give them any Ad-

Money which payR them now here, may pay them there, 
and lo I fuppqle there will be no need of Money, lave 
only for their Tranfportation.' 

* Mr. Speatier, 5h\ This Bafinefi hath been lb Jotig atid 
feirly debated, as that I thbk tt is high time you fhould 
come to a Qiici^ion, and pat the Bufincfs ofl' yoor Hands, 
I hope there will be great care taken in drawing tliis Ad- 
drefs, that fo oiTr Enemies may not have any ground to re- 
prefenc us as a ftubborn Parliament, that hai?c do Incendon 
to give Money upon any Terras whatfoever.

* Their Oppnftrs they have found means to diJgrace ; andy 
they were Judges, Juftices of thd Peace, or other Magiftrarc " 
to have chcm turned out of CorfimifEon ; and in contempt 
the known Laws of the Land, chcy have pfadtifcd upi 
People of all Ranks and QiialltieSj and gained over divers 
their RftUglftn ; fome openly to profefs it, others iecretly 
cfpoufe ir, as mod conduced to the Service rhefcof. 

* After Comi time they became able to influence Martcfs 
State and Government -, and thereby Co deftroy ihofe tiiey car 
not corrupt- The continuance, or prorogation of Parlis 
ments, has been accommodated to ferve the Purt^oies of il 
Party. Money railed upon tlw People to fupply your Ma- 
jefty's extraordinary Occallons, was, by the prevalence of 
Popifii Councils, employed to make War upon a Proteftanc 

■ State, and to advance and augmem the dreadful Power of the 
French King ; ihoughto the apparent haiard of this, and all 
other Proteftant Countries. Great numbei's of your M3)e- 
fty's Subjects were lent iuto, and continued in the Service of 
that Kit^g, notwiiliffaiiding the apparent Incereii of your 
Majel^ly's Kingdoms^ the Addrefles ot the Parliament, and 
your ^lajerty's gracious Proclamations to the contrary- Nor 
can we forbear to mention, how that, at the Beginning of 
the fame Wi^r, even che Minilleri of England were made 
Inrtrument^ 10 preis upon that State, the acceptance of one 
Demand, among others^ from the French King, for procur- 
ing their Peacf with him, that they Ihould admit the public 
Exerclfe of the Roman Catholic Religion in the United Pro- 
vinces; the Churches there to be divided; and the Romifh. 
Pritfft^ m:imtaincd out of the public Revenue. 

* Ac homc^ if your Mjjclly did at any lime, by the At 
vice of your Privy Council, or of your rwo Houfcs of Par- 
liament, command the Laws to be pur in exe^rution againft 
the Papifts, even from chence they gained Advantage 
to their Party, while ihc ^dge of thole Laws was turn- 
ed againft the Protcffant Diilentcrs; and the Papills eica^ 
ped, in a manner, untouched. The AfHt of Parliament, 
enjoining a Teft to be taken by all Peribns admitted into 
any public Office, and intended for a Security againft Pa- 
pifts coming into Employment, had (b tittle Effect, that, 
either by a Diipenlation obtained from Rome, they iut 
ted to thole TtlJ^ and held tliofe Offices chemlelves 
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tTiofe put in theiF Places were fo hvoufablc to the fame In* 
tcrefts, that PojJery klelf rachei- gainedj ilwn loft ground 
fince that Ad„ 

' Bat that their Bufinefs in hand might yet move fpeediiy 
and ftrongly pt-oceed, at length a Popifh Secretai-y (iincc txc- 
cutedibi'Tiis Tfcalbns) rakes upon him to ftt on foot and 
m^ntain GjiTcfpondentries at Rome, (particularly with a na- 
tive Subject of ypur MajeftyN, proniotcd to be a Cardinal) 
and in theCouris of other Koreign Princes ("to ulc their own 
Form of Speech) for the rutHiuittg that peflilent Hcfefy, 
vhich has ib long domineered over this northern World ; 
that isj to root the Proteflani Religion out of England, and 
thereby to make way the more eafily, to do the fame in othev 
Protcftant Coun tries. 

* Towards the doing of this great Work, (as Mr. Coleman 
was pleafed to call it) jeJiiits (che moft dangerous of all the 
Popifli Order?, to the Lives and Eftatesof P'i-inces)were dif- 
trjbuted to the feveral Precindts within this Kingdom, and 
held hint CouticiU with thafc of the lame Order^ in all 
neighbouring PopiJh Countries: Out of thsfc Councils and 
Correfpondencies was hatched that damnable jnd hclliih 
Plot, by the good Providence of Almighty God^ brought to 
light above (WO Years fince, but ftilUhreatalng us; wherein 
Traytors, impatient of longer Delay, recfconiiig the prolong- 
ing of your iacrcd Majefty's Life, (which God long pre- 
lerve) ai the great Obltacle in the way to the ConlumraAtion 
of their Hopes ; and having in tlielr Prolpeft n proiclyted 
Prince, immediately to fucceed in the Throne of thefe Kmg- 
doms, refblved to begin their Work with the AlTafllnation of 
your Majefty; toC^ny it on with armed Force: to dcftroy 
yourProtefta!it Subjects in Eng;!and ; to cxeaite a fecond 
MaiTacre in Ireland; and fo with £afe to arrive at the liip- 
preflion of oar ReltgioHi and the fub/erfiqn of the Govern- 
ment.

Di7ef^ of 
the moil confidcrablc of your Majefty*s Protellaai SubjedVs 
have Ci-imes of the highell >Iaaire forged againft themi 
the Charge to be fupported by Subonaation and Perjury, 
that tl^cy may be deftroycd by Ei^orms of Law and Jiiftice. 

• A Prclcntnient being prepared for a Grand-Juiry of 
MiddlefLx, againft ynur Majirfty's faid Brother, the Duke 
of York (under whole Countenartce all the reft flielccr iheni- 
Jelvcsj* tlie Grand- Jury were, in an unheard of, and uti- 
preccdented, and ilicsal Manner, dilcharged ; and that with 
lb much hade and fear, lefl: they ^ouEd finiiH that Pre- 
ientmeut, thdt they were prevented from delirering many 
other Indit^mcntri, by them at that Time found againft other

I humbly move you, Hrit, to paft a Vote 
tipon this Bufiiiels, of diitharg'mg Grand-Juries; and then 
to appoint a Committee to examine the Milcarriages of il 
Judges in Wcfiminfter-Hali, and to report the fame wi 
all fpecd to you/ 

* Mr, Speaker, Sir, as it hath bectt obfcrvcdj that this 
Buftncfs hath fome reference to the Proclamation ; Co I be- 
lieve, there Is iomething of the PSoi in it too. And there- 
fore I thinlt if this Plot does not ^o on. it will have the worft 
Fucfc that ever Plot had ] febing the JudgM, as well as moft 
other Per&ns in public Places, have given it as much Af.

In former* times (evcfjl Judges have been impeached^ and 
hanged too^ for lefs Crimes tlian thcle ; and the reafon was 
becauJe they had broke die King's Oath as well as their own. 
Jf what hath been faid of fome of thcfe |uJg;."s be fttUy 
proved, they Jhall aoc want ray TTote to inRift on ihcm the 
iamc ChalUfement. The truth is, Sir, I know not how the 
ill Confcquences wc jiiftly fear fifom Judges can be prevent- 
ed, as long as they art? made duratite hcnefUcito^ and have 
fugh DcpendeQcicii as thi;y have. But this muft be a Work 
of Time: In or^cr to remedy our prefcnt Grievances, let 
us pafs a Vote upon this Bufincfs of difcharging Grand- Ju- 
ries; and that it may be penned as the Cafe dcferves.

and that to plealc a Cui3rt-Fa£tion, they have by Treachery 
attempted to br«k iJie ^3(X^ds afundcr of lylpgna Ch^n,i, the 
great Treafiiry of our Peace. It was no fooner paflcd, but 
21 Chkf JulHcc (Hubert dc Biirg in that d^y^ pL-rfuades the 
Xing he was not bound by it ; becaafe he was under Age 
whtn it Wis palTcd. But tiiift lort of infolence the next Par- 
liament rcjenicd, to the Ruin of the perniciom Chief ]u- 
fticc. In the rime of Richard IT an unthinking diilnlute

In his late Majcfly^s time, his Midbr- 
runcs were occJfioned chiefly by the Corruptions of the long 
Robe ; his Judges, by ■•^n CKtrapdicial OpinioJi^ gave the 
Kiog Power to railcM'mey, upon any ejrtraordinary occafion, 
uirhout Parliatnent ; and made the King Judee of fiich ()c- 
cafioni: Charitv prompts me to think tKey thought rhi^ a 
Service to the Kine ; but the fad Conlcquences of it may 
convince all Mmkind, thai every illegal KSi weakens the 
Koyal Inrerell; and to endeavour to introduce abfolutc Do- 
minion in thcic Realms^ is the worft ofTreaibns: Becaufe 
iffhilft it bears the Face of PnendHiip to the King, atid de- 
Ifigns tp be ftr fais Service, it never foil? of the contrary 

* The: two great Pillars of the Governmenf, arc Parlia' 
jtiem.'i amd Juries; it is this gives us the Title of freebom 
Kngliflimen: For my. Notion of free EngUflimen is this, 
that they arc ruled by Laws of their own making, and tried 
by Men of the lame coadicion with themfclves The twfo 
Ereat and undoiibf-'d Privileges of the People, have been 
lately invaded by the Judgei tha-t now fit in Wejlmiofter- 
H^Ii ; they have elpoufed Proclamations agiinit Law ; they

The 29th, Sir William Jones reported fi-om the laid joint
